WEATHER AND GROPS. 


Past Week Has Been Very Favorable 
For Growing and Ripening. 


Wells and Streams In Maine 
Reported Very Low. 


Considerable Frost In Northern Sections but 
No Great Damage Done. 


Boston, Sept. 8.—The New England 
weather bureau issued the following bul- 
letin for the week ending Sept. 1: 

Favorable growing and ripening weather 
has prevailed over the greater part of New 
Englund during the week just passed, and 
much harvesting has been done. From 
one-half inch to one inch of rain fell in 
frequent showers in northern sections, 
and the top of the ground is well wet 
down, although streams and wells are 
said to be unusually low in many sections.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS 


Wr HAD a short and pleasant call 
yesterday from Brother Miller, editor of 
the Hingham Journal, who visited this city 
ou account of the sad mishap to Mr. 
Tilson A. Mead, a relative of his wife. 


We have never known the mail service 
on newspapers for the past forty years to 
be so poor as it has been of late. It is 
outrageous. Papers sent from Quincy on 
Friday do not arrive in adjoining towns 
often, for two, three or four days. 

We have made compiaiut at the Quincy 
office, and at the Boston office but with 
little satisfaction. If our present adminis- 
tration is incompetent to attend to the 
business the sooner we have a change the 


better. If it takes two or three days to) 


send a newspaper to a subscriber who lives 
not five miles away we had better go back 
to the times of the old stage coach. 

Every subscriber to a weekly paper 
wishes to receive it on or before Saturday 
evening. And if it does not arrive until 
Monday or Tuesday it is of little value; 
and many complaints the publisher will 
receive. We were informed in the Boston 
office that they were unable to attend 
promptly to the large arrival of papers 
which were received on Fridays. A pretty 
state of affairs for an office like Boston 
that is paying yearly into the government 
thousands of dollars profit. 


Postal Car Service. 


The transmission of mails between 
various sections of Boston and of the Bos- 
ton postal district has been so expedited 
by the postal cars on the street railways 
that it is evident that the public con- 
venience would be immensely promoted 
could the system be extended to other 
sections of the suburbs. At present the 
posta! district comprises the whole of 
Suffolk County, together with Cambridge 
and Somerville in Middlesex, and Brook- 
line in Norfolk. It might be a good idea 
to make it cover the entire metropolitan 
district, and make postal Boston the same 
as Greater Boston. Some improvements 
and economies might thus be effected in 
the administration of the local mail ser- 
vice, 

There would undoubtedly be a strong 
persona! opposition to the conversion of so 
many independent post-offices into sub- 
stations of the Boston central office. But 
there would bea possible saving in salaries, 
and the public convenience would be per- 
haps advanced. There are opportunities 
for the use of electric postal cars very 
generally throughout the metropolitan 
district, with a corresponding saving of 
time in the transit of mails between place 
and place. At present letters destined 
from one place in the metropolitan district 
outside of the jurisdiction of the Boston 
office, to another immediately adjacent, 
have to make a trip inward to the Boston 
office and then again outward in the same 
direction for about the same distance, and 
often over nearly the same route. A letter 
that now takes something like 24 bours to 
get toadestination perhaps two or three 
miles away might, by such an extension of 
the street railway mail service, reach its 
destination in a very few hours. 

Such intrametropolitan mail routes 
could, for example, be very easily estab- 
lished between places like Newton, 
Waltham, Watertown and Cambridge ; 
Hyde Park and Dedham ; Quincy, Brain- 
tree and Weymouth, and Lynu, Saugus, 
Wakefield, Woburn, Malden, Melrose, 
Medford, Stoneham and Winchester. The 
value of such a service has already been so 
completely demonstrated on existing routes 
that there should be no question of the 
advisability of extending the present 
system.—Dedham Transcript.

And Enrollment in Our Schools 
May Reach 3800. 


Twenty Rooms Now Occupied at the 
Willard by 835 Children. 


The Number per School and per 
Grade and the Average, 


On Tuesday, the opening day of the 
public schools, the enrollment of pupils 
was 3707, and is liable to be increased this 
week to over 3800, as new pupils may 
enter any day this week. 

The number per school is compared 
below with the enrollment when the 
schools closed in June, and shows the 
largest, increase in the Washington school 
at Quincy Point, which now has an even 
300:

The Washington, Coddington and Wil- 
lard were the only ones to show a gain on 
Monday but others willas the week pro- 
gresses. At the Willard temporary accom- 
modations have been provided in the attic, 
so that now 20 rooms are occupied al- 
though it is called a sixteen-room building. 

The Wollaston rooms are the most 
crowded, the average being 48, the highest 
in the city. In the low primary there are 
65 children, twice as many as there should 
be to obtain the best results; two other 
rooms have over 50 and only one less than 
40. 
At the Quincy school, Atlantic, the two 
lower grades are crowded, having 55 and 
47 respectively, and it is said that many 
little ones at Norfolk Downs will not at- 
tend schoo! because of the distance. 

The average per room at the Adams is 
43 and is very equally divided. 

The Lincoln is crowded 
primary grades, 

The Coddington is now the third largest 
school in the city, and next to the Wollas- 
ton, the average per room is the largest; 
four of the primary rooms have 50 or more 
children. 

The large increase at the Washington is 
easily accommodated, although the primary 
grades could not take any more comfort- 
ably. 

The lowest grades at the John Hancock 
are crowded but otherwise there is room 
enough.

HAVERHILL, Mass., Sept. 4.—Thomas 
Makowski is the groc™’ who recently 
figured in a ‘“‘December und May’’ wed- 
ding in this city, and he now thinks 
marriage is a failure. His wife is only 22, 
while he is 66.

Makowski alleges that his wife was dis-

The young man, his wife and his wife’s 
sister, he says, savagely attacked him.

$66 and left him for dead in his house. 

Makowski’s wife claims that since the 
marriage her husband has been unjustly 
jealous of her, and has accused her of un- 
faithfulness repeatedly. She says he came 
home and, on seeing a young man in the 
house, who was only making a friendly 
call, went into a rage and assaulted her, 
and the pair of black eyes she has, she 
says, he gave her. 


Letter Carriers’ Legislation. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—The National 
Association of Letter Carriers opened its 
convention here yesterday, President OC. C. 
Couden presiding. Delegate Arkinson 
offered a resolution to prepare alaw for 
presentation to congress providing for the 
increase of salaries of second class carriers 
from $850 to $1000.

I had not decided to stay away un- 
til the papers said all kinds of things 
about me, then I knew I was in disgrace 
and could not make a living if I came 
back. I have started back a thousand 
times, and came near coming, but the dis- 
grace and what the people said about me 
kept me from doing so.” 


Emperor vs. Socialism. 

BERLIN, Sept. 4—The emperor’s sharp 
words against socialists, in his speech to 
the Guards, has roused Germany with 
startling suddenness out of her patriotic 
enthusiasm, and has recalled her to the 
political struggles of everyday life. Many 
comments have already appeared in the 
Conservative organs applauding his ma- 
jesty’s words. As a revenge for the pro- 
hibition of their meetings, the socialists 
sent the following message to their friends 
in Paris: “On the 25th anniversary of 
Sedan, we send, as a protest against war 
and chauvinism, a greeting and a clasp of 
the hand to our French comrades. Hur- 
rah for inter-solidarity!” 


Bulldozing Terra Nova Fishers. 

St. Joun’s, N. F., Sept. 4.—A Virginia 
lake mail steamer, from Labrador, reports 
that one Canadian fleet of fishing cruisers, 
armed to the teeth, is seizing all the New- 
foundland vessels found in Canadian 
waters, and has conveyed them to head 
quarters in the Straitsof Belle Isle. A 
portion of Labrador belongs to Canada, 
and each country usually fishes in the 
territory of the other without interference. 
The government held a summary meeting 
last night to consider the situation. 


Chinamen Set Free. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—Judge Seaman at- 
tacked the Chinese exclusion act yesterday, 
when he discharged from custody the four 
Chinamen arrested in Detroit for entering 
the United States, and who were ordered 
to be deported by Commissioner Graves of 
that city.

A Big Flywheel of Wire. 

Among the most recent and novel ap- 
plications of wire, perkups none has 
greater interest to the mechanical world 
than that presented by the wire flywheel 
lately erected at the Mannesmann Tube 
company’s works, Germany. Heavy fly- 
wheels, driven at high velucities, ob- 
viously present dangers of breaking 
asunder from the great centrifugal force 
developed. The wheel at the factory 
mentioned consists of a cast iron hub or 
boss, to which two steel plate disks or 
checks, about 20 feet in diameter, are 
bolted. The peripheral space between 
the disks is filled in with some 70 tons 
of No. 5 steel wire, completely wound 
round the hub, and the tensile resistance 
thus obtained is far superior to any cast- 
ing. 

This huge flywheel is driven at a 
speed of 240 revolutions per minute, or 
8 peripheral velocity of about 2.8 miles 
per minute (250 feet per second ap- 
proximately), which is nearly three 
times the average speed of any express 
train in the world. The length of wire 
upon such a constructed flywheel would 
be about 250 miles. The use of paper is 
also regarded with favor as a face for 
large flywheels, the tensile strength of 
paper being enormous, and it is quite 
possible that some of the new big fly- 
wheels will be built up with a paper 
rim. —Hardware.

How Nicaragua Would Receive Col- 
onies From the Ugited States. 


Substantial Progress In the 
Building of Railways. 


Peculiar Treatment of Foreigners Who Were 
Accused of Lynching. 


Managua, Aug. 18.—H. Drew, who 
registers from New York city, is here, en- 
deayoring to make a contract with the 
government to bring a colony or colonies 
here from the United States. 

E! Pueblauja, a semi-official organ, al- 
luding to Mr. Drew's project, says that 
Nicaragua is desirous of receiving immi- 
grants who come with money to live under 
her “liberal laws,” but that the govern- 
ment prefers that they should come only 
in such numbers as may be readily assim!- 
lated with the nation. Mr. Drew repre- 
sents a Cincinnati business concern. 

Chester Donaldson, who represents that 
he has been teaching a private military 
school in New York for several years, has 
been here for some time seeking to indace 
the government to establish a military 
academy, of which he shall be the super- 
intendent. The project does not meet 
with much favor. Mr. Donaldson has also 
been seeking signatures to a petition for 
his appointment as United States consul 
at Managua. 

Railroad Work. 

Work has been begun upon the railway 
from Rama, at the head of navigation of 
the Bluefields river, to San Uvaldo, on 
Lake Nicaragua. 

The national revenues, in excess of ex- 
penses, collected at the small roadsteads 
at Cape Gracias-a-Dios and at the mouth 
of the Rio Grande de Matagalpa, are to be 
applied to the construction of this rail- 
road. These revenues amount to about 
$60,000 per annum. The length of the new 
railroad is to be about 110 miles. Capital- 
ists from the United States have large in- 
terests in the road. 

Work is to commence soon upon a na- 
tional narrow gauge railroad from the Na- 
tional railway at Masaya to Diramba. Most 
of the money necessary to build this road 
has been subscribed by owners of coffee 
estates on or near the line of the road. 

The National railway from Chinendega 
to El Viejo was opened by President 
Zelaya and his cabinet on Aug. 15. This 
railroad is about four miles long, and it 
runs through a level valley. Its construc- 
tion occupied 14 months. It will connect 
the old Indian town of El Viejo with the 
main line of the National railway from 
Corinto to Lake Nicaragua. 

Prosecuted For Extortion, 

The eight foreigners, six of them claim- 
ing to be citizens of the United States, 
who were tried before a native court at 
Matagalpa, in November, 1894, and ac- 
quitted of the charge of lynching an In- 
dian who had acknowledged having been 
one of a party that murdered a foreigner 
living near Matagalpa, were recently ar- 
raigned a second time for the same offense, 
no pew evidence having developed mean- 
time. 

They evaded arrest, but in their absence 
were tried, six being found not guilty, 
while the other two were found guilty as 
charged. It is alleged that the second 
prosecution of these men, who are well-to- 
do coffee planters, was undertaken by the 
civil authorities of the department of 
Matagalpa as a means of extorting money 
from them. 

Personal Notes, 

Hon. H. E. Low, acting United States 
consul at Managua, has been seriously 
sick for several days with fever of a ma- 
larial type. He is now improving and ap- 
parently out of danger. 

Mr. Low has received orders from the 
state department at Washington to send 
by steamer to San Francisco, in charge of 
some reliable person, Edward Sprecker 
of Richview, Lls., who attempted suicide 
here about three months ago. Sprecker 
has nearly recovered from his injuries. 

Mr. DeSavigney of St. Paul has pur- 
chased, for a company of Minnesota citi- 
zens, @ young coffee estate in the depart- 
ment of Notega. The price paid was about 
$7600 in gold. The estate contains about 
650 acres of improved lands, the trees upon 
it being four years old. Those should be 
in full bearing in 1898, producing from 
50,000 to 70,000 pounds of coffee. 

General Duarte, governor of Bluefields, 
has returned to Managua on leave of ab- 
sence. He will not probably return to 
Bluefields as governor. General Pablo 
Reyes, who is acting governor in General 
Duarte’s place, will probably be appointed 
to succeed him. 


Likely to Be Smoothed Over. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.— Sir Edward 
O'Malley, chief justice of the supreme 
court of British Guiana, is in the city. 
Regarding the boundary dispute between 
British Guiana and Venezuela, in which 
the United States has interposed, Mr. 
O'Malley said he did not look for any 
serious trouble between the two countries 
growing out of the dispute. 


Pretty Near Right. 

LONDON. Sept. 4.—The Chronicle com- 
ments upon the increase of emigration to 
America as pointing to another trade 
boom there. It is certain, it thinks, that 
if there is a healthy industrial revival 
there, there will be no tariff tinkering one 
way or another.

TEN PER GENT RAISE, 


Fall River Weavers Will Make a 
Demand Upon Manufacturers, 


Refusal Will Be Promptly Fol- 
lowed by a Strike. 


Operatives Inclined to Think That Their De- 
mand Is a Just One. 


Fatt River, Mass., Sept. 5. — The 
Weavers’ association last night voted 
unanimously to demand an increase of 1€ 
per cent in wages on and after Sept. 23. 
The weavers are of the opinion that an 
increase will not be granted, and, as a ma- 
jority favor going out, it is very probable 
that another labor difficulty will develop 
before the end of the month. 

The demand will be sent in written 
form to the Manufacturers’ association, 
also to the owner of the Iron Works mill. 
If an answer is received before the date 
mentioned a special meeting will be called 
to take action. If no answer is received, a 
meeting will be called at which the weay- 
ers will be called upon to decide the ques- 
tion of a strike or no strike. 

There was some discussion regarding 
the amount to be asked, sc.1e members 
considering that 163, per cent should be 
demanded at once. This would bring the 
| price of weaving 64x6is up to 21 cents a 
cut, instead of 18 cents, the amount now 
paid, 

It wasthe almost unanimous opinion, 
however, that 10 was enough to ask for 

Under Present Conditions, 
| and if it was not granted the amount re- 
quested might be changed. The demand 
will be mailed to the mill people today. 

Weavers who were spoken to after the 
meeting did not appear to be very hopeful 
of receiving any concessions from the 
manufacturers, but they said they were 
willing to go on strike the 23d of this 
month if their demand was refused. 

The unanimity with which the request 
was made leaves very little room for 
doubt as to the ultimate intentions of the 
operatives. They said the main reason 
| they did not ask the full 163g per cent was 
| because they appreciated the fact that cot- 
ton is high. 


FIVE MEN DEAD. 


A Sixth Narrowly Escaped the Same Fate Ina 
Providence Gashouse. 

PROVIDENCE, Sept. 5.—By the bursting 
| of agas main at the works of the Provi- 
| dence Gas company yesterday afternoon 
five men were suffocated and a sixth 
narrowly escaped death. The dead are: 
James Colton, James Riley, Charles Mo- 


Manus, Lawrence Burus and John Mc- 
Namee. 
The accident was a most peculiar one. 


For several days leaking gas has been de- 
tected in the holder, and yesterday the 
company sent six men under a foreman to 
find and repair the leak, which proved to 
e from a defective valve connecting the 
r-inch main which supplies the West- 
field street holder with gas from the main 
| holder on Globe street. The unfortunate 
men had just returned from dinner at 1 
clock, and going down the wooden stairs 
which leads from the entrance of the 
holder to the cellar below, began to work 
on the broken valve. 

They disconnected it, and tied a big 
cloth bag about the large main extending 
in from the street, when, for some reason 
or other, the bag gave way, and an im- 
mense volume of gas rushed out. In much 
less time than it takes to tell it, all were 
overcome, and before they could reach the 
foot of the stairs, within a few feet of 
them, they dropped dead, with the excep- 
tion of one, who managed to creep up 
stairs, where the fresh air enabled him to 
recover sufficiently to reach the street. 

Immediately after it became known that 
the men were unable to get out, willing 
hands attempted to go to the rescue, but 
nothing could be done while the escaping 
gas rushed up the cellar stairs. Foreman 
Allen did all he could, but there was no 
cut-off in the street, and he knew not 
which way to turn. The police were 
quickly on the spot and roped off West- 
field street, and Medical Examiner Palmer 
stood in the doorway to prevent anybody 
from going down the stairs. 

Soon after 8 o'clock the gas company 
sent a gang of men to dig up the street in 
front of the terrible grave, to get at the 
main shut-off farther along, it being 
understood that no other means of shut- 
ting off the gas could be attained, and 
even then it meant two hours’ work 
Foreman Allen took a hand in the excava- 
tion, and was overcome before the digging 
had proceeded far. He was taken to the 
Rhode Island hospital. 


Vets In Camp. 

THE Werrs, N. H., Sept. 5.—At the an- 
nual reunion of the New Hampshire vet- 
erans the second day was devoted entirely 
tothe Grand Army. Corporal Tanner 
spoke at length in defense of the pension- 
ers. He stated that they were not getting 
justice, and that men are almost daily go- 
ing into their graves with a certificate in 
their pockets from the pension office re- 
jecting their claims on the ground that 
they are not disabled from earning a liv- 
ing by manual labor. 


A Remarkable Ceremony. 

Boston, Sept. b.—A remarkable event 
occurred in the Roslindale Unitarian 
church on South street last evening, when 
Richard W. Boynton and his wife, Mrs. 
Harriet B. Boynton, were ordained as 
ministers in the Unitarian faith, and of 
the Unitarian society of Roslindale. Mrs. 
Boynton is the second woman in this city 
who has become a minister. The fact, 
also, that husband and wife, of only a 
month's wedlock, should both be ordained 
at the same time, added interest to the 
tyent. 

Does Net Want a Divorce. 


WESTFIELD, Mass., Sept. 5.—W. F. Gill 
of New York. who recently instituted 


divorce proceedings against his wife, Mrs.

{ng them at Chadwick, pulled the trigger 
of one of the weapons.

In the Bets Which Are Being Placed 
On the Yacht Race. 


Racing Days Extend From 
Sept. 7 to Sept. 14. 


Cup Committee Gives Out the Rules Governing 
the Contest. 


New York, Sept. 5.—While the interest 
in the yacht races this year seems to be 
greater than ever before, the betting has 
been light. 

The gereral disposition has been to offer 
8to2against Vulkyrie, but little mone y 
has been wagered at these odds. Both 
sides appear to be chary of giving odds, 
and the reported odds of 3 to 1 laid in Eng- 
land are laughed at by Captain Sycamore. 

No race will be started later than 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. In case of 8 
calm the start may be delayed until 1:30, 
after which the committee may exercise 
their discretion in regard to starting at 
all, or postponing the race. 

Unless something unexpected happens, 
the racing days will be Sept. 7, 9, 11, 1 
and 14, should five races be necessary. 
There is still some doubt in regard to the 
last of these dates. It may be changed by 
mutual consent. 

The Valkyrie is now undergoing her 
final scraping, painting and general tun- 
ing up before the races. The pot-lead has 
not proved permanent, and a new prepara- 
tion, the ingredients of which are kept 
secret, will be used this time below the 
waterline. 

While the interest in the yacht races 
this year seems to be greater than ever 
before, the betting has been light. 

The regatta committee of the New York 
Yacht club yesterday announced the 

Program of Rules 
governing the America’s cup races. 
are: 

The start will be made off Sandy Hook 
lightship, the preparatory signal being 
given at 10:50a. m.and the starting sig 
nalat 11 

Courses: No. J] (letter C)—From the 
starting line, to and around amark 15 
miles to windward; or to leeward and re 
turn, leaving the mark on the starboard 
hand. 

No. 2 (letter D)—From the starting line, 
10 miles toand around the mark; thence 
16 miles to and around a second mark, 
and thence 10 miles to finish line, turning 
the marks on the outside of the triangle, 
to port and starboard, according as the 
yachts are sent around. 

Starting and finishing lines will be be 
tween a point on the committee boat, in- 
dicated by a white flag, and the mainmast 
of the lightship or other stakeboat, if the 
start is made farther out to sea. These 
lines will be at right angles with the out- 
ward and home courses, respectively. 

Compass courses will be set before the 
preliminary signal is made. The signals 
for course No.2 must be read beginning 
forward. 

Marks will be floats displaying a red 
flag with white stripe. The position of 
each float will be indicated by a tug show- 
ing a red ball and stationed about 100 
yards beyond. Should a float be wrecked, 
its place will be taken by its murking tug, 
which will show the club signal in addi 
tion tothe b°'l, and in turning the tug 
the directions for turning the float will 
govern. 

Starting signals: Preparatory—A gun 
will be fired, the ‘‘Klue Peter’’ set and the 
red ball hoisted. Start—Ten minutes later 
@ gun will be fired and the ball will drop 
Handicap time—Two minutes late ra gun 
will be fired and the “Blue Peter’ hauled 
down. 

Should a signal gun miss fire, a pro 
longed blast of the whistle will be given 

Recall signal: A yacht crossing the 
line before the starting signal is made 
will be recalled by a biast of the whistle 
and the display of her private signal. 

Postponed signals: (letter H)—Do you 
assent to postponing start until later in 
the day? (Letter G)—Do you assent to 
calling race off for the day? If a yacht 
assents, she will display letter C. If a 
yacht dissents, she will display letter D. 
(Letter L)—Race postponed on account 
of fog.

For that substitution of the vowel 
sound of short ‘‘i’’ for the ordinary New 
England vowel sound of ‘‘r’’ seems to 
be peculiar to women and to certain 
young boys who have learned their 
speech from women. The western pro- 
nunciation is preferable to either of the 
others. It is somewhat broad and open, 
but is a frank and honest use of the let- 
ters in the word.—Boston Transcript.

GAINED ROYAL FAVOR. 


Chinese Now Appreciate the Value of 
American Education. 


Advice of Hong Yung Wing 
Is Eagerly Sought. 


Specimen of a Proclamation by an Official 
Who Believes In Justice. 


New York, Sept. 5.—A letter from Rev. 
T. W. Houston, dated Nankin, July 12, 
was received yesterday by Robert E. Speer, 
secretary of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions in the Presbyterian church in the 
United States. The letter says: 

I had an interview last week with Hong 
Yung Wing. He will be remembered as 
the man in whose charge 120 Chinese boys 
were taken to New England in 1872 to at- 
tend school. Owing to misrepresentations 
they were recalled, in 1881, before their 
education was completed, but after they 
had imbibed very many alvanced ideas, 
which caused them to be severely dis- 
countenanced by Chinese officialdom. 
But in the late war they were found to be 
the only officers of the navy who could be 
depended on to fight. They were plucky, 
capable and loyal. This has advanced 
them to favor with those officials who are 
inclined to be progressive, and our viceroy, 
Jang Chii Tung, cabled to Yung Wing, 
who is an American citizen, and has been 
living at Hartford for 13 years, to come 
out. 

The object is to consult in regard to an 
educational system for China. The north- 
ern great viceroy, Li Hung Chang, has 
also invited him to Tien-Tsin for the same 
purpose, and the secretary of the board of 
revenue wants him to go to Pekin on 
the same business. These are China’s 
most powerful men, and while all that we 
would like to see in an educational plan 
may not be brought about, we may cer- 
tainly hope to see some significant results. 

In Szechuan, 2000 miles west, whole- 
sale destruction of mission property has 
taken place; here we are sought after by 
the officials. Three weeks ago our dis- 
trict magistrate invited all the men of our 
mission community to dinner, treating 
them with all honor, and now comes, un- 
solicited, one of the best proclamations 
which has been issued in China since the 
eve of modern missions. Translated, it is 
as follows: 

Unusual Display of Friendship. 

Given by Li, by grace of the emperor, com- 
missioner of salt revenue, expectant intendant 
of circuit, and prefect of the Jaing Ning (Nan- 
kin) circuit, being advanced three steps in 
office and having one brevet rank, having 
13 times honorable mention in official records. 

For the purpose of publicly and strictly 
charging the people concerning foreigners, 
who have in whatsoever points of the interior 
established chapels, schools or like places—for 
along time these have been permitted by the 
emperor's commands. Now, having examined 
the doctrine halls in every place pertaining to 
this prefecture, we find that there have been 
established free schools where the poor chil- 
dren of China may receive instruction; hos- 
pitals where Chinamen may freely receive 
healing; that the missionaries all are really 
good; not only do they not take the people's 
possessions, Dut they do not seem to desire 
men’s praise. 

Already the prefect, with the magistrates 
of the provincial capital, has personally vis- 
ited each hall and commanded the magistrates 
of outside districts to personally visit each 
out-station of the churches, and talk with the 
missionaries. They have personally observed 
the hospitals, schoolhouses, etc. They are for 
good established with the sincere desire to 
save men. Although Chinamen are pleased to 
do good, there are none who excel these mig- 
slonaries. 

We think it right, therefore, to put forth 
this proclamation, plainly charging soldiers 
and all people. Be it known that foreigners 
here renting or otherwise setting up halls do 
so to save and to help the poor, and that th-re 
is not the least underhandedness. Let it not 
be that you, on the contrary, wrongly invent 
false reports and even commit crimes and mis- 
demeanors. If there should be shameless 
villains who, thinking to “fish for wealth” 
(i. e., take by violence), invent reports and cre- 
ate disturbances, falsely accusing [the mis- 
monaries) of offenses, they will be first 
thoroughly examined and strictly dealt with. 
They will be punished to the fullest measure, 
certainly not leniently. You have been in- 
formed and warned. Do not disregard this 
proclamation. Given on the (2th of the inter- 
calary 50th month, 2lst year of Kuang-Hu 
(July 4, 1895). 


Funk Declined.

NEw York, Sept. 5.—In point of ton- 
nage, speed and other qualities, the steam- 
ship Great Eastern, now a rotting hull in 
the Mersey, will be eclipsed by the new 
steamship now building for the Hamburg- 
American Packet company by the Belfast 
firm of Harland & Wolff. Even the 
Georgic, the big new freighter of the 
White Star line, will not be able to ap- 
proach her in any respect. 


Revolutionary Plotting. 

VIENNA, Sept. 5.—It is reported from 
Cracow that a revolutionary conspiracy 
has been discovered in several parts of 
Russia. In Moscow, dynamite bombs, 
arms and nihilistic pamphlets have becn 
seized at the lodgings of the several mem- 
bers of the secret league.

| CAMPOS AND GUZMAN 


Give Their Versions of the Strife Now Prevail- 
ing In the Island of Cuba. 

HAVANA, Sept. 5.—A banquet was given 
last night at the Casino Espanol by the 
Regional societies to the Spanish officers 
lately arrivedin Cuba. The banquet was 
presided over by Marshal Campos. Senor 
Guzman, ex-president of congress, made a 
patriotic speech on the theme of 
sovereignty, which he sald could aot exist 
without force, 

Spain, he aaid, had a right to ase force 
to carry out her resolution to retain Cuba. 
Spain does not depend upon material in- 
terests, but responds to tradition, and con- 
tinues to work to represent in Cuba the 
highest expression of moral and patriotis 
sentiment, and in concert with the civilized 
nations to demonstrate the power of Spain. 
Spain has sent 80,000 of the flower of her 
army, and is preparing to send 25,000 
more. 

Vivas were given by the compsny for 
the king, the queen and the army. Marshal 
Campos, rising to reply, said: 

“I lack eloquence te reply to the 
speech of Senor Guzman, and can utter 
only a few heartfelt words of thanks 
to Senor Guzman for his personal praise. 
If I have done anything for my coun- 
try, the thanks are duc to Providence and 
not to me. In the name of the army,I 
return thanks to Havana, to the Span- 
ish casino and to other bodies for their 
enthusiastic reception of the troops. 

“The president of the cabinet—Senor 
Castilho—when Antonio Maceo landed in 
Cuba, declared that Spain would sacrifice 
her last man and last peseta before per- 
mitting separation. The government will 
send more than I have asked. As Senor 
Guzman has said, Spain has no material 
interest to defend in Cuba. 

*What would Cuba be without Spain? 
The division of the insurgent factions 
already foretells that the negroes are dis- 
puting for dominion over the whites. 
What would happen were Spain absent? 
Independence would be followed by war 
between the districts and races. 

“It is not noble to disparage an enemy, 
and I will say no more about those who 
have tocombat. Armsin hand, we cor- 
dially salute the troops, remembering the 
sacrifice they make in coming to a deadly 
climate, leaving fathers, brides and sisters, 
to give their blood for patriotism, civiliza- 
tion and a long series of heroic deeds. 

General Campos made a patriotic har- 
angue to all branches of the army in 
Cuba, and congratulated the nation upon 
its ability to bring large bodies of troops 
across the ocean from Spain without re- 
course toa foreign nation. He expressed 
a hope that after all the work of organiza- 
tion was finished, the campaign would 
terminate soon. 

He saluted the queen regent, whose 
virtues he eloquently extolled; virtues, he 
said, which have made the entire world 
respect Spain through her. The rebellion, 
he claimed, cannot be justified by any 
faults of her government, since it had 
already anticipated ample satisfaction to 
the liberal! opinion of the country,

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The Bounty on Sugar So Declared by 
Comptroller Bowler. 


Taxation Must Be Only For 
a Public Purpose. 


Court of Claims May Now Pass Judgment 
Upon the Decision. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.— Comptroller 
Bowler yesterday promulgated his deci- 
sion in the celebrated sugar bounty ques- 
tion. He holds that as comptroller he has 
jurisdiction to pass upon the claims for 
sugar bounties, and also holds that that 
part of the act of congress making an ap- 
propriation for the payment of sugar 
bounty claims {s unconstitutional. 

He, however, directs that the papers in 
the case be sent to the court of claims for 
the rendition of a judgment, in order that 
there may be furnished ‘‘a precedent for 
the future action of the executive depart- 
ment in the adjustment of the class of 
cases involved in these sugar bounties.’’ 

The particular claim decided is sub- 

stantially on the same footing as all other 
sugar bounty claims, for the satisfaction 
of which congress, at its last session, ap- 
propriated $5,238,289. 
The comptroller, in the course of his 
ply, said: Statutes which do not con- 
form to the constitution are not law, snd, 
therefore, when a statute isin apparent 
conflict with the constitution it becomes 
the duty of the executive officer to deter- 
mine for himself, as between the statute 
and the constitution, whether the statute 
is the law. 

It is true that the statute is to be con- 
sidered prima facie constitutional, and 
should be followed, unless it is clearly un- 
constitutional. It is also true that the 
oflicer acts at his peril if he does not exe 
sute a constitutional statute, but it is 
none the less true that he acts at his peril 
if he executes an 


Unconstitutional Statute. 

Asthe comptroller does not act under 
the directions of the secretary of the treas- 
ury or the president, his decisions within 
the sphere of his jurisdiction being final 
and conclusive upon the executive branch 
ofthe government, it followed that the 
power to resist the execution of an uncon- 
stitutional statute was denied to an ex- 
ecutive officer. 

It was claimed that no executive officer 
had the right to raise the point of the un- 
titutionality of a statute, even in a 
case in court, in order to finally determine 
its validity by the only branch of the gov- 
ernment conceded to have the power to 
settle such guestion. This contention can- 
not be sound, as shown by the decisions 
of the supreme court of the United States 
and those of the state courts. 

Applied to the question of the payment 
of money from the treasury of the United 
States by an officer sworn to support the 
constitution, he would be without power 
to protect the treasury against unlawful 
claims for the largest possible amount. 
That position cannot possibly be tenable 
Asto the constitutionality of the act, 
the comptroller says, in part, that the 
principle has long been decided that taxa- 
tion must be for & public purpose; that an 
attempt to take money from the people by

_Topic.—Teachings of Caleb's life —Num. 

xiii, 90-35; xiv, 20-24, 90; Joshua xiv, 14 

Historical information concerning the 
life of Caleb is very scanty. It is prob- 
able that he was a foreigner by birth 
and was only an adopted son of Judah. 
Most of all that the Scripture tells 
about him centers around one event in 
his life—his work as one of the 12 spies 
sent into Canaan. Yet the moral portrait 
of the man is very full and complete. 
All that we know of him is greatly to 
bis honor and credit. It is just such men 
as Caleb that the world needs today— 
men of integrity, fidelity to God, inde- 
pendence and moral courage; men who 
have convictions, and who dare stand 
by them, although they may be unpop- 
ular with the multitude and opposed by 
the majority. 

Caleb’s life teaches loyalty to God and 
to truthfulness. Caleb was loyal to God 
under very adverse circumstances. Ten 
out of the twelve spies were against his 
report. The masses of the people were 
enthusiastically in favor of following 
the advice of the majority. Caleb was in 
a decided minority. His position was 
unpopular, and yet, in his loyalty to 
God and to truthfulness, for he spoke 
from the conviction of his heart, he 
courageously maintained his position. 
Loyalty to God often requires us to be 
in the minority. It often places us on 
the unpopular side of many questions. 
Yet we should not falter because this is 
so. Our only question shonld be, Which 
is the right side? And being assured we 


| are right we should be firm and true. 


Caleb’s life teaches moral courage. 
There is too much moral cowardice in 
the world today. Policy predominates 
over conviction and expediency over 
right. Politicians vote with their party 
for measures which they disapprove. 
People in society yield to practices and 


| customs which they feel to be wrong be- 


cause they dare not brave the censure of 
Still their course is 
wrong. Like Caleb we should have the 


| courage to stand up for right and truth 


whether it is popular or unpopular.

Upon being further examined, he sald 
that the bomb was composed of chloride 
of potassium and blasting powder, and 
contained no projectile. His act, he said, 
was a protest against the proceedings of 
the bankers. He had traveled throughout 
France, never remaining long in the same 
place, in order not to awaken suspicion. 
He professes a contempt for work, since 
everyone lives at the expense of society. 

The news of the outrage spread rapidly 
in Paris, and many fear that it protends s

WELL-MATCHED PAIR. 


Engiand’s Yacht Will Have to Make Slight 
Time Concessions. 

NEw York, Sept. 6.—It was learned yes 
terday that the measurements of the De- 
fender, which were made just before the 
trial races, and have been so carefully 
guarded by the committee ever since they 
were taken, sre as follows: Load water- 
line length, 8.85 feet; sail area, 12,18¢ 
square feet; racing length, 100.10 feet. 

The yacht, therefore, is smaller than 
was expected, and there is no danger that 
she will exceed the 90 feet, which is, ac- 
cording to the deed of gitt of the Amer 
ica’s cup, the greatest load water-line 
jength allowed. 

The syndicate owning the boat were not 
satisfied to make her lighter still, as she 
was apparently stiff as a house in a heavy 
blow. The new mast was therefore 
shipped and a steel boom fitted in the 
place of the wooden one, which had been 
in use uptothe time of the first of the 
trial races. 

According, therefore, to the actual meas- 
urements of the Defender and the esti- 
mated measurements of the Valkyrie, the 
allowance given by the challenger to the 
Defender is about 28s. on a 30-mile course. 

As the Valkyrie may be a trifle less than 
90 feet on the load water-line, it is probable 
that the time allowance may not exceed 
26s. 

There is a proviso in the agreement that 
any excess of head water-line length over 
89 feet shall be counted double in esti- 
mating time allowance; but as both boats 
are more than that length, they are about 
equal in that respect. 


Swindling Nipped In the Bud.

Judging from what 
Captain Cranfield has recently said, it 
would seem that he is not ai all sure the 
Valkyrie will do the runaway act with the 
Defender, leaving her frem the first race a 
thoroughly defeated boat.

GOOD CROP OUTLOOK. 


Reviews of Bradstreet and Duy Both 
Give Glowing Reports, 


A Reaction Against Rapid 
Advance In Prices 


How It Fares With the Manufacturers ef 
Different Commodities. 


New York, Sept. 7.—Bradstreet’s today 
says: Favorable crop reports from nearly 
all directions and a continuance of the 
boom in steel and iron continue to charac- 
terize the general trade situation. 

Latest advices as to the corn crop have 
replaced anxiety with confidence in the 
larger estimates of the size of that crop 
and satisfaction with the outlook for 
trade this autumn. 

Harvesting and threshing are interfer- 
ing a little with business in the spring 
wheat country, yet Duluth, Minneapolis 
and St. Paul jobbers in general lines are 
pushing for new business. In South Da- 
kota and Washington farmers show no 
disposition to sell their grain, California 
reports perfect weather for harvesting. 

What Dun & Co, Have to Say. 

R. G. Dun & Oo.’s review says: There 
is no real reaction in business. Gains 
which were recognized as temporary are 
vanishing, but there remains a decided in- 
crease over last year at date, although 
prices average 8.8 per cent lower than a 
year ago. 

It needs no keen observer to see that 
the reaction against rapid advance of 
prices is strong. Hides were the first to 
rise, but a decided break has come. Coke 
was suddenly raised to $1.40, recently sold 
at $1.10. Wheat jumped over 20 cents to 
84, but is now slow of sale at about 665. 
Wool was late in rising, but has lost 
about ‘4 of a cent in average price within 
the past fortnight. 

Tron still rises, the miners’ strike having 
hindered shipments of ore, but with troops 
guarding the ore begins to move. Cotton 
is strong, but has paused. The general 
tendency to curtail purchases where prices 
have notably advanced grows olearer in 
boots-and shoes, in wool and in some prod- 
ucts of fron. 

In the boot and shoe industry many 
shops are discharging bands, and in 
woolen manufacture a few works are 
closing for want of orders. Shipments of 
boots and shoes now fall below last year’s, 
and except in split shoes there are but few 
orders. Dealers are distinctly slow to buy 
at advanced prices. But holders of west- 
ern hides who refused 93 cents a fort- 
night ago are hunting for buyers at 9 
cents. 

Sales of wool, which averaged over 10,- 
000,000 pounds a week when great specu- 
lative stocks were being taken, have 
shrunk to 5,380,500 for the week. The 
average of 304 grades is now 14.68 cents, 
against 14.48 a vear ago Manufacturers 
buy slowly, because business in all men’s 
goods is dull, particularly in medium and 
low grades. 


Copyright Concessions to Canada. 

LonbDoN, Sept. 7.—The Times says this 
morning that Mr. Newcombs, who came 
to London on behalf of Canada to secure q 
change in the copyright law, is carrying 
home certain modifications of Canada’s 
demand with regard to the copyright act. 
It is understood that these recognize the 
right of copyright in Canada to every per- 
son who has any right to copyright in the 
United Kingdom. There are also other 
concessions, which, it is believed, will sat- 
isfy Canada’s expectations, 


Death of a Distinguished Journalist. 

CADENABBIA, Italy, Sept. 7.—William 
Henry Hurlbert died at this place. He was 
born in Charleston, S. C., July 8, 1827, 
was graduated at Harvard in 1847, at the 
Divinity school there in 1849, and then 
studied in Rome, Berlin and Paris. In 
1876-88 he was editor-in-chief of The 
World, and in the latter year, when Joseph 
Pulitzer bought The World, he went to 
Europe, where he has sincechiefly resided. 


Blame Placed on America. 

MaprID, Sept. 7. — Senor Muruaga, 
formerly the Spanish minister to the 
United States, states that he resigned be- 
cause he believed that according to all 
principles of international law the Conde 
de Venadito was justified in firing on the 
Allianca. He would not take part ina 
transaction which he said humiliated 
Spain, an action for which the United 
Stutes alone was to blame. 


Enthusiasm For Alfaro. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Official confir- 
mation of the victorious entry of General 
Alfaro with his army into Quito, Ecuador, 
has been received here. It camein a dix- 
pate h Bes Commander Watson of the 
U. 3. S. Ranger, now at Guayaquil. The 
dispatch was very brief, merely announc- 
ing the fact of the arrival of General 
Alfaro, and saying that great enthusiasm 
prevailed.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.— The Spanish 
government has yielded to the representa- 
tions of the United States in the matter of 
the plate of payment of the money in gat- 
isfaction of the Mora claim, and will pay 
it in Washington on the date agreed upon, 
Sept. 15. The payment will be made in 
exchange on London, and will be con- 
ducted through the state department,

No “Three Estates of the Realm.” 


For all practical purposes there were 


only two estates in the English parlia- 


ment, lords and commons, Thus the 
phrase of the three estates, which had a 


meaning in France, became meaning- 
less in England. For centuries past there 
has been no separate estate of the cler- 
gy; some of their highest members 
have belonged to the estate of the lords 
and the rest to the estate of the com- 
mons. Hence has arisen a common but 
not unnatural misconception, as old as 
the long parliament, as to the meaning 
of the three estates. 

Men constantly use those words as if 
they meant the three elements among 
which the legislative power is divided, 
king, lords and commons. But an estate 
means a rank, an order or class of men, 
like the lords, the clergy or the com- 
mons. The king is not an estate, be- 
cause there is no class or order of kings, 
the king being one person alone by him- 
self. The proper phrase is the king and 
the three estates of the realm. But in 
England, as I have already shown, the 
phrase is meaningless, as we have, in 
truth, two estates only.’’—E. A. Free- 
man’s ‘‘Growth of the English Consti- 
tution. ’’

Sunshine and Disease. 

It is rather surprising to be told that 
sunshine ig not always a promoter of 
health, and that London fog may be a 
blessing in disguise. In experiments by 
De Renzi guinea pigs inoculated with 
tuberculosis died after 24 to 89 days 
when kept in glass boxes in the sun- 
shine, but survived only 20 to 41 days 
in opaque wooden boxes. This makes it 
evident that sunshine is a material aid 
in combating consumption. In a later 
investigation by Dr. Masella, however, 
guinea pigs were inoculated with chol- 
era and typhoid bacilli respectively, 
when it was found that previous expos- 
ure to sunshine increased the suscepti- 
bility to both diseases, while exposure 
to sunshine after infection so accelerat- 
ed the progress of the malady that death 
occurred in 3 to 5 hours instead of 15 to 
24 hours. That this was not due to in- 
crease of temperature was proved by 
cooling the boxes in sunshine by acircu- 
lation of water. —London Letter.

WARNER’S LAST WORDS 


“Nell, Marry Again, But Be Careful 
Whom You Get.” 


Then Put a Bullet Through 
His Brain. 


Victim a Well-Known Conductor on the Con- 
solidated Railroad. 


PROVIDENCE, Sept. 7.—Last Tuesday 
Henry R. Warner, a conductor on the 
Consolidated railroad, and located at 
Stonington, Conn., disappeared from 
home. He had been paid off the previous 
day, and as he did not come home that 
night it was feared he had met with foul 
play. 

A careful search was made in this part 
of the state for him. Wednesday he was 
traced to Oak Lawn. Thursday he was in 
this city, but his friends could not quite 
locate him. Yesterday his dead body was 
found in the new extension of Roger Will- 
jams park. He had been in and about the 
park, and was seen at 1 o’clock sitting on 
one of the benches near the entrance. 

About 4 o’clock the workmen who were 
excavating for the new lake heard a 
pistol shot about 500 feet from where they 
were, and Orrin Mowry, the foreman, 
went to investigate. He found a man 
lying on his back, with coat and vest off 
and a revolver in his right hand. He 
notified Superintendent Hathaway, and 
the latter, with the aid of a policeman, 
made an investigation. The man was 
dead. 

Deliberate Self-Destruction. 

He had sat down on a knoll, placed a 
88-caliber pistol to his right temple and 
sent a ball completely through his head. 
The papers found in a pocket disclosed the 
body to be that of the missing Warner. 
Among his effects was a railroad circular, 
on the back of which the following letter 
Was written just before he killed himself: 

Please notify my brother, A. W. Warner, 
Hills Grove Tower, at once. Be sure and give 
Nell those little books in my vest pocket. 
They are forher. Ask her to forgive me and 
she will, Nell, marry again, but be careful 
whom you get. Be kind to the sweet ones. 
Nell, I am not orazy or drunk. You and the 
Uttle ones will be better off without me. Iam 
doing it for your sake, not mine. Now comes 
the hardest part of this thing. Nell, goodby, 
but it is done. H. 

The body was viewed by Medical Ex- 
aminer Palmer, and then removed to ihe 
city morgue. 

Warner leaves a widow and four small 
children. He was 84 years of age. 


Veterans on Their Way to Louisville.

LOOKS LIKE MURDER, 


Police Working on That Theory In 
Mabel Doyle’s Case, 


| Two Men Seen Near Where 


Body Was Found. 


Both Under the Influence of Liquor and Acting 
in a Suspicious Manner. 


Boston, Sept. 9.—The dead body of Ma- 
bel Doyle, 17 years of age, of Chickatawbut 
street, Dorchester, was found Saturday on 
the flats of the Neponset river, near At- 
lantic, with her head sticking in the mud. 
Whether she was accidentally drowned, 
committed suicide or was murdered is as 
yet a matter of conjecture, but the indica- 
tions point strongly to foul play. 

A startling discovery was made yester- 
day by the officers of division 11 and the 
clew, which may or may not have some 
bearing on the murder theory, will be as- 
siduously followed up. 

Immediately after the finding of the 
body Saturday morning, Acting Captain 
Hunt of division 11 began an investiga- 
tion of the many stories and alleged clews 
that had been brought to his notice 

As an assistant in this work he detailed 
Officer Sumner Foster, and the two have 
worked indefatigably to solve the mystery 
surrounding the girl’s death. 

It was not until yesterday afternoon, 
however, that they found any clew that 
would lead to the supposition that Mabel 
met with foul play, or that would even 
throw any light upon the suicide theory. 

Certain information came to the ears of 
Officer Foster yesterday, the same being 
to the effect that a man (a respected citi- 
zen of Neponset) was standing on Nepon- 
set avenue, near Walnut street, about 1 
o'clock Saturday morning when two men, 
somewhat the worse for liquor, came 
along and inquired what road they should 
take for Braintree 

Both Men Had Been Drinking. 

“One of the men had been drinking 
heavily,” said the citizen in question, in 
his conversation with Officer Foster, ‘‘and 
the other was slightly intoxicated. 

“Itold them to take the straight road 
out over the bridge,’ he continued, ‘‘and 
then they asked me if Wollaston was on 
the same road. Tothis I replied: ‘Yes,’ 
when the one most intoxicated asked me 
how far it was. I told him about five 
miles, but with an oath he contradicted 
my statement, and said the distance was 
nearer 20 miles. 

“Atthis the other man grasped him and 
dragged him along, both going in the 
direction I had pointed out. They also 
said they had walked all the way from 
Boston.” 

The only description the citizen could 
give of the men was that one was quite 
tall, and the other much shorter in stat ire 

As soon as Lieutenant Hunt had heard 
this story he communicated the informa- 
tion to Mabel’s parents, and scarcely had 
Mr. Doyle heard the officer's words than 
he replied: “Why, I saw those two men 
myself,”’ and then he went on to say that 
shortly before 1 o'clock Saturday morning 
he was standing on Neponset avenue, 3 
short way above Chickatawbut street, 
when he heard the boisterous voices of two 
men, evidently under the influence of 
liquor, and who seemed to be approaching 
from the direction of Field’s Corner. 

Not wishing to be seen, but thinking 
that possibly they might know something 
of the whereabouts of his little girl, for 
whom he had been searching all the even- 
ing, he stepped behind a neighboring tree 
and waited until they passed by. The 
men, he says, answered the description of 
the two seen by the Neponset citizen above 
alluded to. 

The seeing of these two men by the per- 
son as indicated at the hours stated and 
within a short distance of the spot where 
the body was found, is looked upon asa 
most important clew by the officers, and 
the first one which has given then any 
basis to work upon. 


DISASTROUS FLAMES. 


Boston’s Masonic Temple Completely Gutted 
Great Loss of Property. 

BosToN, Sept. 9.—Boston’s magnificent 
Masonic temple, one of the finest, if not 
the finest, in the world, was nearly de- 
stroyed by fire Saturday. 

The building was filled with costly and 
beautiful mystic paraphernalia, rare 
works of art, relics of almost untold 
value, expensive regalia and uniforms of 
fine fabric, resplendent with gold and sil- 
ver decorations and gleaming with jewels. 

A large part of this irreplaceable prop- 
erty was destroyed, and much more was 
damaged by the billows of water which 
same from the nozzles of a hundred lines 
of fire hose. Yet so much was saved that 
the fraternity may be congratulated. 

The total loss will reach $300,000, $60,000 
of which was on the upper floor, where 
the fire did the greatest damage and where 
the water finished what the fire had lefs 
undone. as rake Te 

Crooked Motorman. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Sept. 9.— The po- 
lice made the capture of a passer of coun- 
terfeit money yesterday, which may result 
in unearthing the gang which has been 
flooding New England cities with counter- 
feit silver for the last two months. The 
street railway company had received a 
number of the coins recently, and traced 
them to Daniel J. Doyle,a motorman in 
its employ. Doyle claims that he boughs 
them of s young stranger for 60 cents each. 
He had bought $15 of them, and had put 
into circulation all but three of them, 
which were in his possession when he was 
captured. The police believe that Doyle 
knows more about the whole affair than 
he has told

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ALASKA'S BOUNDARY. 


Engiand’s Greed of Territery May Lead to 
Serious Complications. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 9.—Rev. Father Bar- 
num, who has recently returned from the 
interior of Alaska, where he spent four years 
in missionary work among the natives, 
gave an interesting interview to a reporter 
yesterday, regarding the Alaskan bound- 
ary dispute between the United States and 
Great Britain. 

“The claim made by the British govern- 
ment at the instance of Canadians,’’ said 
he, “embraces a valuable strip of land, a 
portion of which is the key to a vast ex- 
tent of the interior of Alaska, possessing 
rich mineral resources. Another portion 
would give them control of some fine 
natural harbors, and in a third place they 
would gain one of the most magnificent 
sceneries in the world, Glacier bay, which 
is now beginning to be visited by thou- 
sands of tourists from all over the world 
during the winter months. 

“The most practicable route into the 
{nterior is from the head of Lynn canal 
by an overland route of 27 miles to one of 
the lakes at the head of the Yukon river, 
in British territory, and thence by a boas 
down the Yukon to the gold territory in 
Alaska. It is the only route in which 
abrupt mountains do not obstruct the 
way, and should a railroad ever be built 
into the interior, it is probably the only 
route it could follow. 

“Lynn canal has several good, natural 
harbors within the strip claimed by 
Great Britain, and it is safe to say that 
the Canadians would soon control the 
whole trade into the interior, if Great 
Britain gains her point.” 


Peru’s New Cabinet.

He said he had been told by a 
committee of pastors to bring them to 
London, where they could perform. He 
found that the laws would not permit chil- 
dren under 11 to perform in public, and he 
feared that they would starve.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS 


AGAIN TONIGHT the City Council will 
consider the orders for additional school 
accommodations, and Chairman Crane of 


on hand to urge immediate action. There 
seems to be no doubt but two new build- 
ings are needed, the one at ‘‘ The Rail” 
from the fact that there are 258 there and 
that the Willard is greatly over crowded 
It is too much to expect primary pupils 
to walk over a mile four times a day 
especially in winter. The storerooms and 
attic at the Willard are not designed for 
schoolrooms and cannot be properly heated 
and ventilated. The new building will not 
only relieve the Willard but will allow the 
Willard to relieve the Lincoln and Johp 
Hancock which are also crowded, and 
would otherwise have to be enlarged imme- 
diately. 

In the Norfolk Downs district there are 
over 200 school children, and the number 
is rapidly increasing. They also are a long 
distance from existing buildings, both of 
which are crowded. 
Wollaston and Quincy schools are not as 
large asin the Willard, Lincoln and Jobn 
Hancock and therefore cannot be expected 
to accommodate as many. At the Wollas- 
ton six of the eight rooms are in excess of 
the regular seating capacity, and at the 
Quincy five of the eight. 

Why delay additional accommodations 
longer. This Council should make the 
appropriation, as another Council cannot 
be expected to get down to work soon 
enough to have the buildings erected be- 
fore next September. Each succeeding 
term will find the Willard, Lincoln, Wol- 
laston and Quincy schools more crowded, 
and it will be necessary to go outside next 
April if not before. 


REPUBLICANS OF Ward One will ap- 
preciate the improved methods adopted for 
their coming caucuses; a system which will 
give a fuller expression of the sentiments 
of the ward, as it will afford a greater op- 
portunity for voting without delay, at the 
convenience of the voter. It is time that | 
the old marking list was abolished, for it| 
is unsatisfactory in many ways. First, it | 
takes a long time ata large caucus where | 
many delegates are to be elected. Second, 
the list is often manipulated and favorites 
put at the top. Third, candidates often | 
supervise the marking. And _ fourth, 
those who get a little start at first are apt 
to receive the preference. 

Under the Australian system al] nomina- 
tions are made in advance and a ballot 
prepared, and the voter ean act intelli- 
gently. The polls will probably be open 
two, three or four hours, and 200 to 300 
voters will make the nominations instead | 
of 50 or less as has often been the case, 
Candidates nominated at a large represen- 
tative caucus will command more strength 
at the polls on election day, and it will not 
be surprising if the Australian system be- 
comes genera! throughout the city another 
year. The system adopted by Ward One 
is outlined today in our advertising 
columns.

These are often bigoted and conceited to 
the highest degree, and regard the teach- 
ings of the missionaries as tending to over- 
throw the existing order of government 
and society, which they look upon asa 
perfect system, and 

Sanctified by Great Antiquity. 

The war with Japan, which resulted in a 
humiliating peace and the loss of ter- 
ritory, has greatly weakened the imperial 
suthority, and the disbaadment of several 
hundred thousand troops, mostly without 
receiving the pay due them, has added 
very much to the prevailing discontent 
and disorder. 

Under such circumstances it is not 
strange that riots should occur, and that 
the widespread mission should be the 
greatest sufferers. These riots have been 
mostly confined to pillaging and destruc- 
tion of property, the chief exception being 
the Ku-Cheng massacre, which has justly 
horrified the civilized world. 

But we in America should be chary of 
our condemnation when we recall the 
Many outrages which have been inflicted 
on Chinese subjects in the United States, 
and remember that the Wyoming trouble 
afew years ago was equally cruel and 
fatal in its results, and reflected more 
severely on our authority.

Wool Impurities. 

The more effectual removal of impn- 
ties from wool is, it is claimed, made 
practicable by means of a recent inven- 
tion by M. Delarue of Roubaix, France. 
According to this, the wool sliver is fed 
by feed rollers in between a pair of cyl- 
inder brushes, and from them it is re- 
moved by a rapidly revolving comb, in 
contact with which there is a more rap- 
idly revolving cylindrical brush with a 
tapered casing, having an opening 
through which part of the periphery of 
the comb projects so as to meet the 
brush. Now, by the current of air caused 
by the rapid revolution of the brush, 
the wool stripped by it off the comb is 
projected toward the smal] end of the 
casing, where it is caught by a pair of 
hollow wire gauze cylinders, and by 
these delivered to a pair of feed rollers, 
to be again subjected to the action of a 
cylindrical comb and brush. Under the 
operation of this arrangement the wire 
gauze cylinders, feed rollers and combs 
and the brushes and their casings are 
repeated eight or ten times in the ma- 
chine with due regularity, the wool 
passing in snecession through them all 
and is relieved, of course, of its various 
impurities. —New York Sun.

TURKISH PERSECUTION, 


American Bible Society Hampered In 
Their Missionary Work, 


Minister Terrell Enters a 
Protest to the Porte. 


érmenians Submitted to Further Outrages at 
the Hands of Their Enemies. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 10.—The Turk- 
ish authorities of Asia Minor, notably at 
Beyrout and Sassoun, are again subject- 
ing packages, sent by the American Bible 
house of this city for the mission stations 
in Anatolia, to fresh examinations and de- 
lays at the ports of arrival, notwithstand- 
ing that all packages are carefully ex- 
amined by the customs authorities and 
duly sealed by that body, so that a second 
examination at the port of lading becomes 
quite unnecessary. 

Not only are such cases of frequent oc- 
currence, but the customs authorities at 
Beyrout have stopped a consignment of 
6000 Bibles and other books, duly author- 
ized to circulate in the Ottoman empire, 
on the pretext that each book has to bear 
the stamp of the ministry of public in- 
struction, this being quite contrary to the 
convention existing on the subject be- 
tween the United States and the porte. 
Mr. Terrell, the American minister, has 
addressed a note to the porte protesting 
against this violation of the convention 
and demanding the release of the consign- 
ment in question. 

Horrible Tale of Outrage. 

A dispatch to the London Daily News 
from Kars, Armenia, says that the entire 
district of Kemaks is surrounded by Turk- 
ish troops dispatched by Zekki Pasha under 
the plea of arresting Armenian revolution- 
ists 

The villages of Carni, Tiruguener, Tor- 
tan, Horopoul and Marig are reported to 
have been completely sacked, and the pop- 
ulation, aggregating 5000 people, were 
foully treated. The men were tortured 
and the women and children ravished. 

The four monasteries of Avakwauk, 
Saurphop, Therverithhoga and Soup- 
phagop were sacked, and the altars and 
images were destroyed. The excitement 
and alarms are universal, 

Authentic information from Moosh is 
to the effect that an anti-Christian society 
of Turkish officials has been formed there 
and at Bitlis with the avowed intention to 
slaughter the Christians in the event of 
the acceptance by the porte of the scheme 
of reforms presented by the powers. It is 
declared that Consul Hampson is to be 
the first. victim. 

Veterans Gathering. 

LOUISVILLE, Sept. 10. — The 29th en- 
campment ofthe Grand Army was opened 
with a fine parade on the arrival of Com- 
mander-in-Chief Lawler and staff yester- 
day. Department delegates and posts 
have yet to commence to come in, but 
rough estimates from the various depots 
show that fully 35,000 strangers have ar- 
rived. The camp has been set out like a 
miniature city, and affords quarters for 
200 posts. 


Admitted His Guilt 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10. — Policeman 
Cullen was arrested last night while on 
duty, charged with highway robbery. 
The victim was George C. Smith, a Brook- 
lyn saloon keeper. Smith committed sui- 
cide shortly after the robbery, it is thought 
from brooding over his loss. Cullen was 
taken to headquarters, where he was 
stripped of his uniform and lockedina 

cell. He admitted his guilt. 


Fire Stili Smouldering. 


HOUGHTON, Mich., Sept. 10.—The situa- 
tion at the Osceola copper mine remains 
about the same. Captain Edwards and a 
couple of men went down as far asthe 
second level in shaft No 1 to make some 
repairs to the pump. Everything ap- 
peared to be clear there, but after the men 
had been working for a while, they felt 
themselves being overcome by the gas and 
started up.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Mr. Cramp, the 
builder of the Indiana, in reply to Secre- 
tary Herbert's invitation to dock that 
shipin the Port Royal (S. C.) dock, has 
asked for plans of the dock, giving length, 
breadth and depth.

& | Weather Conditions Favorab'e For the Second 


Contest Between the Rival Yachts. 


New Yous, Sept. 10.—All is ready for 
the second race for the America’s cup. 
The Valkyrie, sandpapered and painted, 
trained to a hair, like a thoroughbred 
horse before the race of his life, and with 
rigging and rparé taut and put into the 
finest of conditions, will again try to 
wrest the silver cup from the American 
yachtsmen who have held it so long 
against the swiftest and best that Great 
Britain could produce in the line of yachts. 

The Herreshoff wonder is also ready for 
the second heat. All connected with her 
are happy and confident. Her bad luck 
in breaking spars and running aground 
has left her, and she now sails the fastest 
craft of her class in the world. 

The race today will be triangular, first 
leg to windward. The patrol boats will 
be increased in number, end better precau- 
tions taken to keep the course clear. 

The following notice has been issued by 
the New York Yacht club: The import- 
ance of keeping the turning marks of to- 
day’s triangular race clear, is so great that 
attention is agaiu called to the fact that at 
no point of the race, either at the start of 
during the runs from mark to mark, not 
at the turning marks, nor at the finish, 
should steamers approach within half a 
mile of the racing yaclits, and to the fur- 
ther fact that today there will be patrol 
vessels stationed both to windward and 
leeward of each mark. Commanders of 
all vessels are particularly requested not 
to pass between such patrol vessels and 
the marks. 

Weather Observer Dunn has promised 
fair weather. “‘The present indications 
are,” he said, ‘“‘that we shall have fair 
weather and light to fresh winds, gener- 
ally from the southeast.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Dearth of Rain the Burden of the 
Farmer’s Song. 


Cattle Pasture Failing In Feed 
In Many Parts. 


Potato Rot Checked te a Great Extent and 
Corn Flourishing. 


Boston, Sept. 10.—The New England 
weather bureau issues the following bul- 
letin for the week ending Sept. 9: 

Light rain came on the southern coast 
on the morning of the 7th, and light local 
showers occurred over south-central dis- 
tricts on the 9th, but during the rest of the 
time fair weather has prevailed through- 
out New Hngland during the week just 
passed. There has been much sunshine, 
aud the days have been warm, but the 
nights cool. There were light frosts on 
many lowlands on the morning of the 8d, 
but po damage has been reported. The 
weather has been very favorable for har- 
vesting, and crops have ripened very fast. 
Crops that have still some growth to 
make, however, need rain badly. Fall 
plowing is being delayed because the 
ground is too dry, and recently sown 
seed needs wet weather to insure it against 
the winter frosts. Pastures are failing in 
feed, while in most sections there is com- 
plaint of failing wells and springs. Itsa 
little too dry for the best curing of to- 
bacco, but is just the weather that corn 
has needed, however, and the potato rot 
has been held in check to a great extent. 

Lack of Moisture Noted. 


The weather has been warm and dry, 
with plenty of sunshine in Maine, and 
corn and other crops have pushed along 
finely, but the pastures are beginning tu 
feel the want of rain quite a good deal. 
The feed is reported short in many places. 
Potatoes are being dug, and are rotting 
slightly on heavy soil. Apples are re- 
ported scarce, but of better quality than 
last year. Grain is being threshed, and 
where the rust struck the stalks the heads 
are not well filled. The surface of the 
ground is so dry that it is in poor condi- 
tion for fall plowing. 

Scant Pastures as a Rule. 


Pastures are getting short in most parts 
of New Hampshire, and in Sullivan and 
Cheshire counties, especially, the grass is 
dried and burned very badly. In some 
pastures there is practically no feed for 
cattle, In Belknap county it is reported 
to be pretty good, and in parts of Rock- 
ingham county the cattle are still getting 
a good supply of feed from the pastures. 
In Cheshire county the second crop of hay 
is also almost a failure; aad in other 
places the dry weather has had an in- 
jurious effect upon it, though not to a se- 
rious extent. Early sown grass seed is 
suffering for rain in southern Rocking- 
ham county. The dry weather has had a 
favorable effect in holding the potato rot 
in check, so that a comparatively small 
amount of decay is found in digging. 
Corn is ripening very well with the warm, 
sunshiny weather, although the nights 
are too cool for this crop. It will very 
soon be beyond danger from frost. A lit- 
tle damage was done in northern sections 
on the morning of the 3d by frost. Ap- 
ples are dropping badly where the driest 
weather prevails. Beans are ripening up 
finely. 

Vermont Farmers Cheerful. 

One correspondent in Chittenden 
county, Vt., reports another fine week for 
growth and harvesting, and adds that 
farmers have little to complain of this 
season. Dry, sunshiny weather has pre- 
vailed during the week, and though the 
heavy dews have given some relief, the 
top of the ground is getting very dry. 
Pastures are reported short and wells and 
springs are low. Crops are ripening very 
fast and harvesting is going on. Silos are 
being filled and field corn cut. There is 
but few reports of decay in potatoes, and 
they are generally pronounced of very 
good quality. 

Good Harvesting Weather. 


The week in Massachusetts is reported 
to be a real harvest week, with warm days, 
but cool nights, plenty of sunshine and no 
rain. All crops are ripening fast, and will 
soon be out of the way of frost. One cor- 
respondent in Hampshire county reports 
that peaches and grapes are ripening too 
fast and are being forced ahead of their 
season. As @ consequence, peaches are 
rotting badly on the trees, worse than for 
any year of the past 20in his own grounds. 
In western counties especially the con- 
tinued dry weather is being felt on newly 
seeded pieces, pastures and old fields.

Apples are coloring well, but 
are reported of poor quality in some 
orchards. The tobacco is curing too fast, 


and needs more moist weather and rain. 
The cranberry harves® is going on rapidly 
with excellent weather conditions. The 
erop is being secured in fine shape. Hay- 
ing on the salt marshes is progressing 
finely. Field corn husking has begun, 
and one correspondentin Hampden county 
reports no soft corn found in husking 100 
bushels—all prime, solid ears. 
Rhody Rupning Dry. 


The week has been favorable for crops 
in Rhode Island, although it is getting 
too dry in many places, no rain having 
fallen during the week. Corn is being 
cut, potatoes dug and onions gathered. 

Damage From Grubs. 
| 


The weather has been very favorable for 
harvesting in Connecticut during the 
week, but it is too dry in all sections. 
Cabbages, turnips and late forage crops 
that have their growth still to make are 
feeling the effects of the dry weather quite 
a good deal. Pastures are getting short, | 
and fall sown seed is being injured. In| 
many places there is no feed in the pas- | 
tures. The white grub has done consid- 
erable damage to corn in Fairfield county, 
producing small shrunken kernels andj} 
improperly ripened stalks. They are eat- | 
ing potatoes badly now where - planted on 
turf land, and in some flelds disfiguring | 
nearly a quarter of the crop. Tobacco is | 
reported all harvested in good condition, | 
with favorable curing weather up to date. | 
In most places the crop has been quite 
free from damage of any kind, and there 
was plenty of sunshine in the last stages 
of maturing. Grapes are ripening and 
are of excellent quality’ Corn is being 
cut and is in good condition, though not 
filled out well in some fields Apples con- 
tinue to drop badly wrere drought is be- 
ing most felt. Potatoes continue to rot | 
slightly, but the dry weather has held the | 
disease in check to a great extent.

DANGEROUS — GAS. 


Jets Left Burning Go Out 
and Gas Escapes. 


Well Ventilated Chambers 
Prevent Asphyxiation. 


Alone 


The Complaint General in Different 
Parts of the City. 


There has been considerable complaint 
this week from users of gas and there has 
been several narrow escapes reported, 
caused by the fluctuation of pressure of 
gas in various houses, 

In many private houses in Quincy where 
gas is used, the occupants have for years 
been in the habit of leaviug one or more 
jets burning all night, and it is from these 
people that the complaint is made. 

Several families report to the LEDGER 
that Monday night they retired leaving a 
gas jet burning. That they were awak- 
ened later in the night to tind the house 
dark and a feeling of suffocation stealing 
over them, 

Investigation showed that the cock on 
the burner was turned on and the deadly 
gas escaping. Evidently the only thing 
that saved the occupants from death by 
asphyxiation was the fact that windows 
were left open. 

A well known gentleman in the Centre 
says that Tuesday night he left a small jet 
burning as he had done for years, He was 
awakened during the early hours of the 
morning with an oppressed feeling to find 
the house in darkness, 

He made an investigation and found 
that although the light was extinguished 
the cock was open and the gas escaping 
into the room, He then went about the 
house and tried a number of burners and 
found them to be all right: 

The same thing happened again last 
night, but some say it will not tonight 
or hereafter as they will not burn gas all 
night. 

An effort was made to see the superin- 
tendent of the Gas company this morning, 
but he could not be found. It was learned, 
however, that the company claim there 
was nothing the matter with their supply, 
and that the trouble lie in the houses. 

While this may be true, people generally 
do not believe it, and do not hesitate to 
say that the trouble was caused by chang- 
ing the pressure on the supply at the 
works, 

At any rate it is safe to say that people 
who use gas will be very careful how they 
retire nights hereafter leaving gas jets 
burning. 

At least half a dcsen well-known families 
report similar experiences. 


NEW INDUSTRY. 


An Electrical Plant to be Established 
at Quincy Neck. 

Murdock’s polishing mill at Quincy Neck 
has been undergoing extensive alterations 
and this week a quantity of expensive 
machinery is being placed in position for 
the mancfacture of electrical goods of all 
kinds, and in fact to do all kinds of 
electrical work and repairing, the same as 
is done at the General Electric works in 
Lynn. 

Messrs. Pinel Bros, are the prime movers 
in the new enterprise and they own a 
number of electrical inventions which will 
be manufactured here, among them being, 
an arc lamp, electric motor, electric door 
lock, street car controller and under 
ground conduit system for street railways.

SEPTEMBER 
GREATER BOSTON P.O. 


A Scheme to Include Suburban Cities 
in Boston System. 


Postmaster Coveney of the Boston post- 
office is considering the feasibility of in- 
cluding all the cities and towns within ten 
miles of the State House in the Boston 
postal district. Government inspectors 
have investigated his proposition, buat 
their report, if made, is not public. 

Postmaster Coveney says, “* The cities 
and towns which I embrace in the consoli- 
dation seem to me to represent a territory 
which should become a part of the Boston 
postal district, and after careful considera- 
tion I urged it upon the department early 
in the summer. 

‘* Many reasons exist why a consolida- 
tion of this kind should be made. It 
would give Boston a proper rank as a postal 
district among the large Post Offices of the 
country. 

“The relative stauding of the great 
post offices as to their net earnings are as 
follows: New York, first; Chicago, sec- 
ond, and Boston, third. There is no donbt 
but that Boston does not maintain in the 
eyes of the country that attention and 
standing she should have because of her 
small population. Therefore the question 
of annexation of outlaying towns and 
cities as recommended—Lynn, Malden, 
Newton, Waltham, Quincy, Everett, Med- 
ford, Woburn, Melrose, Hyde Park, Wake- 
field, ‘Watertown, Arlington, Stonebam, 
Milton, Saugus, Lexington, 
Belmont and Nahant—is one that should 
receive the fullest consideration. Connec 
tion could be made with these places by 
electric cars, and a system of dispatches 
can be arranged which would expedite 
the business between the central office and 
the stations in the union. 

‘* The Boston office now has within its 
jurisdiction 21 ontlying stations, some of 
lthem being independent municipalities 
ard towns, and it is evident to all that the 
| service given to the sub-stations therein, 
from being a part of the postal district, is 
superior to any service they might receive 
if they were independent Post Offices.”’ 

Boston papers have interviewed several 
suburban postmasters but only one in six 
indorse it. Tomorrow the LEDGER hopes

Council and Schoolhouses, 
Eiitors of the Daily Ledger: 


Observing in today’s issue of the Lrep- 
GER acatof the “‘ most persistent adyo- 
cate of wooden buildings” calls my at- 
tention to the fact that the Quincy City 
Council has its “‘ Svengali’? who bas hyp- 
notized the members of that body into 
passing an order for two wooden school- 
houses, in spite of the testimony of the 
highest authorities on such matters that 
they should be built of brick. This certain- 
ly does not speak well for the intelligence 
of that body. Probably the schoolhouses 
will be built of ** Basswood,” 

The intelligent member from Wollaston 
who favored two brick buildings but intro- 
duced an order for one brick building at 
West Quincy, and then voted for wooden 
buildings, may discover that he has built 
for himself a wooden overcoat. At any 
rate, he has made a record for himself. 

Quincy is not quite so dead as Chelsea 
but next to it, for we have at last got the 
order for the schoolhouses; but even the 
aldermen of that city bave no ques'ion but 
that brick is the proper material for their 
building, but they cannot agree upon a 
location; and the people wait. 

The Boston Herald today reports an ap- 
propriation of $75,000 by the Newton City 
Council last night for a new schoolbouse. 
Everett at the last meeting of its Council 
appropriated $29,000. Malden is building 
a $100,000 High school and a $38,000 
Grammer school, Medford is building a 
$160,000 High school, and the town of 
Arlington has just built a $37,000 building. 
All the above are brick buildings and the 
list might be extended to great length.

What Did G. P. 0. Mean? 

‘*One of the most curious blunders of 
an author was that made by Thackeray, 
when collecting material for his ‘Irish 
Sketch Book.’ Driving along a road, he 
saw at due intervals posts set up with 
the letters ‘G. P. O.’ upon them. Over- 
taking a peasant, he inquired the mean- 
ing of these initials and was gravely 
informed that they stood for ‘God Pre- 
serve O'Connell!’ Out came the tour- 
ist’s notebook, in which a memorandum 
was at onde jotted down of the curious 
statement. In the first edition of the 
sketches the fact was duly mentioned, 
but it was suppressed in all the subse- 
quent issues, owing to the tardy discov- 
ery that the initials stood for ‘General 
Post Office,’ indicating that the bigh- 
way Was a post road.”’ 

It is due to the memory of William 
Makepeace Thackeray to say that the 
above happened not to him, but to Lord 
Haddington when riding into Dublin 
from Kingstown in 1834. See ‘Private 
Correspondence of Daniel O'Connell,” 
by W. J. Fitzpatrick (London, J. Mur- 
ray), volume 1, page 504.—Notes and 
Queries.

The 
title page bears the following inscrip- 
tion: ‘‘Life and public services of Gen- 
eral Pierce. Respectfully dedicated to 
General Lewis Cass. Concord Press. 
1852.’’—St. Louis Republic.

Any form of nomin- 
ation papers which shall clearly set forth the 
names and offices for which said candidates 
or delegates are proposed will be accepted by 
the Secretary of the Ward Committee. 

5. The ballots to be used at the caucuses 
of the Republican voters of this Ward will 
be prepared under the supervision of the 
Secretary of said Committee and the method 
of voting at said caacuses shall be the Aus- 
tralian system, so called.

GOVERNOR EVANS TO LEAD. 


—_—— 


South Carolina's Constitutional : Convention 
Meets Despite Goff's Decision. 


Cotusaia, 8. C., Sept. 11.—The consti- 
tutional convention was called to order 
yesterday by the secretary of state. There 
were no contests, and the enrollment of 
delegates was quickly completed. Per- 
manent organization was effected by the 
elections of Governor Evans as president, 
Congressman Talbot as speaker of the 
house, Jones as vice president and S. W. 
Vance as clerk. Governor Evans de- 
livered an address outlining his ideas of 
what the work of the convention should 
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SOVERNOR EVANS. 


Judge Goff of the United States circuit 
court issued May 9an injunction to pre- 
vent the state authorities from holding a 
proposed election for delegates, on the 
ground that there was fraud at the elec- 
tion at which the calling of the convention 
was voted on; that it was held under an 
unconstitutional registration law, which 
was intended to deprive the negroes of 
their votes, and that there was a fraudu- 
lent conspiracy for that purpose. 

On June 1 his order was modified by 
him so as to permit registration under 
the law which he held was unconstitu- 
tional. On June 11 the Goff injunction 
was dissolved in the United States court 
of appeals at Richmond, W. Va. Still 
later, when the motion to dismiss the 
original bill was presented before Judge 
Goff, he withdrew from his position and 
ordered the bill dismissed. 


It is a very open secret in South Carolina } 


that the proposed constitutional conven 
tion has been called for the purpose of ue- 
vising some constitutional means of dis- 
franchising the negroes, and also that 
nearly all the colored population is prac- 
tically disfranchised under the registrs- 
tion law now in force. It was for these 
reasons that federal intervention was 
deemed necessary. 

Some of the states-rights newspapers 
maintained that the order of the court 
was voted on the technical ground that au 
executive officer cannot be restrained bv 
injunction from executing the laws of tue 
state. This case isa matter of much im- 
portance, involving the right of the negro 
to vole

EDITORIAL COMMENTS 


Ir 1s hoped that Quincy may not come 
to any such makeshift arrangement to 
accommodate its schoo! children as Boston 
has adopted.

People cannot 
ridicule large handsome wooden school- 
houses in Quincy, if Boston maintains 
many little one-room affairs.

THE NANTASKET TESTS. 


Fourteen Car Loads of Quincy Granite 
Too Much for One Motor. 


Important tests with electricity as a 
motive power were made on the Nantasket 


beach line of the N. Y., N. H. & H.R. | 


R. on Tuesday. 

The experiments were made with the 
motor cars and heavily laden flat cars 
freighted with blocks of Quincy granite. 
Twelve carloads, weighing 400 tons, were 
easily handled, but with 14 carloads, 
weighing 470 tons, the train moved slowly. 
The power shown by the motor car in this 
jast test was equal 
locomotive. 

Two motor cars were then coupled to- 
gether and attached successively to 18, 21, 
25 and 30 cars, carrying respectively 608, 
714, 843 and 954 tons, all of which loads 
were easily handled. During this test 
something gave out on the four-motor car, 
and the entire load was moved by the two- 
motor car, 

The two-motor car was then attached to 
six cars, carrying 215 tons, and carried 
them to Nantasket yard.

Quincy Should not be Included 
in Boston P. 0, Scheme, 


Postmaster Burke Interviewed by the 
Daily Ledger. 


He Sees No Advantages but Many 
Disadvantages in Proposition. 


Postmaster James F. Burke, in an inter- 
view with arepresentative of the Dairy 
LEDGER in relation to Quincy’s being 
included in the so called Boston Postal 
district said: 

“The first question that presents itself to 
my wind ,is will Quincy derive any advan- 
tage over the system as now established? 
The present system in Quincy, as now 
covered by nine carriers, comprises a popu- 
lation of 14,000 people, taking in sections 
of the city which are very much scattered 
and requiring two mounted carriers. Six 
carriers make two deliveries daily and 
thiree make three deliveries in the business 
centre, the number of collections being as 
high as five. 

** Sixteen mails are now received daily and 
sixteen dispatched. Our New York mail 
is all made up on the Springfield R. P. O., 
and comes direct to Quincy, the first mail 
arriving at 7.14 4. M. and the first Boston 
mail at 6.30. fe 

‘Under the proposed system the mail 
would be dispatched by electric cars and 
if the present running time to the Dor- 
chester station is 45 minutes the Quincy 
office would be reached in about one and 
one-half hours, and in the winter mopths 
mail that is now delivered in the centre at 
8 o’clock and in West Quincy at 8 30 
o’clock would probably reach the business 
men at noon, 

“Then, again, under the present system 
the local postmaster has the power to make 
many changes for the benefit of his 
patrons, whereas if it was a station the 
superintendend would not have that power 
without first consulting the main office, 
Boston stations are often handicaped in 
this way in regard to exercising any 
power. 

‘Situated as Quincy is and with its 
present service, I can see no benefit to be 
derived in doing away with the service on 
the steam railroad and substituting the so 
called rapid transit of mail by electric cars, 

“TI believe that the citizens of Quincy 
have a pride in their loca] office and I do 
not think they will willingly give up their 
present excellent service for the sake of 
building up the Boston office and putting 
it in the front rank, for they are in hope 
of seeing Quincy a first class office and 
seeing a public building erected of Quincy 
granite, which we would not see if the 
proposed scheme is carried out and Quincy 
made a station.”

Bicycle Etiquette. 

Here are some rules laid down by an 
authority on bicycle etiquette: ‘‘In 
mounting the gentleman who is accom 
panying a lady holds her wheel; 
stands on the left side of the machine 
and puts her right foot across the frame 
to the right pedal, which at the time 


she 


must be up; pushing the right pedal 
causes the machine to start and then 
with the left foot in place the rider 


starts ahead—slowly at first, in order 
to give her cavalier time to mount his 
wheel, which he will do in the briefest 
time possible. When the end of the ride 
is reached, the man quickly dismouuts 
and is at his companion’s side to assist 
her, she, in the meantime, assisting 
herself as much as possible. This is 
done—that is, dismounting—in the 
most approved style by riding slowly, 
and when the left pedal is on the rise 
the weight of the body is thrown on it, 
the right foot is crossed over the frame 
of the machine, and with an assisting 
hand the rider easily steps to the ground. 
In meeting a party of cyclists who are 
known to each other and desire to stop 
for a parley it is considered the proper 
thing for the men of the party to dis- 
mount while in conversation with the 
ladies. As to the furnishings of the bi- 
cycle, to be really swagger, it must be 
fitted out with a clock and a bell, lug- 
gage carrier and a cyclometer, the lat- 
ter being an absolute sine qua non to 
the woman who cares for records.’’ 


Authors and Music.

THE SCHOOLHOUSES. 


Mayor Still Has Order Under Con- 


sideration—His Position, 


Mayor Hodges when asked this morning 
if the schoolhouse order had received his 
signature as yet, replied that it had not, 
but he was considering the matter and 
looking into the plans. 

Continuing, Mayor Hodges said he had 
been misunderstood for be had made no 
threats. He did not believe that two good 
brick schoolhouses could be built for 
$56,000, and he would never give his signa- 
ture for a cheap brick building or a cheap 
wooden building. In building a school- 
building some account of future growth 
should be considered and he did not think 
a brick building such as Quincy should 
have could be built for less than $40,000.

His veto 
would only amount to an expression of 
opinion, unless it influenced some of the 
councilmen to change their vote.

Editors of the Daily Légger: 
lr desire say a few words to answer in 


part fhe Vetter of /* Wollaston Park” in 
your issue of yesterday. Twenty-four 
hours have passed siuce my last vote on 
school-house orders, but strange to say I 
am npt, yet aware of any hypnotic influg 
ence Ayer me. For what Ihave dgne, ér 
failed yo do in/the)matter gf chool houseS, 
I am willing to accept; the/condemnation 
or approbation thé citizens of Quincy. 
As far as I ve been able, in a humble 
way, 1 have done all I could do to have 
two good brick school houses built this 
year, and to that end I introduced an order 
for $60,000 for two buildings, agégrding to 
the plans of Randjétt & Howe, but the 
Finarce Committfé reperied ‘ought not 
to pass” on the \order, and the Council 
accepted the report and rejected the order, 
but they did so without my vote. 

I next worked and voted for orders for 
two brick and stone buildings according to 
the plans of E (Mr. Kingston’s plans), 
bat as I was unable to hypnotize, magnet- 
iz@, or paralize enough members to vote 
with me it was defeated. 

I then introduced an order for $61,000 
for two brick buildings, which the chair 
said was in order, but members objected 
and appealed from the decision of the 
chair, which appeal was sustained and the 
order was ruled out. 

An order was later introduced to build 
two wooden buildings, but honestly be- 
lieving that the order would be defeated 
and no schoolhouses would be built, | 
offered an amendment to build one of 
brick, one that would be first-class and 
in every respect, but without 


ample 
success, 

Then, when a majority of the Council 
continued to vote for wood, and I saw, as 
others did, that it was wood or nothing, 
then I felt it my duty to vote for the only 
thing we could get, wood. 

I regret we could not build two brick 
buildings, but I believe good wooden ones 
will be much better than the attics and 
store rooms our children are in today. I 
was plainly the duty of this Council to 
build school houses, and that man has best 
done his duty, who yielded a preference 
when not to doso, prevented children from 
attending school, or kept them in places 
which are unfit and dangerous to the health 
of pupils and teachers. 

I nominate Mr. *‘ Wollaston Park’ for 
Councilman-at-large next year.

SHOULD WE ASK 
FOR THE SUFFRAGE? 


| BY MRS. SCHUYLER VAN RENSSELEAR. 


I, 
“Whenever the women of the United 
States really want the suffraga they will 
| get it.’” This has long been said by all 
| reasoning men in the United States. It 
has proved itself true in two of our com- 
wmonwealths, and if the test comes it will 
prove itself true in New York and Massa- 
chusetts. 

It is perfectly certain that whenever we 
women ask to be allowed to vote—unani- 
mously or in any determinant majority— 
we shall get what we ask. Therefore it 
behooves us to know thoroughly well just 
what our demand would involve, whether 
we veritably wish to make it, and whether 
we should be justified in making it at this 
present time. And therefore, as a New 
nape but one who has lived in 
other tr other parts of our 
own country, and has compared the condi- 
tion of women there and here; as a work- 
ip m who for many years has been 

row with other working women 
‘atid with men of various classes and kinds; 
as a woman who now holds property in 
right, and has no relative who 


immediately ‘‘represents’’ her at the polls; 
as one wpe wlly considered the 
woman s quegéfon for a long time, 
listening respectfully to the arguments of 
its advocates, and as one who recently 
voted in Colorado—on all these counts I 
ask women, and especially working wom- 
en, to look with me a little into the mat- 
ter. Let us take up in succession the chief 
points it presents, and briefly examine 
them one by one. 

The first point of all isthis: Need every 
conscientious woman make up her mind 
decidedly whether or not she ‘‘believes in 
womap suffrage’’ as an abstract question? 
No. ut we have often been implored to 
Say that we do believe in it so firmly that 
we Wish for its establishment here and 
now. 

If we do not feel certain that it would 
be advantageous, then we must feel cer- 
tain that its establishment would be a 
risk. 

Woman suffrage has never been tested 
in any way which indicates how it would 
work in our eastern states. Colorado and 
New Zealand are being held up for our 
imitation. But their experience has been 
too brief to prove anything. The expe- 
rience of Wyoming has not been so en- 
couraging as the advocates of suffrage 
here desire us to believe. And even if it 
had been, it would still prophesy little 
with regard to New York and Massachu- 
setts. Not one of those three communities 
includes a city even remotely approach- 
ing the size of ours. Not one has a popu- 
lation at all resembling ours. Not one 
has problems to deal with such as are 
most prominent, most insistent, with us. 
Surely we must feel that it would be a 
fresh experiment, in the fullest and gravy- 
est meaning of the term, to establish un- 
limited feminine suffrage here and now. 

Some people are passionately asserting 
that they know it would work well here 
and now—even that they know just how 
it would work well. But they have no 
right to assert this unless they claim the 
gift of inerrant prophecy. They have no 
proved reasons, no tangibie indorsements, 
to give for what they call their knowledge. 
They say more with regard to women who 
have never possessed political power, than 
they would dare to say with regard to 
men who have possessed it for more than 
& century, and been severely tried, various- 
ly tested and minutely studied during 
that time. They say that good women, 
intelligent women, would vote and vote 
more wisely than the men of their kind, 
and they say that ignorant women and 
bad women would not vote (or would vote 
in comparatively harmless numbers), or 
that they, too, would vote more oconscien- 
tiously and wisely than the men of their 
kind. Some people boldly declare this, 
and all who ask for woman suffrage guply 
that they believe it, for unless the average 
‘of iptelliggncp*gnd conscientiousness is to 
be faised at the polls, certainly no sane 
person can wish to see the suffrage in any 
way extended. 

For myself I donot think that these 
redictions are plausible, and bit by bit I 
wl eTS a why. But what I want 

to insist ion now is that no one can 
know anything with regard to the matter 
—that any person who says he or she does 
know, or can make morefthan a plausible 
guess, has never learned to appreciate the 
difference between knowing and guessing. 
What.he.opshe calls knowledge is merely 
& personalt-epinien based upon data which 
agte’Almost altogether of theoretical sort. 
| And when athingis a matter of guess- 


| work, risk is of course involved. 

In this case it would be hard to overest!- 
mate the magnitude of the risk. It would 
mean an innovation of unparalleled sig- 
nificance with regard to the future of our 
women and of our men, with regard to 
f our political course, our social conditions, 
| and the status of the home and family. 
And it would mean an innovation affect- 
ing not merely our own state, but the 
country at large. What Wyoming does the 
rest of the states may disregard. But 
what New York and Massachusetts do the 
| rest of the states must at least consider 
and most probably would imitate. We 
must think of the tens of thousands of il- 
| literate and vicious women in New York 
| city, and just as carefully of the scores of 


| thousands of ignorant negresses at the 
} south. All told, the women of the Unit- 
| ed States very nearly equal the men in 
| number. Thisk of the enormous burden 
| of responsibility for the welfare of our 
| asked to assume, 

Are we prepared just here and now to 
assume it? Are we prepared to throw into 
political life all the women, good and bad, 
intelligent and unintelligent, of the whole 
United States, including the swarms 
which belong to Europe, but have been 
| adopted here? Are we thoroughly, ration- 
| ally convinced that such an innovation, 
| sudden, but irrevocable, would inevitably 


| work for good? And if not—if we feel} 


that it would to any degree be a risk— 
ought we not to raise our voices against it! 
|| Silence will be cited as consent. Every 
new recruit for the ‘‘movement’’ will be 
counted, and all the rest of us will be 
pronounced merely weak, cowardly, indif- 
ferent, or as yet unawakened. The world 
| \will be told that at the bottom of out 
| fhearts we all think the suffrage desirable, 
else we should have said that we did not. 
We must declare that we are not convinced

PROTEST IS ALLOWED. 


The Valkyrie Disqualified For Foul- 
ing the Cup Defender. 


Dunraven Agrees to Enter 


the Race Again. 


Believes in the Ability and Honesty of the 
Regatta Committee. 


New York, Sept. 12.—In an interview 
last night, Lord Dunraven expressed him- 
self regarding the action of the regatta 
committee of the New York Yacht club in 
the matter of the protest made by the De- 
fender in Tuesday’s race as follows: 

“I shall sail this race as a sportsman, 
because I have no occasion to do other- 
wise. I believe in the ability and honesty 
of the regatta committee of the New 
York Yacht club. I believe that no effort 
has been made to influence their deci- 
sion. I believe them to be gentlemen and 
yachtsmen, and, while I do not care to say 
anything about the Valkyrie, I yet think 
that Mr. Watson has also fulfilled his en- 
gagement to build for me a boat. 

“I do not expect that Mr. Iselin will of- 
fer a chance for a resail or anything of 
that sort. While it is very certain that 
the America’s cup is lost by reason of the 
Valkyrie’s racing showing, it is not so cer- 
tain that at some time the cup may not be 
carried across the Atlantic. 

“The appearance of the decision of the 
New York Yacht club committee did not 
surprise me. I believe that the Defender 
made a heroic effort on Tuesday. I do not 
think that the decision of the New York 
Yacht club regatta committee is based 
upon their calm consideration of the 
matter in hand. 1 do not agree with 
them.” 

Decision of the Regatta Committee. 

The following is the letter of the regatta 
committee of the New York Yacht club 
sustaining the protest of C. Oliver Iselin 
on behalf of the Defender regarding the 
foul claimed against Valkyrie: 

C. Oliver Iselin, Esq.: 

DEAR Stn—We beg to acknowledge the re- 
ceiptof your letter of yesterday, protesting 
Valkyrie IL We have given the matter care- 
ful consideration and believe that the foul oc 
curred through the miscalculation of the dis- 
tance between the two yachts at a critical 
moment. From our observation, sustained by 
that of others who were in a good position to 
see, we find that the Valkyrie, in controven- 
tion of section 2, of racing rule 16, bore down 
upon the Defender and fouled her by the 
swing of her main boom when luffing to 
straighten her course. We also consider that 
Defender allowed Vaikyrie sufficient room to 
windward to pass clear of the committee boat. 
Your protest is therefore sustained. 

The following notice was posted upon 
the bulletin board at the New York Yacht 
clubhouse last night: 

To the members of the New York Yacht club: 
Your committee beg to state that before ar- 
riving at a decision on the Defender’s protest 
they endeavored to bring about a mutual 
agreement between the respective yachts to 
resail Tuesday's race, but each preferred 
that the committee should pass judgment on 
the protest. 

Chairman Kane of the committee re- 
fused to discuss the action of the com- 
mittee, or speak on t he subject of the races 
at all, further than tosay that he expected 
both yachts to start in the third race to- 
day over a course 15 miles to windward or 
leeward and return, as on the first day of 
the match. 

As Viewed by the Britishers, 

LONDON, Sept. 12.—The Yachting World, 
in its issue today, says: Tworaces have 
been lost, one actually and the second 
virtually. Whatever may be the verdict 
about the protest, we cannot possibly 
doubt that the Defender was a moral vic- 
tor. We must console ourselves by ad- 
mitting that Herreshoff’s yacht is ex- 
cellently adapted to its purpose. We be- 
lieve, however, that if Herreshoff should 
be obliged to design a boat to cross the 
Atlantic itis more than likely that Watson 
could design a shell capable of turning the 
tables. 

The Graphic says the action of the re- 
gatta committee on the Defender’s protest, 
much as every Briton will regret the de- 
cision, the verdict of the committee will 
be accepted no less loyally by the cisat- 
lantic public than by Lord Dunraven 
himself. The owner of the Valkyrie is so 
thoroughly a sportsman, in the only true 
sense of the term, that had the protest not 
been substantiated he would probably 
have asked for permission for the race to 
be sailed over so as to win, if win he 
might, without even the imaginary as- 
sistance of an accident. He is not the 
man to throw away now a remote chance 
of winning the cup, because a committee 
of American gentlemen have held his 
yacht to be in the wrong. 

The Post says: Whatever English feel- 
ings may be, there is nothing to be done 
but to accept the verdict. It is possible 
that Mr. Iselin will offer to resail the race, 
but it is not certain that Lord Dunraven 
would accept the offer if made. At the 
same time, it would be both a graceful 
and a sportsmanlike course for the Ameri- 
canto pursue. The misfortunes attend- 
ing the first two races cannot but prejudice 
the sport of international yacht racing. 
It may be taken for granted that this is 
the last contest. From a technical point 
of view we suppose the committee had no 
alternative open to them. 

The Times says: It was thought the 
judgment might go against the Valkyrie 
III, but it was not anticipated that the 
committee would do more than order a 
resail. That issue most of us here would 
have desired, and it would also have met 
the wishes of our sportsmanlike kindred 
in America Itis, however, not quite clear 
whether the committee has power to order 
the race resailed. 

The Standard says: The judgment of 
the committee will be accepted without 
demur, They must be credited with a 
hearted desire to decide the 
question upon its merits. A review of 
the evidence by public opinion would be 
futile and uncivil. 

The Chronicle says: We confess we do 
not see the reason why the: committee 
should award the race to the Defender. 
Had the Valkyrie wilfully fould, the pen- 
alty could not hava been greater. There is 
no equity in the decision, and we shall not 
be surprised if Lord Dunraven declares 
the rest of the races off.

WOLLASTON GOLF CLUB. 


Picturesque Field with its “Slough 
of Despond” and “Heart Breaker.” 


The current number of the Golfer has 
this sketch of the Wollaston Golf club 
from the pen of Wendel! G. Corthell, Esq. : 

It is safe to say that no more picturesque 
field for golf could be found than the one 
at Wollaston, six miles from Boston, on 
the Old Colony R. R. Twenty-three years 
ago @ good thousand dollars were spent in 
laying out streets in what was then 
thougbt would be a village to rival Wol- 
laston, but prosperity came to Wollaston 
and the rival known as Bellevue was 
never built up. 

In the meantime the streets have be- 
come covered with a short grass and the 
whole embryo village is now a beautiful 
clean pasture. 

The proximity to the railroad was in 
favor of Wollaston, so that Bellevue re- 
mained to perfect itself by the slow growth 
of nature to what is now the finest natural 
golf ground in this region. The grassed 
streets form natural bunkers and there are 
just enough bushes, walls and trees to 
make the hazards. The only drawback to 
playing is the extreme picturesqueness of 
the scenes. The view of the pretty village 
of Wollaston, just a mile away, can hardly 
be equalled. 

The links are laid out— nine holes, cover- 
ing over six thousand feet in all, and giving 
a course which has been done by experts 
in fifty strokes. The best hazard is called 
the Slough of Despond, and a high gravel- 
bank is known, especially among the 
ladies, as the “‘ heart-breaker.”’ 

The holes by distances are 1,625 feet; 2, 
682 feet; 3, 560 feet; 4, 667 feet; 5, 838 
feet; 6, 675 feet; 7, 617 feet; 8, 749 feet; 9, 
641 feet. Total, 6054 feet. 

The best record has been made by Mr. 
Robert Porter of Quincy, son of Ex-Mayor 
Porter, he having made the 9 holes in 47 
strokes. The best record by a lady was 
made by Miss Marion Sherman of Wol- 
laston—72. 

The club starts with over one hundred 
members from the elite of Wollaston, with 
afew from Quincy. Itis not unusual to 
see two-score playing at once on a pleasant 
afternoon. The grounds can be reached 
by a five-minute walk from Norfolk Downs 
station, or by carriage to Squantum street, 
which they border. It will well repay 
golfers from Boston to run ont and try the 
grounds, where they will be welcomed by 
members of the club.

SECRET HEARING. 


Boston Presbytery Considers Case 
Against Rey. William Steele. 


The hearing before the Boston Pres- 
bytery in the case of William Steele, 


formerly pastor of the First Presbyterian | 


church of Quincy, which was adjourned 
from July 5, came on Thursday in the 
First Presbyterian church on Columbus 
avenue. Eight or ten ministers and half a 
dozen elders answered to the roll call.

Mr. Steele has brought suit in civil court 
against the Presbsterian church of Quincy, 
of which he was formerly pastor, and 
wished to have his counsel present at this 
hearing to see that nothing injuriousiy 
affecting his interests in the case pow pend- 
ing in court was allowed to be brought up. 

The charges which Mr. Steele has to 
answer to are in substance that he refused 
to obey the mandates of Presbytery and

Romantic Result of Rev. E. W. Vir- 


gin’s Visit to Louisville This Week. 


A Louisville, Ky., dispatch to the Jour- 
nal is of interest to LEDGER readers. 


For 30 years two brothers, Rev. E. W. Vir- | 


gin of Quincy, Mass., and J. W. Virgin of 
Crossplains, Tenn., have not seen each 
other. The G. A. R. encampment brought 
them together. They were the only chil- 
dren of Mrs. B. B. Virgin, who held strong 
anti-slavery views. When the war broke 
out in 1861, one of her sons, J. W., joined 
the Confederate army. This hurt her so 
much that she grieved herself to death. 
The other son, Rev. E. W. Virgin, was 
sent as one of the United States Christian 
Commission, and served in the Department 
of Cumberland in the siege before Chatta- 
nooga. He is now 58 years of age, and is 
pastor of the Quincy M. E. church. 

Mr. J. W. Virgin is now 62 years of age, 
and is a merchant at Crossplains. In his 
service during the war he served in the 
Fourteenth Tennessee under Gens, Archer, 
Heth, Lee and Jackson, and was wounded 
at Spottsylvania and in two or three other 
engagements. He was taken a prisoner 
and sent to prison on George Island, New 
York Harbor, and in June, 1865, was re- 
leased on a pardon secured by his brother 
from Andrew Johnson. This was the last 
time the brothers saw each other until this 
week,

The present margin between 45 yards of cloth 
and 8 pounds of cotton, the usual basis for 
calculating prices, is but 78.7 cents, and is no 
larger now, after allowing for the extra cost 
on account of the last advanee in wages, than 
it was when cloth sold at 244 cents a yard and 


cotton was 54¢ cents a pound. 


You ought to know that the condition sur- 
rounding the manufacturers at present do not 
place them on the top wave of prosperity, that 
your request for almost maximum price paid 
in years is extravagant, and that our decision 


is correct and your demand quite unreason- 
able.

As Viewed by Whitehead. 


Secretary Whitehead, after the meeting, 
made very few comments on the letter. 


He said that instead of 45 yards being the 


standard, the length was 46, and in some 
mills 47. He took 46 yards, while the man- 
ufacturers chose 45. That is why the 
margin differs from thatof Mr. Rounse- 
ville. 

Mr. Whitehead took cotton at 85 cents, 


and cloth at 344, and figured 74% cents of 


a margin, while the manufacturers figure 
73.7 cents. With cotton closing at 8 3-16, 
Mr. Whitehead figured the margin to be 
about 78 cents. 

He remarked that some members were 
in favor of striking a certain few mills; 
that others were in favor of striking all. 
He said that much importance was at- 


tached tothe outcome of the demand of | 


the weavers in New Bedford. If the 
operatives there won the Fall River manu- 
facturers’ position would be weakened. 
Atany rate, the union intended to wait 
until the 20th. 

Mr. Whitehead expected the market to 
rise, and anticipated the margin would be 
greater than it is today. He felt, however, 
that there might be a vote to strike, even 
within the margin as he had figured it, 
74% cents. He said that the union had 
$8000 more now than it had when the va- 
cation strike of Aug. 18, 1894, was begun. 


Fail River’s Labor Trouble. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Sept. 18. — The 
Weavers’ association held a meeting last 
night and the wage question was dis- 
cussed. .A letter from Secretary Rounse- 
ville of the Manufacturers’ association 
was read, in which it was stated that the 
manufacturers had yoted not to grant an 
increase in wages, because they could not 
afford to do so. The weavers yoted to 
meet tonight to render their decision. 
There isa growing feeling in favor of a 
strike. The spinners are prepared to sup- 
port the mouvement of any of the other 
operatives in event of a strike.

If 
teachers, we should insist on attention. 
If scholars, we should not fail to give 
it. In both cases we will benefit and be 
benefited. 

8. By doing any work for the Sun- 
day school that may be placed upon us, 
To attend and to pay attention isnot all 
that is necessary. New members must 
be brought in, and old ones looked aft- 
er. Teachers are often wanted. The su- 
perintendent selects you. Do not refuse. 
You may feel unfitness. Let him be the 
judge of that. You can give more help 
to the Sunday school by teaching in it 
and receive more help at the same time 
than in any other way. Let all Endeay- 
orers esteem it an bonor and a privilege 
to teach.

Putnam, president of the defunct National 
Granite State bank, who was surrendered 
by his bondsmen, was brought here yester- 
day and lodged in Exeter jail, awaiting a 
—— ————— eS ———— | hearing before the United States court on 
an appeal from a sentence of five years in 
the state prison for alleged embezzlement. 

When asked about his being surrendered 
by his bondsmen, Mr. Putnam said: 
“When Mr. Patten of Kingston went on 
my bond, I told him I would stand ready 
to give myself up any time he asked me 
to do so. 

“About a week ago by engagement I 
met Mr. Patten in Boston, and he said he 
was about to go west, where he had an in- 
valid sister living. He did not know how 
long he would remain, and desired to be 
released on my bond. I thereupon went 
to Manchester and gave myself up. I had 
no one in view then to go on the bond, 
but hope some of my friends may assist 
me, as it may be several months before 
my case comes up in the United States 
court. 

“The verdict of the jury was a surprise 
to my counsel and to every one else, and 
I have had no doubt of being able to get 
free. I have been engaged of late in 
business and working hard, expecting to 
earn money to pay my lawyer who is em 
ployed on my case. Since leaying Exeter 
I have lost all I had—mother, sister—and 
even my furniture, which I had stored, 
was destroyed by fire

Saunders quietly acquired control of the 
land on the other side of the riverand of 
an island in midstream, so aa practically 
to give him control of the water power. 

When he finally made his scheme public | 
he was greeted with the derision which 
is 80 apt to be the lot of the inception of a 
great movement, and the project was 
commonly referred to as “Saunders’ 
Folly.”

‘A Great Change Contemplated 
on NW. Y., WH & 


‘Quincy People Will Not Have to Cross 
Tracks te Take“Beston Train. 


But Will be Left on the Other Side 
When They Come Oat. 


; 
For some weeks past workmen have 
been engaged in changing the signals and 
switches of the main line of the N. Y. N. 
& H. H. R. R., preparatory to changing 
the system from a jeft hand road to a right 
hand road. That is so that the track now 
used by the outward trains can be used 
for the inward crains. 
The necessary changes are about com- 
pleted and it is understood that the change 
will take place next Saturday night at 
midnight. 
This means that Quincy people who now 
cross tbe tracks to the west side to take 
the train for Boston will not be obliged to 
cross bat will take the train from the east 
side. 
| Italso means that passengers arriving

| side, and those whose homes or business 
calls them to the centre will have to cross 
| the tracks. 
At Norfolk Downs and Atlantic the 
situation will be much the same, a con-

| At Wollaston passengers will not have

In the afternoon a vast procession 
forms at the grotto and marches along the | 
river turning into the plaza. The sight of 
these helpless and, except by miracle, | 
hopeless, men, women and children in 
every stage of distortion or living death is 
affecting beyond words to express. | 
“As the procession moved down the line | 
of wagons, halting and repeating these | 
supplications before each one, the excite- 
ment became painful in its intensity. The

A CARD FROM PALMA 


In Which He Has Something to Say Concerning 
Plans of Insurgents. 

New York, Sept. 17.—T. E. Palma, 
president of the provisional government 
of Cuba, issues the following card: ‘‘It is 
reported in the newspapers that Senor 
Enrique Moreno, who, it is said, rep- 
resents himself as an agent of the New 
York Cuban junta, is at St. Louis enlist- 
ing men for the service in Cuba. Such 
report has no foundation in fact. Senor 
Moreno is not an agent of the New York 
Cuban junta, nor do I know who the 
gentleman is. 


PRESIDENT PALMA. 


“The Cuban junta shall not knowingly 
violate the laws of the United States, and 
it knows that enlisting men for military 
service is a violation of the law. More- 
over, the Cuban revolution is in no need of 
men. What it needs are arms and am- 
munition for thousands of men who so far 
are supplied with no other weapon than 
the machete.

FIGHTING RUM TRAFFIC 


Prohibitory Laws Work Well When 
Energy Is Displayed. 


Ex-Mayor Brock Opposed to 
Liquor Licenses. 


A Vigorous Address Before the Massachusetts 
Prohibitory Party. 


Boston, Sept. 18.—The Prohibition state 
convention opened in Association hall, 
Y. M. C. A. building, today for the pur- 
pose of placing a state ticket in nomina- 
tion. 

The meeting was called to order by the 
chairman of the state commiftee. Sing- 
ing and prayer was followed by the elec- 
tion of Rey. Mabel MacCoy of Mansfield 
as temporary chairman. 

The election of convention committees, 
the report of the treasurer, the report of 
the committee on permanent organization 
andelection of permanent officers of the 
convention followed 

Ex-Mayor Jethro C. Brock of New Bed- 
ford was elected permanent ¢hairman, and 
he delivered the following address: 

Chairman Brooks’ Remarks. 

“I thank you most heartily for the 
honor you have conferred upon me in call- 
ing me to preside over your deliberations 
It isan honor at any time to preside over 
a state convention of the Prohibitory 
party, but this year it is doubly so, cele- 


; brating, as we do, the 25th anniversary of 


the organization of the party. 

“While in charge of the police depart- 
ment of New Bedford I had the oppor 
tunity to test the practicability of the en- 
forcing of a prohibitory policy, and I satis- 
fied myself, the liquor dealers and the 
public generally that it was entirely prac- 
tical. Again, during my term as mayor, 
for the short time during which no licepse 
prevailed, it was again demonstrated that 
prohibition could be enforced, and in this 
connection I give, as the result of my ob- 
servation, that any failure to enforce the 
law is not due to the rank and file of the 
police department or to the juries. 

“If those in authority really desire the 
saloon closed the police can and will se-| 
cure evidence, and juries will convict. |

clearly convinced me of the complete fuil- } 
ure of license as an aid to the cause «7 
temperance and sobriety. License, high 
or low, never has, does not and never can 
accomplish any good. The whole scheme 
Ilook upon as a perfect farce. It may be 
a success in the matter of revenue, but a 
nursery of poverty and crime, and could 
our taxpayer be induced to look at the sub- 
ject froma financial standpoint and 
that for every dollar received from license 
they must be taxed $5 for the support of

of that of the city or town, many places 
that now annually vote license, would in- 
stantly swing into the no-license column 
It is the prevailing and absurd idea that 
the license money, going directly to the 
local treasury, helps to pay the municipal 
expenses, and thereby reduce taxation, 
which leads many men to muzzle their 
conscience and vote for license. But how 
good men, even with the erroneous idea of 
reducing taxation, can vote shoulder to 
shoulder with the saloon men for license, 
is beyond my comprehension. 

**We are apt to speak very harshly of tho 
liquor dealers, but I cannot lose sight of 
the fact that they are bnt the legalized 
representatives of the good citizens who 
vote for license and thereby give an air of 
respectability to the business. In my 
opinion. the legalized dealer ought not to 
bear all the odium of the traffic. We often 
hear it said tha? the Prohibitionists vote 
in the air, but no vote for the right, fora 
principle, is ever thrown away, and no 
estimate of the healthy influence of the 
party can ever be made by the number of 
yotes polled or even by the number of 
voters in attendance at a caucus held under 
the ingenious Republican caucus law. 

“Friends, we are advocating a good and 
just cause, and that ought to be sufficient 
to inspire us to renewed activity. The 
women, who should be with us in voting 
are with us in the sentiment; the young 
Christian .element, under the burning 
words of Wooley, is looking this way, and 
we should take courage and press for- 
ward.”

EVAGUATION OF BANES | | 


18. — The | Gives Cuban Insurgents a Good Hold 


on Northern Districts, 


'Spanish Soldiers Unable to 


Withstand Attack. 


Reports of the War's Progress Tend to Favor 
Insurgents’ Chances. 


Boston, Sept. 18.—The Spaniards have 
evacuated Banes, the most important fruit 
port on the northern coast of Cuba; in 
fact, itis the port from which nearly all 
the bananas which come to Boston are 
shipped. The Spanish soldiers made a 
feeble attempt to defend the place, but the 
patriots were too many for them. 

The British steamer Taff, which arrived 
at this port yesterday with a cargo of 
bananas, brings the first account of the 
evacuation of Banes, and also brings re- 
ports of a most serious state of affairs in 
that part of the island. 

The Taff reports that the entire north- 
ern section of the island is now in the 
hands of the insurgents, and Gibara itself, 
one of the strongest and best fortified 
cities on the coast, is in a perilous posi- 
tion, although the Spaniards have between 
7000 and 8000 soldiers at this point and 
two men-of-war in the harbor, 

When it became known that the rebels 
threatened Banes, M. Dumois, who prac- 
tically owns the town and who is one of 
the wealthiest planters on the island, sent 
to the Spanish officials at Gibara, about 40 
miles distant, an urgent request for troops, 
and the Taff was placed at the disposal of 
the government for the transportation of 
the troops. About 100 soldiers were hastily 
put on board the Taff and shipped to 
Banes, but after they had arrived there 
they found that the rebels had already 
sacked the town and were camped on the 
outskirts to the number of about 
There were only about 70 Spanish soldiers 
in the fort at Banes, but they made a 
show of resistance until overwhelmed by 
numbers they were forced to fall back. 
When the Taff arrived with re-enforce- 
ments a council of war was held, and it 
was decided to at once evacuate the port 
to the rebels, and the entire force was 

Taken Back to Gibara. 

The officers of the Taff say the Spanish 
soldiers, which they took to Banes, were 
all mere boys, and yet they claimed to 
have been in 18 engagements in the vicin- | 
ity of Gibara. The officers further state | 
that the soldiers were very poorly equipped. 
Some of them wore others old 
straw hats, and still others had nothing 
to wear on their heads. 

As soon as the rebels found themselves 
in the possession of Banes they at once cut 
alltelegraph and telephone wires and at 
once began to harrass Gibara, and the 
commander of the fort was expecting an 
open attack at any moment.

SHOULD WE ASK 
FOR THE SUFFRAGE? 


| BY MRS. SCHUYLER VAN RENSSELEAR. 


II. 

It is not necessary that every woman 
should make up her mind today with re- 
gard to the abstract desirability of wom- 
an suffrage. But there is a danger that, 
if they-do not think the matter out now, 
many women will remain in a state of 
vague interest and uncertainty, distressed 
perhaps by the thought that they should 
have asked for their ‘‘rights,’’ and per- 
chance made discontented by the idea that, 
had we all done so, woman’s lot would 
have been improved and our country 4 & 
whole would have been benefited. 

“IT have taken the suffrage side,’’ one 
of my friends recently told me, ‘‘not be- 
cause I am convinced that woman suffrage 
is desirable, but because I think that it is 
bound to come some day, and therefore 
it is best not to fight against it.’ But no 
events dependent upon human action are 
bound to come, like earthquakes or com- 
ets, or the changes of the seasons. We may 
say that some such events are bound to 
come, if existing conditions do not change. 
But who can predict positively that any 
human conditions will not change? And 
we may say that some things are all but 
certain to come—like greater freedom in 
Russia, for example. But even then, if 
we disapprove of them, it is better to fight 
against them. If we do not stave them 
off, we shall profit the world by helping 
the growth of courage, constancy, public 
spirit and the reasoning power. 

Far from believing that woman suffrage 
is bound to come because of the present 
increase of interest in it, many of us hope 
that just this increase will give it its death- 
blow. Opposition to it has hitherto been 
passive, and toa great degree merely in- 
stinctive. No one has strongly felt the 
need to give her reasons against it. There- 
fore no one still uncertain upon the sub- 
ject has had the chance to hear both sides 
and intelligently make up her mind, and 
few have even been prompted to think 
about it at all. But if the negative side 
is now faithfully presented, the current ex- 


| citement, we feel, is likely in the end to 
| do more to burt than to help the ‘‘cause."’ 


Therefore it is well to ask ourselves a 
second question: Upon what grounds do 


| its advocates base their demand for wom- 


an suffrage? 

Many of them do not explain how they 
think that its possession by the whole of 
our sex would affect the welfare of the 
comnrunity. They simply declare that we 
have ‘‘a right’’ to it, and state or imply 
that the securing and active exercise of 


| any right must result for good. 


Even the latter proposition is, however, 
far from logical. It is not a proposition 
which conscientious people act upon in 
private life. When a woman or a man 
perpetually insists upon personal rights, 
without considering the expediency of 
their assertion, she or he is recognized as 
a discordant clement in family life, as a 
member of society whose influence is per- 
nicious. All family life, all social life, is 
& system of compromises between the 
rights of different individuals. And civic 
life, politica] life, is a system of compro- 
mises between the rights of different in- 
dividuals and those of different sexes, 
classes, and communities of people. 

The most indisputable personal rights 
may be infringed for the benefit of a com- 
munity as a whole. A man may be forced 
to sell his house if the people need a rail- 
road or apark. That great bulwark of 
personal liberty, the habeas corpus act, 
may be thrown down in troublous times. 
And even the right to safeguard one’s life 
is done away with in times of war. Men 
are then righteously called upon to face 
certain death itself. If the power to vote 
could be proved the indisputable right of 
every woman, nevertheless no woman 
should demand it without a firm belief, 
based upon definite reasons, that its exer- 
cise by her sex as a whole would benefit

ATLANTA, Sept. 19.—When President 
Cleveland touched a gold button at Gray 
Gables the wheels of the Cotton States 
and International exposition leaped into 
life and the great 
opened. 

Cannon blazed and thundered, 60,000 
people cheered, 1000 flags fluttered from 
the tops of the many buildings, and the 
south’s great industrial exposition was 
Officially opened. 

The city is profusely decorated with 
bunting and the national colors. The 
crowd is good natured, and, as in old 
carnival times, everything goes. 

The list of distinguished personages and 
historic organizations here is a long one. 

New York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Vermont, New Jersey, Mary- 
| land, Virginia, Illinois, Indiana, Ar- 
kansas, California, Texas, Alabama, 
Florida, South Carolina and Ohio, and 
many other states are officially repre- 
sented, either by the governor or members 
of his staff, or a board of state commis- 
sioners. 

The parade of civic and military bodies, 
which acted as an escort to the officials of 
the exposition and its guests, was the 
most imposing procession ever seen in the 
south. Several thousand Grand Army 
members came down from Chickamauga, 
Tenn., and were conspicuous on the 
streets. They received marked attention 
from the citizens. 

An Historical Relic. 

ne of these, Lieutenant Franklin 
Berry, brought down from Massachusetts 
the identical flag which waved from Ken- 
nesaw to Allatoona, the famous signal on 
which was written the song, “Hold the 
Fort, for Iam Coming.” The lieutenant 
Went up on Kennesaw mountain yester- 
day, and when the exposition was formally 
pronounced opened waved the same signal 
which he received 31 years ago from Gen- 
eral Sherman and waved to General Corse.

VICTORIES OF PEACE 


Touched Upon at the Reunion of the 
Army of the Cumberland, 


Dedications of the Battle Mon- 
ument at Chickamauga. 


Governor of lilincis Seizes the Opportunity to 
Talk on Politics. 


CHATTANOOGA, Sept. 19—The quarter 
centennial reunion of the Army of the 
Cumberland meeting in conjunction with 
the dedication of the Chickamauga and 
Chattanooga National park was held last 
night inthe monster tent erected to ac- 
commodate the several gatherings of the 
week. 

When the meeting had been called to 
order, General Morgan introduced Mayor 
Ochs, who made the address of welcome. 
Response was made by General H. V. 
Boynton, secretary of the association. 

Lieutenant General John M. Schofield 
said: “‘Comrades—Every year the serv- 
ices you rendered to our common country 
in the time of her sorest need appear 
greater and greater, and your heroic deeds 
shine with increasing lustre. But since 
that period you have won a greater vic- 
tory than that which crowned your arms 
upon the field of battle. 

“You, my comrades, are now able to re- 
joice in the full fruits of your heroic sacri- 
fice and of the blood of your comrades 
which watered the fields of the south, but 
was not shed in vain.” 

General James D. Morgan welcomed 
the Confederates present, saying, in part: 
“If in the future this good government 
again requires the services of her sons, the 
blue and the gray will be found standing 
shoulder to shoulder in protecting her 
rights.” 

The annual address was then delivered 
by ex-Senator General Charles F. Man- 
derson of Nebraska.

On Chickamauga’s Battlefield. 

The first event yesterday was the dedica- 
tion of the Michigan state monuments at 
Snodgrass hill, a point at which there was 
more hard fighting during the battle than 
on any part of the fleld. 

In the northeast corner of the Kelley 
field the monuments of, Wisconsin were 
turned over to the government at 11 o'clock. 
The exercises were presided over by Col- 
onel W. W. Watkins. 

The Ohio veterans took possession of 
as those from 
Michigan had finished. General John 
Beatty, president of the Ohio commission, 
presided. 

Short addresses were then made by ex- 
Governor Campbell, who was governor at 
the time the committee was created; Hon. 
J.S. Gill and Hon. J.S. McElroy. General 
Aquilla Wiley then made ashort address 
formally turning the monuments over to 
Governor McKinley, who in turn trans- 
ferred them to the national government. 

Illinois monuments were dedicated on 
the site where Widow Glenn’s house stood 
during the battle. It is s few hundred 
yards southeast of the famous “Bloody 
pond.” 

The exercises attendant upon the trans- 
fer of the Indiana monuments to the gov- 
ernment took place at Lyttle hill, as the 
ridge south of the Dyer house is called, in 
memory of General Lyttle, who was killed 
there 

Massachusetts monuments were dedi- 
cated -at Knob Hill at 8 o'clock. The 
ceremonies were short, simple and im- 
pressive. Governor Greenhalge called the 
assembly to order and made the address 
of the occasion. He briefly reviewed the 
part that Massachusetts took in the awful 
battle and then of the part she took in the 
rebellion. In conclusion, he spoke of the 
dedication of the field as a national park 
in honor of the heroes who fell there. At 
the conclusion of his speech, the governor 
and staff, together with the state commis- 
sion, went to the National cemetery and 
decorated the graves of the Massachusetts 
soldiers buried there. 

Altgeld Talked Politics. 

Governor Altgeld of Dlinois created a 
sensation at the monumont dedication, 
the conclusion of his speech being as fol- 
lows: ‘Instead of an armed foe that we 
can meet on the field there is today an 
enemy that is invisible, but everywhere at 
work destroying our institutions; that 
enemy is corruption. It seeks to control 
the press, it seeks to direct official action, 
it dictates legislation and endeavors to 
control the construction of laws. 

It seeks to set the fashions and to shape 
public sentiment. It has emasculated 
American politics and placed it on the 
low plane of jugglery. The tendency now 
is for political parties to shirk principle 
and follow expediency. 

“To be an eligible candidate now often 
means to stand for nothing in particular 
and to represent no definite principle, but 
be all things to all men, and in the end be 
contemptible. Never before did this re- 
public call so loudly as it does to-day fora 
strong, sturdy manhood that will stand 
defiantly and dare to do right. 

“The flag has been praised at cham- 
pagne dinners, while the very pole from 
which it floated was being eaten off by 
corruption, and republican institutions 
were being stabbed to the yitals. 

“The men of the past did their dniy. 
Shall we do ours? They were asked to 
face death—you may face calumny. No 
man ever served his country without be- 
ing villified, for all who make a profit out 
of injustice will be our enemies, but as 
sure as the heavens are high, and justice 
ts eternal, will you triumphin the end.”

‘VOICES OF THE DEAD 


Distinctly Meard | by Gail Hamilton 
While She Was In a Trance, 


Forms of Dead Brothers Ap- 
peared Before Her. 


| Exemplification of “Blessed Are the Dead 


Who Die In the Lord.” 
—_— 


HAMILTON, Mass., Sept. 20. — “Gail 
Hamilton,” Miss Abigail Dodge, had a 
strange vision in her sickness last spring, 
and while ina state of trance seemed to 
herself to have a conversatien with her 
dead brothers. 

She is slowly recovering at her home 
here. Although the lady is not much 
more than able to sit up, yet she has 
written a paper, which the Rev. J. G. 
Nichols, pastor of the Congregational 
church in Hamilton, read instead of a ser- 
mon last Sunday morning. 

The subject of the paper was: “In the 
Valley of the Shadow of Death.” It deals 
with the thoughts, impressions and feel- 
ings of those who are “passing over the 
river.” 

She states that she was taken sick last 
spring while locked in a room in the 
Blaine mansion at Washington. She 

Felt That She Was Falling, 
and realized that something very serious 
had seized her. Her most intense feeling 
was the shock that her friends would re- 
ceive when they broke open the door and 
found her dead upon the floor. 

She felt that the shock would be lessened 
to them if they should find her lyingina 
natural position upon the sofa, and so she 
made a mighty effort with her fast-ebbing 
strength to cross the room to the sofa. 
She reached it, but stumbled and fell on 


| the floor beside it. 


She realized the situation when her 
friends found her, and could hear them as 
they spoke about her, although appar- 
ently she was unconscious 

Then came a long blank, that lasted 
how long she knew not. At times she 
would partially recover consciousness and 
wonder 

Whether She Were Dead or Not. 

Her brothers, Stanwood and Brown 
Dodge, both of whom are dead, one of 
them dying less than a year ago, appeared 
to her and conversed with naturalness. 
She sometimes felt that she would like to 
speak and inquire if she were really in the 
other world, but found it impossible to 
enunciate syllables. 

She decided to impress upon those who 
heard the paper read the truth of the sen- 
tence, “Blessed are the dead who die in 
the Lord,” for death, she said, “Is indeed 
a blessed thing.”’ She felt no especial 
sorrow in leaving lifeand laying down its 
burdens, but she had a poignant sym- 
pathy for her relatives and friends who 
she knew would mourn long and deeply 
at her death. “Do not have a horror of 
death,”’ was her thought; * ‘itis a blessed 


| thing.”

WAR CLOUDS. 


France and Brazil Are Participants In a Seri- 
ous Quarrel. 

ParA, Sept. 20.—A French force has 
landed north of Amapa and has blockaded 
Counani, close to where the fighting oc- 
curred last May. Governor Cabral, who 
was prominentin the former fighting, is 
preparing to resist the French. 


The trouble in May in the frontier dis- 
trict between Brazil and French Guiana 
has given rise to a good deal of bitter con- 
troversy between the two governments. 
The Brazilian governor, Cabral, arrested 
a Frenchman named Tralane in the re- 
gion which is in dispute between the two 
countries. The French governor of Gui- 
ana, Charvein, organized an expedition to 
punish Cabral and rescue Tralane. The 
expedition, led by Captain Lunier, was 
unsuccessful, its leader and four marines 
being killed. The French governor, Char- 
vein, was recalled to France for having or- 
ganized the expedition without the author- 
ity of the colonial office, and his successor, 
M. De Lamothe, formerly governor of 
Senegal, was sent out with instructions to 
pacify the region by peaceful measures. 


An Assurance of Peace. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—The Times’ Paris 
correspondent, discussing the French 
army maneuvers yesterday, says: If dur- 


ing the last 25 years the Vosges have not 
seen such a spectacle as has just been con- 
cluded, itis because under the reign of 
Prince Bisinarck the distrustful and sus- 
picious policy of Germany would not have 
acquiesced in such an event. There was 
no protest yesterday, and the two nations 
are on a footing of absolute equality. 
This equality, recovered by France and 
recognized by Germany, is not one of the 
least reassuring symptoms for the lovers 
of peace throughout the world. 


Culberson in Earnest. 

AUSTIN, Sept. 20.—It is believed 
that Governor Culberson will have Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons arrested before the 
fight and put under »onds to keep the 
peace, andif they persist and enter the 
ring they will be arrested and jailed be- 
fore they strike a blow. Everything here 
plainly indicates that the power of the 
state is going to prevent the fight, under 
the common penal statutes, no matter 
what decisions may be rendered on the 
prize fighting law. 


The Advance of Science. 

New York, Sept. 20.—Arrangements 
were completed yesterday for the estab- 
lishment of an experimental station in 
connection with the Pasteur institute. 
Land will be stocked with cows, horses, 
sheep, mules and goats,which will be bred 
with the express idea of the productiou of 
anti-toxine for the prevention of cancer 
and diphtheria. The land purchased is in 
Rockland county, 85 miles from this city. 


The Atlanta Show. 

ATLANTA, Sept. 20.—The machinery 
which President Cleveland’s touch set in 
motion was moving with a busy Whirl 
yesterday. It was Georgia’s editors day, 
and the members of the State Press asso- 
ciation had a good time generally. There 
is general gratification over the success of 
the opening exercises, and the big show is 
now fairly under way,

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CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Sept. 22. 
Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Torrc.—Our Christran Endeavor pledge—its 
joys, its requirements.—Eccl. v, 1-7. 


No element of the Christian Endeavor 
movement has been so frequently and 
so bitterly assailed as the Endeavor 
pledge, but experience has proved its in- 
estimable value, and that it was really 
the keystone of the Christian Endeavor 
arch. It isno longercriticised. It needs 
no longer to be defended. It has been 
its own defense and. has proved that it 
is neither impracticable, unreasonable 
nor un-Scriptural Theugh it no longer 
needs to be defended, it does need to be 
emphasized: Human nature is weak, 
and Endeavorers are only human. Too 
much cannot be expected of them, and 
it is no sign of unusual weakness if it 
is necessary constantly to remind onur- 
selves that we should keep the pledge; 
that when we vow a vow unto God we 
should defer not to pay it. 

1. The joys of the Christian Endeavor 
pledge. It has its joys as well as its re- 
quirements. It has the joy of possession. 
It speaks to us of God’s ownership; that 
He possesses us; that we have pledged, 
dedicated ourselves to Him in Christ. 
There is joy in being owned by those we 
love. This should particularly be the 
case in the ownership of God in Christ. 
It has the joy of definite knowledge. 
There is great joy in knowing what we 
should do. Nothing makes us more mis- 
erable than to be in serious doubt as to 
what we should do. The pledge is defi- 
nite. - There are certain things we pledge 
ourselves to do, and there is joy in know- 
ing it. It has the joy of a good con- 
science. This is of course the fulfilled 
pledge. There is joy to be found in the 
fulfilling of the pledge, and also in it 
after it has been fulfilled. 

2. The requirements of the Christian 
Endeavor pledge. The one great require- 
ment is that it should be fulfilled. It is 
a vow to God. It is a voluntary vow to 
God. It is a definite vow to God. 
There can be no excuse for not fulfilling 
it. No oneis compelled to take it, but 
when we do take it there is the most 
sacred obligation upon us to fulfill it. 
‘*When thon vowest a vow unto God, 
defer not to pay it, for He hath no 
pleasure in fools. Pay that which thou 
hast vowed.’’ We should pay it, and 
pay it promptly and gladly. There 
should be no begrudging the fact that 
we have taken the vow upon us. We 
should pay it all. There should be no 
neglect in that which may require the 
greater sacrifice. Faithfulness that is 
governed and controlled by personal 
whims and fancfes is not worthy the 
name of faithfulness. Keep the pledge, 
and it will keep you.

The 
treasurer of that board states that dur- 
ing the last year $33,160.53 has been 
received, and that in the last five years 
the total is $106,704.77. When you take 
into consideration that that represents 
but one board in but one denomination, 
and that the Presbyterian home mis- 
sionary board received $21,330.90 last 
year, we can praise God for the mission- 
ary uprising among the young.

Bostox, Sept. 21.—Two Boston inspec 
tors arrested one of the oldest and boldest 
criminals in the New England states yes- 
terday afternoon. He gave his name as 
James Freeman, but he was recognized by 
Chief Inspector Watts as Andrew Free- 
man, &D ex-convict and burglar, who was 
convicted at Lowell, Lawrence and other 
places several years ago. The police be- 
lieve he is the man who has been blowing 
open safes in Maine towns during the past 
few months. 

Inspectors Wise and Robinson noticed a 
man and woman on Tremont street yester- 
day afternoon attempting to sell postage 
stamps. The inspectors suspected that the 
stamps ‘were stolen, and followed the 
couple. They went tothe Union station, 
and just as they were about to bourda 
train the inspectors arrested them. At 
police headquarters they were searched, 
and over 1000 postage stamps, a silk dress, 
three gold watches, a large quantity of 
broken-up watch cases, chains and an im- 
mense quantity of jewelry were found 
upon them. The woman gave her name 
as Mary Williams. 

Chief Inspector Watts had little diffi 
culty in recognizing the man as Freeman, 
who has spent nearly half of his life be- 
hind prisen bars. He was convicted in 
Lawrence of breaking and entering the 
depot Oct. 30, 1865, and sentenced to three 
years in the state prison. He attempted 
toaid a state prisoner to escape after his 
release in 1868, and was sentenced for five 
years. He was convicted of breaking and 
entering dwelling houses in Lowell in 
1874 and sentenced to 10 years at Charles- 
town. Since his release he is believed to 
have been operating in New England 
towns.

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ITALY’S GREAT FETES 


End With the Unveiling of the 
Monument to General Garibaldi, 


The Celebration Not Directed 
Against the Pope. 


Premier Crispi Speaks Upon the Lessons 
That Have Been Taught 


Rome, Sept. 21.—The buildings through- 
out the city were literally covered with 
decorations and the streets thronged with 
people, who came to witness the ceremon- 
ies of the principal day of the series of | 
celebrations commemorative of the entry 
of the Italian troops into Rome. 

The fetes which began on the 14th inst. 
culminated yesterday in ‘the ceremony of 
the unveiling of the monument to General 
Garibaldi, in the presence of King Hum- 
bert and the royal family, the court, min- 
isters and deputations of veterans who 
served under Garibaldi. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
mayor of the city unveiled the memorial 
column at Porta Pia, which is erected on 
the exact spot at which the Italian troops 
effected a breach in the city walls when 
they occupied the city in 1870 and over- 
threw the temporal power of the pope. 
The veterans of 1870 moved to the site of 
the column in a splendid procession. They 
deposited hundreds of wreaths at its base 
and sang patriotic songs in grand chorus. 

The people who witnessed the cere- 
mony displayed the utmost enthusiasm. 
The decorations of public and private 
buildings were of the most imposing and 
liberal character. Every mention of the 
names of Garibaldi, Italy and King Hum- 
bert was greeted with loud cheers. 

Premier Crispi delivered an oration, in 


which he eulogized Garabaldi without | 


saying a word that might give offense to 
either France or the Vatican.

TRUE TO THE SOUTH, 


Confederate Veterans Explain Why 
They Went to Battle. 


Haucock | 


Governor Turney’s Frankness 
Surprises Auditors. 


Grand Parade the Feature of the Last Day of 
t Dedication Ceremonies. 


CHATTANOOGA, Sept. 21.—One of the 
| leading features of yesterday’s events, one 
that caused, perhaps, more comment, 
more enthusiastic cheering, and which 
will make a lasting impression upon 
those who saw it, was a company of Con- 
federate veterans, attired in their tattered 
old uniforms of gray, carrying the Stars 
and Stripes. They formed a part of the 
big parade, and as they passed through 
miles and miles of streets they were ten- 
dered an ovation. 

| The procession formed on Market street, 
the principal business thoroughfare of the 
city, and was characteristic of the occasion. 
First came a platoon of police and then 
the United States troops, foot and artil- 
lery, in camp at Chickamauga park, under 
command of Colonel Poland. These 
numbered, all told, about 1200 men. 

There were battalions from the Sixth, 
Fourteenth and Twenty-third infantry 

} and battery F, Fourth artillery; the Ohio 

| National Guards, including companies 
from Cleveland and Columbus, the latter 
on bicyeles; Capital City Guards of Geor- 
gia. This troop marched to the dedication 
rom Atlanta, arriving here Tuesday. 

The procession marched through the 
principal streets to Grant university, in 
front of which the reviewing stand was 
erected. The streets were decorated in 
great profusion, and as the troops 
marched under and by them they were ac- 
companied by the almost constant cheers 

| of assembled thousands. General J. S. 
Fullerton, president of the park commis- 
sion, was grand marshal. 

The procession disbanded shortly after 
| passing the reviewing stand, and the bat- 

tery proceeded to Orchard Knob, on the 
summit of which was fired the Union 
| salute of 44 guns at noon. At that hour

Speaking For the South, 


| General William B. Bate’s address pre- 
sented the southern view of the causes 
leading to the war. He said: ‘Whatever 
may be the right or wrong, the south be- 
| lieved she was right, and the principles in 
| defense of which the south accepted battle 
after peaceably seceding from the Union 
| were found in the constitution and taught 
by our fathers. 
| “TY have not the least apprehension that 
impartial history will fail to recognize the 
justification of the south in the records of 
| our untry. and find that according to 
| the faith that was in her people and their 
judgment, made up from that standpoint, 
there was no alternative left in 1861 but 
the appeal to arms; and I affirm, with 
equal confidence, that any comparison of 
the two sections from the earliest times to 
the present day will not find the south 
less pat or solicitous for the 
honor, glory and welfare of the Union.”’ 
The senator followed this up bya de- 
tailed history of the battle of Chicka- 
mauga and the events preceding and fol- 
lowing it, as viewed from his standpoint. 
General Charles H. Grosvenor of Ohio 
spoke in part as follows: ‘Here upon this 
legislative field, where political questions 
were to be settled, this conflict took place, 
and more than 80,000 men fell, killed or 
wounded in this bloody conflict. It was 
ing upon the altar of a country’s 
salvation, of a country’s purification, of a 
country’s rehabilitation, of a country’s 
‘ification, that was worthy of the mag- 
nificent results that followed the war.”

After the 
lapse of 30 years, since his banners went 
down for him, in his name, itis my pride 
and pleasure to greet bis former foeman, 
whom he joinsin doing honor to our re 
united country’s flag.” 

Colonel W. C. Oates, governor of Ala- 
bama, was the next speaker, and he was 
greeted with enthusiastic cheers. In his 
introductory remarks Governor Oates re- 
ferred to the significance the dedication of 
the battlefield of Chickamauga portended. 
The Union veteran, by his ceremony, ex- 
tolled his own gallantry, by which alone 
he was able to triumph over such de- 
termined foes as were those of the Con- 
federate army. It was complimentary to 
the Confederate veteran in this manly 
way to acknowledge defeat, accomplished 
by overpowering numbers, and to shake 
hands with his adversaries as honorable 
men, He next recited the action of his 
men at Chattanooga, telling of the heroio 
fight they made. Then he spoke of the 
causes of the war. 

Colonel J. A. Williamson of New York 
and Colonelg§S. R. Stegman also spoke, 
after which the meeting adjourned. 

At noon the citizens of Chattanooga 
paid their compliments to General H. V. 
Boynton, who originated the idea of mak- 
ing a national park out of the battlefield 
of Chickamauga. A number of citizens 
went to the general's office in the govern- 
ment building and presented him with a 
silver dinner set, containing 225 pieces. It 
was acomplete surprise to the venerable 
gentlemen, and he was so overcome that 
he could scarcely express his thanks. 

A reception was tendered Vice Presiden 
Stevenson and General Schofield and the 
visiting governors at the Reed House last 
night. 


Inciting to Murder. 

Hone Kona, Sept. 21.—At the annua 
examinations in Canton, thousands of stu- 
dents were given copies of an imperial dé- 
cree, in which the doctrines of the Chris- 
tians were fiercely condemned.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW. 


Tendency Toward Higher Prices In Many 
Branches of Business. 

New Yorks, Sept. 21.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: In spite of 
gold exports wheat advanced for some 
days, in all nearly 2 cents, mainly a sin- 
gle speculator bought, but on Friday fell 
about 1 cent. Corn rose and fell in 
sympathy with wheat, with as little rea- 
60n. @ 
Good reports of foreign crops, weakness 
of flour in Minnesota and large exports of 
corn from this country, all work against a 
rise in wheat, though scarcity of contract 
grades may help a speculative advance 
Pork products have been reasonably 
yielding, with prospects of a large corn 
crop, but before the close had a stronger 
tone. The cotton market, lifting and fall 
ing a fraction each day alternately, shows 
no settled terrdency, big stocks balancing 
an undoubted, but as yet not definite, de 
crease in yield. 

The surprising increase in production 
and advance in prices of iron seem to be 
bringing a natural c..eck, as prices have 
gone so high as to cause some purchases 
from Europe, both of pig and finished 
products, and have also caused a distinct 
shrinkage in homé demand. 

Leather has further advanced in some 
qualities, though the rise of 51 per cent 
for the first half of the year on 16 qualities 
has been followed by only 2 per cent rise 
since July 1, and this week a break has oc- 
curred of 2 cents in Union crop. Hides 
are 8 per cent lower than in July, after 
their advance of 80 per cent in the first 
half of the year, and the rise in boots and 
shoes cause some decrease in new orders, 
so that some shops have stopped work or 
reduced force. Shipments for Boston for 
three weeks have been 226,991 cases, against

AN URGENT APPEAL 


For Men to Vote Against Granting Municipal 
Suffrage to Women. 

Boston, Sept. 23.—That the fair sex is 
not a unit for granting municipal suf- 
frage to women is evident by the follow- 
ing manifesto sent out by the Massachu- 
setts association opposed to suffrage for 
women: 

To the People of Massachusetts:— 

The Wellman bill, enacted by the last legis- 
lature. gives the opportunity to all men and 
women qualified to vote for members of school 
committees to express their opinion on the 

uestion: “Is it expedient that municipal suf 

rage be offered to women?” 

This bil] is not rightly called a referendum, 
for it proposes no change in our laws, but pro- 
vides merely foran expression of opinion by 
yote. Its practical result will be its influence 
on future legislatures. 

We urge the duty upon all women to inter- 
est themselves in this question, and to aid the 
formation of a right public opinion thereupon; 
and we call upon all men voters to justify the 
present suffrage status by an overwhelming | 
“no” at the polls in November. 

We do not urge women opposed to the fur 
ther extension of the suffrage to vote. We! 
affirm that the burden of proof rests with the 
suffragists. We declare that the silence of our | 
sex at the polls will not mean consent, but op 
po-ition or indifference. 

We find tangible proof that the women of 
this state do not desire the ballot in their gen- | 
eral indifference to school suffrage, which has | 
failed to rouse their zeal and interest during | 
the many years of its existence, while some 
time before such suffrage was established the 
galuable services of women on the school 
boards had been secured by the votes of men. 

We believe that the extension to women of 


municipal sulrage would De a Ganger to the 
state, for which no compensating advantages 
are shown. 

We believe the present division of labor and 
responsibility between the sexes to be founded 
on reason anc on the laws of nature, and while 
freely sdmitting that a higher standard of pa 
triotic and civic duty is needed by both men 
and women, we affirm our belief that it must 
be brought about by an advance in civilization 
and in education, and that this advance would 
be impeded rather than helped by the compli- 
cations resulting from municipal suffrage.

NOTHING BUT FAILURE 


Can Be Recorded of Peary’s Experi- 
ence During the Past Year, 


Safe Return Regarded as 
Almost a Miracle. 


Explorer and His Two Companions Were in 
the Very Jaws of Death. 


St. Jonny's, N. F., Sept. 28.—Failure, 
starvation and misery is written large on 
the record of Peary’s expedition, which 
reached here Saturday. The relief steamet 
Kite, bringing Peary, Lee and Hanson 
safe home, entered port at 1 o’clock and 
came up the harbor with all her flags fiy- 
ing. 

Lieutenant Peary and his companions 
of the Greenland expedition have but little 
to say in regard to their experiences. The 
overland expedition to Independence bay, 
it is learned, was not only not as satis- 
factory as has been anticipated, but came 
very near to resulting fatally to Peary and 
the other two. They started late in March 
en this journey, and after reaching Inde- 
pendence bay were unable to proceed more 
than a few miles along the coast, just be 
yond their former stopping place. They 
reached the top of a mountain, and were 
unable to proceed further on account ol 
the precipitous nature of the descent. 


LIEUTENANT PEARY. 

During the trip an unexpected contin- 
gency arose, owing to the fact that Lieut- 
enant Peary was unable to locate his 
cache of last year, and was compelled to 
continue his journey without the food 
supplies which he had reckoned on. The 
three men, Peary, Lee and Henson, went 
at once om short rations, husbanding as 
much food as possible, but before many 
days thelr suffering became intense, and 
Lee broke down altogether. The strain 
had been so great on him that it became 
necessary to place him on a sledge, which 
the other two drew. His sickness gave 
further cause for alarm, because of the 
fact that the adequate medical supplies 
were not on hand, and it was feared, dur- 
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from exhaustion. But he rallied eventu- 
ally. 

All three owe their lives to the shooting 
of eight musk oxen, but during the 
journey they had to sacrifice the weaker 
dogs and feed the flesh to the others, for it 
was necessary to sustain some of the ani- 
mals as long as possible to enable their 
supplies and instruments to be brought 
along. Out of 49 dogs which started only 
one returned alive, and all five sledges 
were abandoned during the two days just 
prior tothe return of the party to Anni- 
versary lodge. 

Their safe return they looked upon as 
almost 4 miracle, as during those last two 
days hardly # partacle of food passed the 
mouths of any of the men, and the strug- 
gle to reach their homes was one of ever 
increasing suffering. When the relief ex- 
pedition reached Anniversary lodge, the 
Peary party were showing marked evi- 
dences of their terrible experiences,

The Kite sailed from St. John’s on 
July 11 for Peary’s headquarters in Ingle 
fleld guif, Greenland.

Fire Departments and Water Supply. 


The National Board of Fire Under- 
writers has addressed itself to the consider- 
ation of many questions during the 2 
years since its organization, some of which 
have a general interest. Its administra- 
tion of a fund for the offer of rewards and 
the conviction of incendiaries, its efforts to 
influence the adoption of proper bui'ding 


regulations and its cautions in reference to | 
the sale and use of explosives, oils and dan- | 


gerous compounds, are evidences of this. 
One branch of the work conducted by the 
Board during the past five years has been 
lost sight of by the public, if, indeed, it 
was ever known to any great extent. We 
refer to that of fire department and water 
supply inspection, In 1890 the Board de- 
cided to take up that subject. Ano experi 
was employed as general inspector, and a 
systematic examination of the fire depart- 
ments and water supply systems in the 
leading cities of the United States was be- 
gun. 

It is believed that the National Board is 
thus engaged in a practical and important 
enterprise. It is known that many im- 


provements have resulted, and that the} 


proffered suggestions have been welcome in 
many quarters. 
bodies and boards to meet and pass reso- 
lutions as to questions of local and public 
policy, but it is not so frequently that we 
find them organizing and paying the ex- 


pense of important bureaus to carry on the} 


reforms they suggest. In this the fire 


insurance companies are certainly to be | 


commended, for their work touches inti- 
mately and vitally the public welfare, and 
while the Board of Underwriters is first 
concerned for its own members, the scope 
of its action reaches beyond that, affecting 


the interest of every property-holder, and | 


having its influence in diminishing the fire 
loss of the country, which has amounted to 
725,000,000 in the last five years, or an 
average of $145,000,000 per annum with a 
loss for 1893 of $167,000,000 and $155,000,- 
000 in 1804. Any measures which will 
tend to lessen this destruction should be 
sought and applied. Efficient fire de- 
partments for which the Board is contend- 
ing are among the important factors enter- 
ing into the problem, and the movement to 
improve them should have the cordial and 
earnest support of the public as well as of 
the fire insurance companies and agents,

Property Assessed for $28,675 Sold 


on Saturday for $27,825. 


The auction sale of the property of John 
E. Drake on Washington street by Auc- 
tioneer Charles H. Johnson Saturday 
afternoon drew quite a crowd of moneyed 
men, and the prices realized were as large 
as expected.

The Old Colony Trains Running 


Smoothly on the Right. 


The Old Colony system of the N. Y. N. 
H. & H. R. R., which has been known for 
years as a left hand road, will be known 
so no more, as the change to a right hand 
road went into effect Sunday noon. 

The changing of the system required an 
enormous amount of work, as all of the 
switches and signals bad to be changed and 
hundreds of men have been kept busy for 
weeks making the changes. 

Until people become accustomed to the 
change there must be more or less danger 
and to guard against this an extra flag man 
has been placed at every station along the 
line, and others on sharp curves. 

As soon as a train passes a red flag is put 
out, being kept there five minutes, then a 
blue flag is substituted which is also ex- 
posed five minutes. 

All trains whether they stopped or not 
slowed up on approaching a station and if 
either the two flags are flying they come to 
a stop or run slowly. 

This plan will be kept in operation until 
all of the signals have been changed and 
until people become accustomed to the 
change. 

This morning everything was running 
smoothly although many people at the 
Quincy station who knew of the change 
would absent-mindedly cross over to the 
opposite side for their train, and remain 
there until notified by a railroad officer 
that trains for Boston left from the other 
side,

WRECK OF THE EDAM. 


An Ocean Disaster Without the Loss 
of a Single Human Life, 


Spanish Cruiser Wrecked Off 
the Coast of Cuba. 


More Than Two Score Men Went Down With 
the Ill-Fated Craft. 


LonpDoN, Sept. 20.—The passengers of the 
steamer Edam are safe. The Edam was 
from New York, Sept. 6, for Roiterdam, 
and foundered off Start Point, on the 
southern ooast of England, at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning, after a collision with 
the steamer Turkestan, which has reached 
Cardiff. Fifty passengers and 43 members 
of the crew of the Edam were landed at 
Plymouth, 

Captain Brunsma, commander of the 
wrecked vessel, says that the Edam was 
struck on the port side amidships. The 
vessel, he says, had favorable weather 
throughout the voyage across the Atlan- 
tio, and no trouble of any kind was ex- 
perienced until the channel was reached, 
when a thick fog was encountered. A 
sharp lookout was kept on board the ship, 
and for a time all went well. 

Then one of the lookouts suddenly saw 
through the fog a vessel bearing down on 
the Edam, and gave the alarm. Thesignal 
to reverse the engines was quickly given 
and the order was promptly obeyed, but 
it was too late to avoid a disaster, and 
almost immediately came the crash that 
resulted in the foundering of the Edam. 
An inspection soon showed t there was 
no hope of saving the vessel, afd the order 
was given for the passengers and crew to 
take to the boats, 

Fortunately the sea was smooth, and 
the transfer was carried out without diffi- 
culty, and perfect order was maintained. 
The Turkestan stood by until all were 
clear of the sinking steamer. 

The Turkestan’s stern was badly dam- 


All the passengers were picked up by 
the trawler Vulture and the steamer 
Beresford, after several hours afloat, 

The Edam is only a steerage steamship. 
She carried 89 passengers and a crew of 42. 

The Edam had about $120,000 worth of 
freight aboard. She carried 2000 tons of 
corn, 800 tons of flour and 200 tons of gen- 
eral freight. The company valued the 
Edam at $250,000, 


_ LIGHTS WENT OUT. 


Merchant Steamer Run Into and Sunk the 
Cruiser Barcastegui. 

HAVANA, Sept. 20.—The Spanish cruiser 
Barcastegul was wrecked at midnight 
Wednesday night by coming in collision 
with the merchant steamer Mortera in the 
canal at the entrance of Port Barcaste- 
gui. Admiral Delgado Parejoand throe 
other officers and over 40 of the crew were 
drowned. The cruiser had been employed 
on government business between different 
parts of the island of Cuba. 

Captain Vinal, of the steamer Mortera, 


in the course of an interview yesterdayco 
said that at 11:15 o'clock Wednesday 
night, when he was within two miles of 
the entrance of the harbor and going ata 
moderate rate of speed, he saw ahead on 
his starboard a green light, which, he pre- 


sumed.was that of a steamer leaving port. 
“TI ordered the engine to slow,” said 


Captain Vinal, “and proceeded on our 


course, hearing two whistles from the 
cruiser, to which we replied. Turning 
into the harbor and keeping In sight on 
our starboard the green light of the cruiser, 
we whistled twice again, thus indicating 
that we were turning into the harbor, 
when suddenly all of the lights of the 
cruiser were put out, 

“T immediately ordered the engineer to 
steam backwards, but it was of no avail, 
for the steamers collided. I ordered boats 
to be lowered and life-preservers to be 
thrown overboard. After the collision we 
were entangled with the Barcastegui for a 
time, but this situation endangered the 
Mortera as well as the crulser, and I or- 
dered the engines to go ahead, my intwa- 
tion being to try to run the Barcastegui 
ashore. f soon found, however, that thts 
could not be done with safety to the Mur- 
tera. Backing off from the cruiser, the 
Barcastegui sank almost instantly.” 

Admiral Parejo was the last man to 
leave the cruiser, being taken off fin a row- 
boat which was about to start for shore, 
when the suction occasioned by the sink- 
ing of the Barcastegui carried the buat 
down, and all on board were drowned. 
The total loss of life is set at 46, 

The archbishop of Santiago de Ouba and 
the bishop of Havana have sent wreaths to 
be placed on the coffin of Admiral Parejo. 

The gay streamers and flags that have 
decorated the city im welcome of the 
soldiers who have arrived from Spain 
have been taken down and replaced by 
draperies of black. The city ls in mourn- 
ing throughout for the admiral and the 
officers and crew of Barcastagul. 

The cause of the extinguishment of the 
lights on board the cruiser, which mas 
described by Captain Vinal of the Mortera, 
and which undoubtedly was the cause of 
the collision, was occasioned by the stop- 
ping of the engines to save the life of a 
sailor, whose arm had been caught In the 
dynamo.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. — James L.

be speedily settled.”

ALL DOUBTS REMOVED. 


American Men Surely Rank First In 
the Athletic World. 


Englishmen Were Beaten In 
Every Event. 


New Records Made by Wefers, Sweeney, 
Kilpatrick and Others. 


Ngw York, Sept. 28—The winged foot 
of the New York Athletic club stands in 
triumph on the winged helmet of the Lon- 
don Athletic club. The athletic claws of 
the American eagle have plucked out the 
mane of the British lion. America’s 
chosen athletes have proven their over- 
whelming superiority when compared 
with the picked speed and brawn of the 
British isles. No representative athletic 
team ever received so crushing a defeat as 
that administered to the London Athletic 
club organization at Manhattan field Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

There were 11 events on the program, 
and all were won by the Yankees. Ex- 
ceptin one contest, the quarter-mile run, 
the Englishmen were so badly outclassed 
that the result of the great international 
conflict was the cause of wild enthusiasm 
of the 15.000 spectators, who sat for four 
hours in the broiling sun to watch the ef- 
forts of these sons of mercury. 

Asifto further demonstrate their su- 
periority over the queen’s subjects, the 
Americans established three new world’s 
records, equaled another and broke 
another, but the latter could not be al- 
lowed because of a slight technicality. 

In only five events did the Englishmen 
succeed in taking second place, so that 
this is another piece of evidence to show 
how sorry a showing they made. 

There was no chance to quibble in any 
way, for the foreigners were treated with 
the utmost fairness by the officials, and 
the spectators applauded their efforts 
againand again. But they were not des- 
tined to win against such superb speci- 
mens of athletic manhood as carried the 
red Mercury foot tothe front without a 
single failure. 

It was a torrid day for the outdoor 
sport, but that was the only disadvantage. 
The track was never in finer condition. 
Every N. Y. A. C. man who won an event 
was a hero, but there were four in par- 
ticular who were literally worshipped by 
the great crowd. 

Wonderful Performances. 

B. J. Wefers of Lawrence, Mass., was 
the first champion to have the spectators 
at his feet. He won the 100-yard dash 
from Charles Alfred Bradley, the fleet 
Englishman, who had been heralded as a 
sure winner, in the remarkable time of 
94-5s., which equals the famous world’s 
amateur record of John Owens, Jr., of 
Detroit, and others. 

Wefers also won the 220-yard dash in 
the wonderful time of 21 3-5s., which is a 
new world’s record. 

Charles J. Kilpatrick also performed a 
feat that will remain as a standard for 
half-mile runners for some time to come. 
With a magnificant burst of speed he 
covered 880 yards in Im. 63 2-5s., which is 
another world’s record, and exceeds the 
long standing figures of 1m. 54 2-5s., made 
by F. J. K. Cross of Oxford in 1888, and of 
1m. 54)4s., made by the late W. C. Dohm 
in 1891. 

The most remarkable performance 
though, was the breaking of the running 
high jump record by M. F. Sweeney, who 
cleared the bar at 6ft. 5%gin. 

Stephen Chase also broke a world’s 
record forjthe 120-yard hurdle race oy doing 
it in 15 2-5s., but the figures cannot stand 
as a record, as Chase upset a hurdle in his 
hurry. 

These particular accomplishments prove 
beyond doubt that America can carry off 
the athletic palm at any time. 

As for the training and physical condi- 
tion, the N. Y. A. C. men were perhaps a 
shade superior, but the Britons cannot 
claim that they were not in condition. 
Some of the best athletes in all England 
did not come with the London team, it is 
true, but even if they had America would 
have triumphed all the same, for the boys 
who ran for tue honor of the Stars and 
Stripes were simply invincible, as their 
records show. 


After Long Service. 

POUGHEEESIE, N. Y., Sept. 23.— Rey. 
Francis P. Wheeler, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of this city, surprised 
his congregation yesterday by reading his 
resignation from the pulpit. Dr. Wheeler 
has been pastor of the church from which 
he resigned yesterday for over 36 years. 
He resigned because of old age. 


Love in Custody. 

New YORE, Sept. 28.—A. C. Love, the 
Texas postoffice forger, arrived last night 
on the steamer Advance in charge of 
United States Marshal J. C. Renfrew of 
Calvert, Tex., who went to Panama to 
secure his man. Love escaped from this 
country about four months ago and was 
hiding in Colombia. 


A Mother’s Battle. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—The Baroness de 
Roque, mother of Mrs. Florence May- 
brick, is said to have communicated with 
her solicitors in regard to new and im- 
portant evidence in the Maybrick case, 
which will be submitted to the home secre- 
tary, who has promised to review the case. 


Big Crowd Expected. 

CxHicago, Sept. 23.—Delegates to the 
Irish National convention, which will be 
called to order in this city Tuesday, have 
begun to arrive. The managers of the 
convention says that there will not be less 
than 1000 delegates in attendance. 


Shot by a Classmate. 

AMHERST, Mass., Sept. 23. — George 
Thompson of South Lancaster, a student 
in the Agricultural college, was acci- 
dentally shot by Thomas Charmbury, a 
classmate, while hunting in the woods. 
Thompson will probably recover. 


Benzine Exploded. 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 28.—Three men lost 
their lives and property was damaged to 
the extent of $40,000 as the result of a ex- 
plosion of benzine at the Atlas paint 
works at Alleghany. 


Lineman’s Awful Fate. 
WATERBURY, Conn., Sept. 23.—Benja- 
min Fuller, a lineman for the Waterbury 
Traction company, was killed here by 
coming in contact with a live wire. 


Snow Out West 
LARAMIE, Wy., Sept. 23. — The first 
snowstorm of the season reached here 
Saturday. Snow is reported falling at 
Rock Creek, 50 miles distant. 


WRECK OF A CRUISER 
Now Said to Have Been a Job Goncocted by 
Cuban Insurgents. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 23.—An entirely 
different explanation of the sinking of 
the Spanish cruiser Borcastegui and the 
loss of 46 lives in the harbor of Havana on 
last Wednesnay night is made in letters 
recelyed in this city yesterday by a distin- 
guished member of the Cuban revolution- 
ary party. 

According to the news telegraphed from 
Havana the day after, the catastrophe was 
due to a collision between the cruiser and 
the merchant steamer Mortera. It is now 
stated as an absolute fact that the Bor- 
castegui was sunk by a floating torpedo 
launched by an adventurous party of 
Cubans, 


Died a Raving Maniac. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—When the 
steamship Rhynland, Captain Leoswitz, 
from Liverpool and Queenstown, drew up 
to her dock yesterday, it was learned that 
Miss L. Hunt, a well-known Philadelphia 
artist, had died on board in great agony 
on the 20th inst. For six days previous to 
her death she had been a raving maniac, 
and had to be placed under restraint. The 
deceased is said to have been suffering 
from nervous strain since early.in the 
spring, when she almost lost her life in a 
fire in this city. For several days prev- 
ious to her death she suffered horribly, 
and no medical aid seemed able to relieve 
her. Miss Hunt was a beautiful lady of 
rare accomplishments. 


Rose Means Business. 

Lonpon, Sept. 23.—Charles D, Rose was 
asked yesterday for particulars regarding 
his challenge for the America’s cup, and 
replied: “Yes, Iam going to challenge 
for the cup. I haye already sent a pre- 
liminary message. The formal challenge 
will be through the Royal Victoria Yacht 
club next week. The yacht will be de- 
signed by Soper, and it will be built in 
Southampton. Ican give you no further 
particulars, as really they are not settled 
yet. Ishall make no conditions, though, 
of course,I am ‘ost anxious that the 
races shall he hel: where there will be no 
chance of interference, and I have no 
doubt that the New York committee feel 
the same way. 

Deplorable State of Affairs. 

Paris, Sept. 23.—Advices from Mada- 
gascar says that in hospitals calculated for 
the accommodation of 250 men are crowded 
600 sick French soldiers, lying upon im- 
provised bunks and but insufficiently at- 
tended by doctors and nurses. Hundreds 
of patients are lying groaning upon the 
bare ground, and suffering for lack of medi- 
cine and food, while the filthiness that pre- 
vails everywhere about them is indescrib- 
able. In many cases the bodies of French 
soldiers have been devoured by dogs be- 
fore they could be buried. 


A Cool Villain. 

Avsurn, N. ¥., Sept. 23.—Oliver C. 
Perry, the train robber, in some manner 
unknown procured two needles, which he 
placed in a stick in such a manner that 
when he placed the stick across his nose he 
prodded his eyes. He says that if he suc- 
ceeded in blinding himself the governor 
might be convinced that he (Perry) meant 
to reform and might extend clemency, 


In the New South. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Sept. 23.—The How- 
ard-Harrison Lron works of Bessemer have 
made 3 contract with the city authorities 
of Honolulu for several thousand of 18- 
inch pipe.

A POSTOFFICE ROBBERY 


May Result In the Removal of Post- 
master Ring of Cambridye, 


No Violence Used In Perpe- 
trating the Theft. 


Ring Reported to the Police and Subsequently 
Made Good the Deficiency. 


Boston, Sept. 24.—Inspector Boynton 
has taken steps to cause the removal of 
Gardner W. Ring, superintendent: of the 
Cambridgeport station of the Bostun post- 
office. The inspector has forwarded papers 
to the chief postal inspector at Washing- 
ton, recommending that such a step be 
taken for the best interest of the depart- 
ment. 

This is the result of Inspector Boynton’s 
work, with the assistance of others in his 
department, who endeavored to clear up 
the mystery enshrouding the disappear- 
ance of $1200 and four registered letters 
from the Cambridgeport postoftice during 
tbe evening of Sept. 3. 

It was not known until the next morn- 
ing that the money was missed, and then 
Postmaster Ring rushed into police head- 
quarters and announced that the money 
was gone. T's questions asked him he re- 
plied that the safe had not suffered any in- 
jury, and he could not say how the rob- 
bers had succeeded in gaining an entrance 
and then getting away with the money 

Without Being Seen. 

It was plain that the thief was someone 
acquainted with the combination. As 
entrance to the office had not been forced, 
and the safe had not been opened by vio- 
lence, the inspector suspected that some 
one employed in the postoflice had been 
the robber. One of the clerks went off at 
10 o’clock in the evening, and another one 
took his place at midnight. 

There was every reason to believe that 
the robbery had been committed within 
these hours. ‘The inspector Was mystified 
for a time, but he soon made a disclosure 
tohis chief. The following Wednesday 
Postmaster Ring made good the deficiency. 

Mr. Ring was appointed to the post- 
office service in December, 1879. He was 
promoted to the position of private sec- 
retary to Postmaster Corse Oct. 4, 1884. 
Dec. 2, 1886, he was reduced to a clerkship, 
and Noy. 1, 1890, he was appointed super- 
intendent of the Cambridgeport station 


DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


Stamford Negro Kilis a Woman and Himself 
Before the Public. 

STAMFORD, Conn., Sept. 24. — Mack 
Simpkins, a negro, about 40 years of age, 
murdered Mrs. Henry L. Dudley, a good- 
looking mulatto woman, and then com- 
mitted suicide, at 5:30 o’clotk yesterday 
afternoon, on Atlantic street, the main 
thoroughfare of the city, 

Simpkins, who is a widower with three 
children, had been very attentive to Mrs. 
Dudley. Her husband, who is a prosper- 
ous citizen, resented Simpkins’ attentions 
to his wife, and fora time Simpkins did 
not call at the house. Yesterday Simpkins 
got drunk, and told several of his friends 
that he intended to commit suicide. 

About 5:50 o'clock in the afternoon he 
met Mrs. Dudley on Atlantic street. Af- 
ter speaking a few words he drew a razor 
from his pocket and drew it across her 
throat, making a gash several inches deep 
and extending from ear to ear. Dr. F. J. 
Rogers, who was on his front doorstep, 
saw the cutting. He says the woman 
staggered a few steps and fell to the side- 
walk. He rushed out and attempted 
to capture the murderer, who still held 
the bloody razor in his hand. Simpkins 
ran down a side street, and before any 
one could catch him cut his own throac, 
dying almost immediately. Mrs. Dudley 
was taken home and expired half an heur 
later. 


At Hub Playhouses. 

Boston, Sept. 24.—John J. McNally’s 
latest production, “The Night Clerk,” 
made its Boston debut at the Hollis Street 
theater last night with Peter F. Dailey in 
the stellar role, Lillian Russell remains 
at the Tremont, where “La Perichole”’ is 
the attraction. This opera has been seen 
but once before in Boston. ‘“Burmah” 
opened its fourth week at the Boston, and 
“The Fatal Card” continues at the 
Museum. “‘A World of Trouble’ at the 
Park, “Martha” at the Castle Square, and 
“Greater 12 Temptations’’ at the Coluin- 
bia are the other attractions. 


After Twenty-Five Years. 

WESTFIELD, Mass., Sept. 24. — Mrs. 
Johanna Bush of this town believes she 
has discovered her husband, missing for 
25 years, in the person of William Dia- 
mond of Marinette, Wis., a man reported 
to be worth about $200,000 and to have 
married another woman in that state. In 
1868 Bush became involved in a criminal 
affair and left for parts unknown. Dia- 
mond was identified as Bush by a man 
who has known him from childhood. 
Authority has been given a Marinette 
lawyer to begin suit against Diamond for 
support for his wife. 


Guilty of Manslaughter. 

Boston, Sept. 24.—Charles Parsloe, who 
has been on trial on a charge of man- 
slaughter, in causing the death of James 
Cannon, on Sept. 1, was yesterday found 
guilty. Judge Sherman deferred sentence. 
Parsloe was fooling with a revolver, ac- 
cording to the testimony, and had no in- 
tention of shooting Cannon, who was his 
roommate, 


Gymnasium Dedicated. 

East NORTHFIELD, Mass., Sept. 24.— 
The new gymnasium of the Northfield 
seminary was formally dedicated yester- 
day. The “gym” is the gift of William 
Skinner of Holyoke, and was erected at a 
cost of $24,000. Dedication addresses were 
made by Mr. Skinner and D. L. Moody. 


Two Lives Were Lost. 

PortsmMouts, N. H., Sept. 24—There 
seems to be little doubt that the yacht 
which struck the bridge and sank here is 
the Juanita of Medford, Mass. F. A, 
Blakeslee and Charles E. Nye are satisfied 
that the boat sunk was the one manned 
by their sons, 


Scarlet Fever In Rowley. 

Row .ey, Mass., Sept. 24.—The scarlet 
fever epidemic has evidently got beyond 
control here. Schools have been closed 
and some of the residents have taken their 
children to other towns to escape the dis- 
ease. 


Too Hot For the Governor. 

FALL River, Mass., Sept. 24.—Thou- 
sands of people were in full enjoyment of 
« big holiday yesterday. Governor Green- 
halge and his staff were the attractions in 
one section of the city, while a mimic bat- 
tle, fought by the Firstregiment, M. V. M., 
was the greater popular attraction in an- 
other section. The regiment was out for 
itsannual field day, and the plans in- 
cluded the storming and defense of the 
town. The usual war meneuvers were 
shortened somewhat because of the in- 
tense heat, and Governor Greenhalge and 
hisstatff made no effort to see them. The 
governor's party was entertained by the 
mayor and city government. A public re- 
ception was held in the municipal build- 
ing. After the regiment had eaten in a 
large dining tent, they broke camp and 
marched toward city hall to the South 
park. Atcity hall the regiment was _re- 
viewed by the governor and staff and 
members of the city government. At 
South park a dress parade aud grand re- 
view took place.

VL From that time Avignon continued 
to be possessed by the popes for more than

REPORTS DON'T AGREE, 


Actual Situation In Cuba Is Still a 
Matter of Conjecture, 


Havana Reports Are All In 
- Favor of Spaniards. 


Letters From Insurgents Give Detailed Stories 
of Great Victories. 


HAVANA, Sept. 24. — Official reports 
have been received here of an important 
engagement which is said to have resulted 
disastrously to the insurgents. Two col- 
umns, numbering 300, penetrated into a 
thick forest and fought the insurgent 
band congregated there. The report -says 
that they captured their field huspital and 
medicine, while the insurgents took flight, 
leaving behind them 24 killed. 

As a result of three days’ operavions the 
insurgents are said to have lost 37 killed, 
50 horses captured and three prisoners. 
The forest is now clear of insurgents and 
their camp has been destroyed. The loss 
of the government is reported as two 
killed and seven wounded. 

Acolumn of troops met the insurgents 
in the district of Saugua La Grande and 
killed two and wounded five of their num- 
ber, according to the official reports. 

A column is officially reported to have 
fired upon a band of insurgents near 
Guines. The insurgents lost four killed 
and one taken prisoner, and then retreated. 
One of the soldiers was seriously wounded. 

Insurgants captured and killed two 
messengers, and afterwards attacked a 
train running from Isabela to Sagua. 
They were repulsed by a detachment of 
the civil guard, and left three dead when 
they retreated, according to the official re- 
port. Colonel Oliver reports that he over- 
took an insurgent rear guard at a plan- 
tation called Adela, killing two of them. 


TWO SEVERE BATTLES 


In Which insurgents Claim to Have Won 
Signal Victories. 


New YORK, Sept. 24.—President Palma 
of the Cuban revolutionary party in this 
city received a very important letter from 
Cuba yesterday, written Sept. 14 by a 
friend of Pedro Kovira, a Spanish private, 
who deserted to the Cuban ranks at Pera 
Zego, where Campos was defeated. 

Ina laterengagement Rovira was cap- 
tured by the Spanish, court-martialed and 
sentenced to receive 400 lashes and to be 
shot. The sentence was carried out while 
Rovira was shouting for Cuban liberty. 

The letter says that all Santiago, where 
the execution took place, was disgusted 
with the Spaniards, and then goes on to 
describe a hard fought battle: A man 
who was sick in a hospital at Casimbra 
escaped and told the Spaniards that Gen- 
eral Jose Maceo was sick at the Casimbra 
hospital and had only 80 men with him. 
On Aug. 30 Maceo heard that 1200 men— 
@ battalion corps and squadron of cavalry, 
with two pieces of artillery—were march- 
ingon him. Maceo mounted his horse, 
and from the mountain of Santa Maria 
reconnoitered the enemy's position. He 
ordered eight of his men to keep up firing 
from ambushade so as to deceive the 
Spanish. Meanwhile he had word sent to 
his brother, General Antonio Maceo. 

On Aug. 81 the Spaniards got hold of 
Fuencis, and General Jose Maceo fortified 
his few men in a plantation house near 
the hospital. He wished to guard the 
right side of the road leading to Bacca- 
lano, which skirted the hospital. The 
Spaniards were slowly closing in on him 
when General Cebreco and a Cuban col- 
umn came to his relief and made the en- 
emy evacuate their position, 

A hot engagement followed, in which 
the Spanish regained their position, but 
were unable to hold it long, as General 
Antonio Maceo suddenly appeared on the 
scene, and with Cebreco and Colonel Mien- 
ninit succeeded in wresting it from the 
Spanish. 

The Spanish now made a brilliant 
charge, and for the third time managed to 
secure the position, but in the engage- 
ment the Spanish captain of artillery was 
mortally wounded, and they slowly with- 
drew, the Cubans fighting them back. 

This battle lasted from 5 o'clock a. m. to 
lo’clock p. m. It was resumed in the 
early afternoon, however, and is described 
as follows: General Antonio Maceo clev- 
erly turned the Spanish column ap 
gained the pass of Baccano. He th 
massed his troops before the Spanish van- 
guard, while General Jose Maceo got his 
men in the rear. 

A desperate encounter ensued. It raged 
until 9 o'clock at night, when it was dis- 
continued until the dawn of the next day, 
Sept. 1. The Spanish then commenced to 
retreat until | iey reached the Igubanabano 
field, where .bey were able to use their 
cavalry, which was impossible on th 
mountains of Santa Maria. 

They did not gain any advantage, how- 
ever, and after burning their provisions 
they continued to retreat to Mountanin, 
which place they entered in scattered 
groups. The Cubans had no cayalry, but 
made effective use of dynamite bombs, 
which, the ietter states, ‘struck terror to 
the enemy.” 

In the engagement the Cubans’ loss was 
40 men, wou) ied and killed. The Span- 
jards lost over 300 men, 40 horses anda 
store of provisions and munitions of war.

The obvious intent of the Charter is to 
secure only the erection of scbhoojhouses of 
such a character as the School Committee 
in their experience and wisdom asbal! 
endorse; it is not the intention of the 


Charter to allow the Council, much less | 


the Executive, only discretion to make 
alterations in the plans. 


The order referred to directs me to build 
two schoolhouses of wood according to 
plans of Randlett & Howe and authorizes 
the expenditure of $55,000 for the same.

Compressea Air. 

According to a statement made at the 
Montreal meeting of: the American So- 
| ciety of Mechanical Engineers by Su- 
perintendent Heggem of the engine 
works at Massillon, O., the advantages 
of compressed air have been very pro- 
nounced in the foundry operations of 
that establishment. The air is supplied 
by means of three compressora. A bel] 
driven compressor, 18 by 10 inches in 
size, runs constantly and supplies most 
of the air that is used, and the working 
pressure is from 60 to 70 pounds; a 74 
inch by 7 inch steam driven duplex 
compressor is operated by a pressure 
valve, so that when the pressure of air 
falls below 60 pounds this compressor 
is put in motian to supply the deficien- 
cy—the air supply being thus main- 
tained automatically. A smaller steam 
driven compressor is also kept as a re- 
serve in case of accident to either of the 
other machines. The air is stored ir 
three reservoirs of 250 cubic feet capac- 
ity each, and these reservoirs are placed 
in those parts of the works where the 
greatest volume of air is required, and, 
owing to the intermittent use of the air, 
the compressors are equal to furnishing 
8 sufficient amount, and at acost of 
something like $3 per day of ten hours. 


Old English Coal Records. 

There is a record, dated 852, of the 
receipt of 12 cartloads of fossil coal at 
the abbey of Peterborough, and this was 
assuredly not the first case of produc- 
tion and delivery. 

The deeds of the bishopric of Durham 
contain records of grants of land to col- 
liers as far back as 1180, in various 
parts of the county. In the year 1239 a 
charter was granted by Henry III to the 
freemen of Newcastle-on-Tyne to dig 
coalin the fields belonging to the cas- 
tle, and it was in or about this year 
that coal was first sent to London. Very 
early in the fourteenth century evidence 
abounds of a large consumption of coa) 
by smiths, brewers and others. Already 
the smoke nuisance appeared, and a 
commission of Edward I levied fines to 
prevent it. 

Another charter, or license, was grant- 
ed to the freemen of Newcastle in Ed- 
ward III's time to work coal within the 
town walls, and in the year 1367 coa! 
began to be worked at Winlaton, in the 
neighborhood where George Stephenson 
was to evolve the locomotive 400 years 
later, while himself a worker at the 
coal pits. —All the Year Round.

Swarms should be hived immediately 
after clustering. With few exceptions, 
swarms alightin the immediate vicinity 
of the apiary, after issuing from the hive. 

Roofs of hives of whatever kind should 
receive a good coat of paint every year. 
Leaky roofs are damaging, and keeping 
well painted will in a great measure avoid 
this. 

Any one can stand on the ground and 
take a swarm of bees off a tree by using a 
basket or light box attached to a pole of 
sufficient length to reach. By placing this 
box or basket up against the cluster they 
will readily occupy it. But let the swarm 
be reasonably well settled before introduc- 
ing the box.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Heat of the Past Few Days Has 
Been a Record Breaker. 


Continued Dry Weather Is 
Causing Some Alarm. 


Rivers, Wells and Pastures Seriously In Need 
of Heavy Rain. 


Boston, Sept. 24.—The weekly weather- 
crop bulletin of the New England weather 
service for the week ending Sept. 23 is as 
follows: 

Generally clear, dry, hot weather has 
prevailed in New England during the 
*week just passed, and has been favorable 
for ripening and harvesting crops. The 
first part of the week was cool, but the 
hottest spell of the season has prevailed 
during the latter part in most places. At 
New London, Conn., the 22d gave the high- 
est temperature ever recorded there in the 
history of the bureau. Only light showers 
have fallen in any section during the 
week, and crops are suffering and water 
supplies are getting extremely low. One 
correspondent in Kennebee county, Me., 
states that the water supplies of the Hal- 
lowell Water company have not been so 
low for 17 years. The weather bureau ob- 
server at Eastport, Me., reports that the 
electric light works at Calais and St. 
Stephen on the St. Croix river have been 
obliged to stop, as the water is not high 
enough to turn the wheels. The river 
was never known so low before. At 
Eastport the deficiency in rainfall since 
Jan. 1is 13.04inches. The course of the 
hot wave has been the same monotonous 
saunter eastward that has marked its 
progress during four days. The very 
warmest part of the whole affair reached 
this section yesterday, 

Fall Feed Suffers. 

Generally clear, pleasant weather has 
prevailed in Maine, with light local 
showers on the 2ist and 22d. The water 
supplies are getting extrem™ly low and 
wells are fast falling. It is too dry to 
plow, and fall feed is seriously feeling the 
effects of the continued dry weather. The 
temperature the first part of the week was 
generally low, but for the last few days 
the hottest weather of the season has pre- 
vailed in many places. The heat has in- 
tensified the drought, but it has served to 
ripen up corn and other late crops well, 
until now most crops are past danger from 
frost. Cranberries were frost bitten on 
some bogs last week. Beans have cured 
very well. Potatoes are rotting to con- 
siderable extent. 

Potatoes Injured, 

Unusually hot weather has prevailed in 
New Hampshire all the last part of the 
week, and has hada bad effect on those 
potatoes yet remaining undug. Many re- 
port their crop badly rotted on some fields, 
while on others scarcely a rotten one is to 
be found. The weather has been gen- 
erally clear and dry, and very favorable 
for ripening corn and other crops. Much 
ensilage corn was badly frosted last week, 
and will go into the silos in that con- 
dition. Pastures are very dry, and water 
supplies arelow in many places. Corn is 
being putinto shock very fast. There is 
a@ general complaint of damage to apples 
by worms, and one cerrespondent in Hills- 
boro county states that they are full of 
dry, withered spots. Some are sowing 
winter grain, but, generally, ground is too 
dry for plowing. 

Little Showers. 

Light sprinkles of rain have come in 
Vermont on several days during the week, 
and has helped to keep feed in fairly good 
condition. The hot weather of the last of 
the week has ripened fruit very fast, and

We are inclined to think that this 
is not due tothe weather conditions, but 
is rather the effects of some imported 
fungus growth, and advise anyone finding 
effects of this kind on their fruit to send 
specimens to their state agricultural ex- 
periment station. 
Rain Badly Needed. 

Great changes in temperature have oc- 
curred in Massachusetts during the past 
week. The first part was cold and the 
last part gave some of the hottest weather 
of the season. The heat has colored up 
apples, and has ripened late crops as well, 
but caused cranberries to rot to some ex- 
tent and has been injurious to newly set 
strawberry beds. One correspondent in 
Piymouth county states that more dam- 
age was done the cranberry crop by the 
frost than was supposed in making his re- 
port last week. But another Plymouth 
county correspondent states that the dam- 
ag> to the crop was slight, and another in 
Barnstable county reports that it did but 
little damage in that county; che picking 
is now at its height. A rust has attacked 
barley in central Worcester county. Corn, 
on being husked, is found to be very fine— 
nearly all sound ears. Notwithstanding 
| the frost of last spring, grapes are gener- 
| ally in abundance. Rain is badly needed 

in most sections, 

Water Very Low. 

The weather has been very favorable in 
| Rhode Island for ripening crops and for 
| harvesting, and most of the fleld cornjis 
| cut and silos are being rapidly filled. Ap- 
ples are falling off very badly. With the 
| exception of a light shower on the 18th, 
| mo rain has fallen during the week, and 
water is getting low in wells and cisterns. 

Too Dry. 

The dry weather continues in Connecti- 
cut, and is having a bad effect on grass in 
fields and pastures, and on rye and late 
forage crops. It has been splendid 
weather, however, for drying corn and 
| beans and for digging potatoes. Several 
{report that the potato disease has been 
greatly checked by the dry weather. A 
| great part of the corn is cut. The crop was 
injured only slightly by frost.

The convention was called to order by 
John J. O'Connell of Chicago, chairman 
of the committee of arrangements. Mr. 
O'Connell explained the causes leading 
up to the calling of the convention; that 
the people of this country had lost faith 
in the Irish parliamentary party. For 
three days the delegates would be called 
upon to devise means for the furthering of 
the object, for which the gathering had 
been called. 

In the wishes of the speaker, the day 
would not be far distant when an Irish 
republic, based on the lines of the greatest 
republic on earth, would be established, 
to which end this convention would lend 
invaluable aid if its work were fittingly 
and properly done. Mr. O'Connell then 
{introduced as temporary chairman ex- 
Congressman J. F. Finerty of Chicago, 

Mr. Finerty said the extinguishment of 
the nationality of Ireland by fraudulent 
means had placed the smaller at the mercy 
of the larger. The act of union was 
passed by a sectarian assemblage, and had 
been cursed by all true, fervent Irishmen 
since the day of its birth. The various at- 
tempts of Irishmen to make the English 
government listen to reason were recapitu- 
lated by the speaker, the first and only 
one that accomplished the desired result 
being, in his opinion, the Fenian move- 
ment. 

The speaker continued: “There are 
those who fear that we may do something 
here against the laws of the United States. 
Our loyalty to the United States is shown 
in the Stars and Stripes on our platform; 
but our loyalty is a matter entirely inde- 
pendent of and separate from the neu- 
trality laws. When has England paid 
any attention to neutrality laws? Cer- 
tainly not in Ireland, where her presence 
is a standing memorial of her breach of 
beutrality laws. 

Neutrality Creates Serfs. 

“If France had said to Washington, as 
is frequently said to us nowadays, ‘Ob- 
serve the neutrality laws,’ you and I, 
gentlemen, would still be serfs. Though 
there be comparatively few Irishmen left 
in Ireland to bear the blows of the op- 
pressor, there are 20,000,000 of Irishmen in 
every part of the world rcady and anxious 
to strike the blow that shall make the old 
country free. 

“For 25 years the foreign policy of the 
United States has not been what it should 
have been. When the English gunboats 
landed their men at Corinto, it should 
have evoked a reply from the mouths of 
American cannon that would make the 
Monroe doctrine far more effective than 
the negative, pusillanimous neutrality 
laws. When Cuba raised the flag of free- 
dom, it should have been the duty of 
Americans to hasten to her deliverance, 
neutrality or no neutrality; and when the 
power of England is used against the 
United States, it wonld be our duty as 
citizens of this great republic, and our 
pleasure as childred of old Ireland, to hear 
the rebel yell at the gates of England— 
that rebel yell which, while it was con- 
fined to American soil, England did so 
much to encourage and foster, despite all 
the neutrality laws. 

“Thus far all agitation has seemed to be 
hopeless against the treachery and deceit 
of England. It is time now that we try 
some other course. We aim to consolidate 
the Irish race in a sensible, aggressive 
movement against the British empire 
wherever we can strike her. In the for- 
mation of plans for this work, gentlemen 
of the convention, the eyes of the children 
of Ireland are upon you.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Finerty said: “We 
are here to proclaim to the world that the 
Irish race is by no means defeated or dis- 
heartened. There are more Irishmen to- 
day than were ever on the face of the 
earth before. We'll circle England with a 
wall of fire, which shall never be extin- 
guished until Ireland is free.”

BRITISHERS ARE ALARMED 


Over the inroads Made by the Russians In the 
Chinese Empire. 

Lonpoy, Sept. 25.—It is announced that, 
| with the sanction of the czar, a Russian 
| bank with very large capitul will be 
opened for business soon at Pekin, witha 

branch at Shanghai. Some of the most 

prominent financiers and merchants in 
| Russia are interested in the scheme, which 
has been secretly canvassed. The charter 
has just been issued. 

This enterprise is as another 
indication of Russia’s determination to 
wrest the commercial as well as the politi- 
cal supremacy in the far East from Eng- 
land. Trading emissaries of Russia have 
freely assisted the government of China 
with money, and have already penetrated 
to the interior of China, where they are 
supplanting the British. 

An article which appears in The Globe 
indicates the alarm with which the Eng- 
lish view the situation. This article says: 
Russia will unquestionably extort from 
China the right of way through Man- 
churia for the trans-Siberian railway. A 
struggle for supremacyin Asia is upon 
us. If British influence does not go 
under altogether, we must bear our part 
in the old, masterful, English spirit 
without delay. Thanks to our good re- 
lations with Japan, we ought to be able 
to work that power to our advantage 
politically and commercially. 


Cuban Town Destroyed. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—British steam- 
ship Culmore, from Baracoa, Cuba, 


and news of the complete destruction of 
the port of Yumuri, Cuba, on Sept. 18 by 
insurgent forces. The entire place was 
burned down. Hundreds of people were 
left homeless. They were subsequently 
driven back over the mountai»s, and the 
huge elevators, erected by the fruit ex- 
porters for carrying the bananas down 
from the mountains of Yumuri for ship- 
ment, were destroyed.

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A LACK OF HARMONY, 


Warring Factions of New York 
Democracy In a Turmoil, 


Tammany Men Push Them- 
selves to the Front. 


Shining Lights of the State Were Conspicuous 
by Their Absence. 


Syracuse, Sept. 25. — Alhambra hall, 
in which the State Democratic convention 
met yesterday, was crowded when Chair- 
man Hinckley of the state committee 
called the convention to order at 12:27. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. A. H. Van 
Stock. 

Chairman Hinckley announced that he 
was directed by the state committee to say 
that the regular and Shepard delegates in 
King’s county were to be placed on the 
roll, the regulars to have two-thirds vote 
and the Shepardites one-third, 

Chairman Hinkley then announced as 
the choice of the state committee for tem- 
porary chairman Perry Belmont. Mr. 
Belmont was greeted with applause upon 
his appearance on the platform. 

Mr. Belmont began a long speech by 
eulogizing Senator Hill for his unflinch- 
ing devotion to party interests during the 
last campaign. In view of the reverses of 
that campaign, the speaker argued that 
the swift changes of party power in this 
state should encourage the Democrats not 
to be without hope. Much, he thought, 
will, however, depend on the way they ap- 
preciate the lesson of the past. 

Mr. Belmont strongly advocated reform 
of the excise law. As it now stands, said 
he, the voters of the city of New York can- 
not control the management of the tem- 
perance question in their own city, even 
as much as voters in towns and villages 
can cotrol it therein. 

The ‘absurdity of such a law is manifest 
when, according to the construction seri- 
ously and resolutely insisted upon, it can 
not give a license to Governor Morton or 
Mayor Strong to offer in their houses in 
the city a glass of wine on Sunday to any 
one who may be dining with them. 

Mr. Belmont finished his speech at 1:23 
.m. 

When Mr. Cleveland’s name was men- 
tioned the applause lasted fully a minute. 
Hill’s name drew out another burst of ap- 
plause, as did that of Roswell P. Flower. 
For Local Option. 


Just before the convention adjourned 
Dr. Storcke of Buffalo offered this resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the committee 
on platform: 

We ask of the state legislature to pass a uni- 
form, reasonable license law, with a proviso 
for local option, the revenue of which license 
shall go to the local poor fund of the cities 
and townsin the state. We further ask that 
the legislature amend and modify the Sunday 
laws now upon the statute books in such a 
form thit the enforcement thereof will not 
be oppressive nor obnoxious to any class of 
our people, and not prove destructive to any 
business interest in our state. Such laws 
should be in conformity with the spirit of the 
constitution and laws of our country, that 
guarantee personal liberty and equal rights to 
all citizens. Sunday laws should designate 
the Sabbath as a day of devotion, rest and 
recreation. The provisions of the law should 
protect the peoplein their religious exercises 
and devotion on the Sabbath day; the sale of 
liquor of any kind should be prohibited in all 
public places during church hours and divine 
service. After 2 o'clock the day shall be made 
free for rest and recreation of the people in 
the interest of good morals and labor as weil 
as capital. 

At 1:50 p.m. the convention adjourned. 

Discontent Rife. 

Very few of the practical politicians in 
the city at the present will remember ever 
having seen such aseething pot of discon- 
tent brewed within the few hours that 
intervened between the hour of recess of 
the convention and the meeting of the 
various committees, 

From an outward calm of the early 
morning, born of the desire te obey the 
leaders, the situation has grown into a 
blistering ferment that make some of the 
greater of the leaders fear for the continu- 
ance of their control. Up to the hour of 
convening of the convention, it was sup- 
posed that the plan of representation 
adopted by the King’s county people was 
the plan favored by the leaders, and 
would be adopted in the case of the New 
York contest. 

But men with Tammany badges were 
about sowing discontent, and the result 
was that when the convention adjourned 
there was no certainty that there would be 
any acceptance of the plan, 

At the head and front of the revolt 
against the plan favored by Senator Hill 
and ex-Governor Flower were Senator 
Murphy, ex-Police Commissioner Martin, 
ex-Senator Grady, ex-Mayor Gilroy and 
Lieutenant Governor Sheehan, 

Flower and Martin at Odds, 

Ex-Police Commissioner Martin had a 
talk with ex-Governor Flower yesterday 
afternoon, and some very hot words 
passed. Flower was in favor of harmony 
atany cost, and Martin was just as sure 
that the state Democratic people should 
not be treated with, as they did not come 
regularly as contestanta. The two leaders 
disagreed so badly that they lost their 
tempers and left each other without com- 
ing toasettlement. Martin went at once 
to the Vanderbilt and called a meeting of 
the Tammany committee. He appointed 
a committee to appear before the commit- 
tee on contested seats and argue against 
aby representation for the state Democ- 
racy. Thomas F. Grady, a deadly enemy 
of the state Democracy, was made chair- 
man of the delegation, 

One of the significant facts and features 
of the day was the absence from the con- 
vention of every leader except Roswell P. 
Flower. Senators Hill and Murphy did 
notcome. Leaders Martin and Grady of 
Tammany were not there. John B. 
Thacher and ex-Lieutenant Governor 
Sheehan were also absent. 

Another of the features of the day was 
the cutting by Mr. Belmont of his speech, 
so far as it related to the “roasting’’ of 
third term presidential aspirations, 

Last night the matter of the excise plank 
was referred to a sub-committee of the 
committee on resolutions. The committee 
on credentials recognized the Tammany 
organization as the regular Democratic 
organization, but decided to give the State 
Democracy organization a one-fifth repre 
sentation, in the interests of harmony. 

The platform as adopted, after declaring 
in favor of excise reform and home rule 
for the cities, commends President Cleve- 
land for his efforts in behalf of sound 
tnoney, tariff reform and civil service re 
form. The existence of the A. P. A., asa 
secret political order within the Repub 
lican party, isdenounced. The radical po- 
sition of the extreme bimetallists is alsa 
denounced.

A BIGAMOUS MARRIAGE 


Has Its Sequel In the Suicide of 
Violet Haskell of Deer Isle, Me, 


Left Her Husband to Wed a 
Negro Musician. 


Returned to Husband’s Sick Bed When Her 
Doings Were Exposed. 


DgeER ISLE, Me., Sept. 26.—Mrs, Violet 
Haskell, who became famous some weeks 
ago by marrying Professor J. H. Brister 
of Cincinnati, a negro musician, while 
having a living white husband sick at this 
place. was found dead in the woods by the 
roadside yesterday afternoon, having com- 
mitted suicide by shooting. Soon after 
the account was printed of her biga:mous 
marriage she returned here with her child. 
Sinoe then she has remained with Has- 
kell, her legitimate husband, who con- 
tinues sick. She left their home yester- 
day afternoon to yisit the village. Within 
an hour after she had been seen alive her 
dead body was found 

The tragic death of Mrs. Haskell recalls 
her marriage to Professor J. H. Brister, a 
colored musician and the founder of the 
Pickanniny band, at Cincinnati, on June 
17, after leaving her husband, Everett J. 
Haskell, on a sick bed at 
home at Deer Isle. 

Everett J. Haskell at one time kepta 
photograph studio on Washington street, 
Boston, but became sick and was obliged 
to enter a Boston hospital. His wife vis- 
ited him regularly, and, being convinced 
that he would die, is alleged to have 

Put on Widow's Weeds, 

Finally she decided that he ought to die 
in his Deer Gle home, and had him taken 
there. She remained with him for three 
days and manifested excessive devotion 
On she third evening she engaged a gen 
tleman to drive her to the village, where, 
it is said, she passed the night, leaving the 
island in the morning. 

She arrived in Boston on May 20 and 
went to a hotel, the register of which, it is 
stated, showed the name of “Mrs. Pro- 
fessor Brister angi maid.’”’ The following 
morning she went toa Somerville board 
ing place where her child, Ethel, was, 
took her away and started for Cincinnati. 

Her Marriage to Brister. 

P» fessor Brister, whom she afterward 
married, first appeared on the scene last 
fall, when, in “Old Kentucky,” with 
which he was connected, was at the Bos 
ton theater. 

Her marriage to 
colored man, and the all 
her husband created considerable 
ment at the time at Deer Isle. 

She did not live a great while with her 
new husband, but, hearing of the stories, 
she returned to Deer Isle and to her hus 
band’s bedside. She had her child Ethe! 
with her. 

She told her husband she had never de 
serted him, and had come back to nurse 
him back to health. The man was over 
joyed and hugged her with delight. She 
told him she would never have married had 
she not thought him dead, and showeda 
letter which she claimed to have received 
from her brother-in-law announcing his 
death. 

Charles Haskell, who, she claims, wrote 
the letter, is said to have stated that he 
never wrote to her after she left home, 
and knew nothing of the letter. 

Mrs. Haskell’s name before she married 
her first husband was Veda V. E. Earle, 
and she was married to him in Boston on 
Dec. 7, 1889. 


GREENHALGE A WINNER. 


Sure of Nomination For Governor by Republi- 
cans of the Bay State. 

Boston, Sept. 26.—Caucuses of Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights show that a large 
majority of the delegates are favorable to 
the renomination of Governor Greenhalge. 

The Republican state convention will 
be made up of 2018 delegates. Cf these, 
774 were chosen Tuesday night, leaving 
1289 to be chosen last night. So far as the 
returns have been reported the caucuses of 
both nights chose 817 Greenhalge dele- 
gates, 252 counted as anti-Greenhalge del- 
egates, including about 30 pledged to 
Haile and 68 doubtful. 

These reports show pretty clearly that 
the fight of the A. P. A. has failed, for 
many of the cities that were regarded as 
A. P. A. strongholds completely slumped, 
and the towns bravely rallied to the rescue 
of Governor Greenhalge. 

So far as the caucuses are concerned 
there can be no doubt of the result. 
Whether the A. P. A. will now continue 
their fight in the convention remains to 
be seen. The opinion prevails that they 
will not, but will submit as last year. 

District Attorney Moody has carried 
every city and town in the Sixth congres- 
sional district, except Gloucester and 
Groveland, and will, therefore, receive 
the Republican nomination for congress.

FINERTY AND ROSSA 


Deliver Fiery Speeches at the Irish 
Convention In Chicago, 


Proposed Organization 
Military Companies 


Te Strike the Blow For trish Independence 
When Called Upon. 


CxIcaGo, Sept. 26.—The delegates to the 
Irish convention were again in session 
yesterday. Secretary Sutton read another 
batch of dispatches. Four messages from 
Belfast were to the effect that that city 
approved the convention. The temporary 
organization was made permanent and 
the election of permanent officers, resulted 
as follows: 

J. ¥. Finerty, chairman; J. P. Sutton, 
secretary; J. F. Keating, T. H. McGrevy 
and J. O. Strain, assistant secretaries; 
J.M Kennedy, Montana; C. D. O’Brien, 
St. Paul; C. F. Driscoll, New Haven; P. J. 
Judge, Holyoke; Cornelius Harding, Pitts- 
burg, vice presidents. 

Any doubts as to the earnestness of the 
“new movement” toward freedom for Ire- 
land were set at rest when Chairman 
Finerty declared for an Irish-American 
standing army, which shall be ready to do 
battle for Ireland whenever opportunity 
may present itself. The boldness of the 
pian, as outlined by the speaker, created a 
sensation. The chairman’s views met 
with the hearty approval of the delegates. 
He outlined a plan by which young Irish- 
Americans throughout the country shall 
be organized into military companies, 
which will, as a whole, constitute a stand- 
ing army that may, at a proper time, 
strike for Irish liberty. 

Mr. Finerty’s address was made after he 
had been chosen permanent chairman. 
He said “American papers question the 
prudence of holding this convention and 
dictating to us a policy, and hoping we 
will do nothing to offend English senti- 
ment. What do we care for English senti- 
ment? We do not want to offend Ameri- 
can sentiment, nor French sentiment, nor 
Russian sentiment, but we want to offend 
most seriously our 

Hereditary and Merciless Foes, 

“Weare here today to sound the death 
knell of Whiggery in Irish politics. We 
stand on our rights as a race to advocate 
the absolute independence of the land that 
gave us and our fathers life. Our friends, 
the editorial writers, may preach the doc- 
trines of prudence. I will remind my 
American editorial friends that when 
America had a grievanoe against England 
they did not stand on the order on which 
they threw the British tea chests into Bos- 
ton harbor. 

“The English press will say that we are 
here for other purposes than the accom- 
plishment of the liberty of Ireland. It is 
physically and morally impossible for the 
English press to tell the truth. We do 
rot care ff we are to be beset by whole bat 
talions of English spies. Wedo not care 
ifall Scotland Yard was within hearing 
tanight, because we are meeting in public 
and with an avowed purpose.” 

Continuing, the speaker said: ‘We are 
here to institute the sympathy of the 
whole world to our cause. We are here to 
encourage the enlistment of young Irish- 
men, whether in independent or regular 
battalions, to be ready when the time 
comes.” 

Mr. Finerty, having thus outlined the 
cause and purpose of the meeting, con- 
cluded with a ringing peroration that 
brought the audience to its feet again and 
again. The close of the speech produced a 
wonderful scene in its way, the audience 
standing and 

Cheering For Fully Ten Minutes. 

Several other resolutions and communi- 
cations were then handed in and turned 
over to the committee on platform and 
resolutions. 

A motion that a committee of one from 
each state be appointed to draft resolu- 
tions was adopted. 

Several committees were appointed, 
William Lyman of New York being ap- 
pointed chairman of the national commit- 
tee of ways and means. 

Calls were then made for speakers, and 
O'Donovan Rossa, O'Neil Ryan of St. 
Louis, and Delegates O'Leary of Mon- 
tana, Langdon of New York and Wilher 
of Pennsylvania responded. 

Rossa was given an ovation when he 
arose to address the meeting. He said, in 
part: “Iam notin favor of waiting. In my 
judgment the time to strike is when you 
are ready, and the place to strike is Eng- 
land. All this talk of organizing to fight 
the English out of England is very well, but 
it has no terror for England. She is more 
afraid of the Irish in England and Ireland 
than in any other place. Now is the time 
for us to strike, and the quicker the bet- 
ter.” 

The other speakers spoke in a similar 
strain. The convention then adjourned 
until today. 

British Comment. 

Loxpon, Sept. 26.— The Pall Mall 
Gazette says: The new movement in Chi- 
cago, the national convention of Irish so 
cieties, is similar to all the old ones, 
boodle, not the independence of Ireland, 
being its mainspring. Crafty ringlead- 
ers, the paper says, sell their influence to 
parties in America and appropriate the 
subscriptions of hot-headed dupes, whose 
fancies are still fired by tales of the long- 
ago past. 

The Times comments upon the Chicago 
Irish convention as follows: It appears to 
be the embodiment of an effort by Mr. 
Fiverty and those behind him to muster 
as many Irish societies as they can be- 
neath the banner of their presidential can- 
didates. The performance will be re 
garded with contemptuous indifference in 
this country. :

His Majority Surprisingly Large—A. P. A.

The Australian system worked very 
satisfactorily in Ward One, and it is not | 
likely that this ward will ever go back 
to the marking list of ye olden times.

Tammany Hall organization shall be recog- 
nized and seated as the regular organization 
of the party in New York county, butin the 
interest of harmony at this time the commit- 
tee recommends, subject to the aforesaid con- 
ditions, that the sitting delegates. as well as 
the delegates known as the State Democracy, 
be admitted to the convention, with one-fifth 
ofa vote to each State Democracy delegate 
and four fifths of a vote to each Tammany 
Hall delegate.

It was 
22 to 27 against. Senator Hill voted in 
the negative. The next ballot was to al- 
low one-fifth. It was carried by a vote of 
8 to17.

The state convention was called to order 
at 11:36. and Permanent Chaiman Flower 
addressed the delegates. The ex-governor 
said he counted himself out of politics, 
but he was too earnest a Democrat to re- 
fuse the call of his party if it needed his 
services on such an occasion as this. His 
address was very lengthy. 

When the New Yerk contest was reached 
the resolution as adopted in committee 
was read during intense quiet. Then 
during the roar of applause Delegate Pat- 
terson offered a resolution giving the 
County Democracy one-third representa- 
tion and Tammany two-thirds. 

Mr. Patterson appealed to the conven- 
tion to do justice to the New York con- 
testants. 

Mr. Bell urged the adoption of the re- 
port of the committee on credentials. 

Senator Guy and ex-Senator Grady of the 
New York Tammany delegates, spoke in 
favor of the Tammany side of the dispute. 

At 12:25 the vote was taken on the Pat- 
terson amendment placing the names of 
both delegations on the roil. It was lost. 
Then the question of adopting the report 
of the committee on credentials giving 
the contestants one-fifth representation 
was put and carried by a large affirmative 
vote. 

Confusion followed. Tammany men 
cheered, and cries of derision were heard 
from the spectators’ benches. In the 
midst of it allthe Grace-Fairchild Dem- 
ocrats marched out of the hall. 

Democracy’s Demands. 

The platform, which was adopted with- 
out debate, makes the following declara- 
tions of principles and policy: 

1. Home rule, the first essential oondition of 
good municipal government; local jurisdiction 
and control over purely local affairs; no legis- 
lative meddling. 

2 Economy in public expenses: no public 
money for private purposes or political jobs; 
strict audit of official expenditures; a low tax 
rate. 

8. Honesty in public office—no tainted legis 
lators; no corrupt traffic in legislation; clean 
men and free agents; no hypocrites. 

4 Equal and honest enforcement of all the 
laws; & proper observance of a day of rest and 
an orderly Sunday; modification or repeal of 
laws unsupported by public opinion: no un- 
just sumptuary laws; no blue laws; recogni 
tion of the fundamental American principle of 
freedom of conscience; home rule in excise ag 
in other matters within reasonable limitations 
established to protect the interests of temper- 
ance and morality—and an amendment of the 
excise and other laws by the legislature of the 
state which shal] permit each municipality ex- 
pressing its sentiments by a popular vote of a 
majority of its citizens to determine within 
such proper legislative restrictions as will be 
in the interests of the entire state, what may 
be required by its necessities and conditions. 

6. The attempts of prominent Republican 
politicians in the large cities of the state in 
repudiating their own platform are renewed 
evidence of their hypocrisy and dishonesty on 
the excise question. 

6. Equal taxation; no unjust discrimination: 
no favored interests; no party legislation. 

7. Individual liberty; the right of all citizens 
to equal opportunities before the law; equal 
and exact justice to all men. - 

8. Honest elections; compulsory official ac 
counting of expenditures by political commit- 
tees, as well as candidates; personal registr 
tion of voters as a safeguard against fraud. 

9. Practical and honest reform in the civil 
service. 

10. Intelligent and liberal promotion of agri- 
culture. 

11. Improved highways of travel throughout 
the state. 

12. Beneficial and needed legislation in the 
interests of labor. 

13. Federal taxation for revenue only; no 
government partnership with protected mo- 
bopolies; no meddling with the present re- 
formed tariff to the injury and unsettling of 
business and industries. 

14, Sound money; gold and silver the only 
legal tender; no currency inconvertible with 
eoin; gradual reti1ement and extinction of the 
greenback currency; no free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 

15. Strict construction of the federal consti- 
tution: rigid maintenance of the reserved 
rights of the states; no force bills. 

16. No entangling alliance with foreign na- 
tions; the vigorous enforcement of the Mon- 
roe doctrine; no jingoism. 

The planks of the platform on national 
affairs declared for sound money, taxation 
for revenue only, no entangling alliance 
and endorsed the administration of Presi- | 
dent Cleveland. | 

_At the request of William Sulzer of 
New York the following resolution was 
adopted without objection: 

Resolved, that we extend our sympathy to 
the Cuban patriots and to all people strug- 
gling against oppression, and endeavoring to 
achieve their freedom and independence, 


PRAISE FOR PEARY. 

His Discoveries Surpassed Those of Nansen 
and Nordenskjold. 
WasHINGTON, Sept. 96.—General A. W. 
Greeley, the Arctie explorer, when asked 
how he regarded the various expeditions 

of Lieutenant Peary, replied: 

“That is somewhat of a difficult ques- 
tion toanswer. Jt may not be satisfactory 
to some, that the courage and persever- 
anee of Lieutenant Peary have resulted in 
some of the most brilliant geographical 
feats of late years. 

“His journey over the Greenfield ice-cap 
tar surpassed in extent and discoveries the 
journeys of Nordenskjold and Nansen 
upon the inland ice from 600 to 1000 miles 
tothe south. From a geographical stand- 
point, the most important result has been 
the location of the extreme coastline of 
northeast Greenland. 

“Peary’s efforts, single-handed, have 
done more to outline the coast than the 
entire efforts of European travelers for a 
century past. He has reached a point 
more than 200 miles above the extreme 
north reached by the German explorers in 
1870. 

“The most important scientific benefit 
derived from the expedition is the ena- 
bling of experienced American geologists 
to study on the spot the glacial conditions 
of Cape York region. The application of 
photography to this work has enabled 
Chamberlain and others to do more ex- 
tensive and important work in a few 
weeks than their European predecessors 
could in as many months. The outcome 
of Chamberlain’s studies must be of con- 
siderable importance from a geological 
standpoint. 

“From a standpoint of .physical geogra- 
phy itis of very great interest to know 
that for the greater part of north Green- 
land is covered with an ice-cap thousands 
of feet in thickness.” 

When asked if Peary’s methods showed 
that the future of Arctic success depended 
on the use of very small parties, General 
Greeley replied: “On the contrary, they 
emphasize the extreme danger of such 
operations with a very few men. A small 
party must always do the brilliant work, 
but it must be supported by a more ex- 
tensive party under a competent leader.” 


Rose’s Pedigree. 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—The Graphic says of 
Charles D. Rose, the new challenger for 
the America’s cup, that he is the second 
son of the late Sir John Rose, who was at 
one time minister of finance for Canada. 
Charles D. Rose's mother was Miss Em- 
mett-Temple, of Rutland, Vt. Mr. Rose 
was born in Montreal. Mr. Lowe, an 
American racehorse owner, Dow in Eng- 
land, is said to be joint owner with Mr. 
Rose of the new challenging yacht. The 
challenge can not, therefore, says The 
Graphic, be regarded as representative of 
British yachting and British feeling. 


Twenty Thousand In Line. 

New YorK, Sept. 26.—The parade of the 
United Socities for Liberal Sunday Laws 
yesterday was the most unique demon- 
stration ever seen in this city. There 
were fully 20,000 persons in the line of 
march, and probably 75,000 persons re- 
viewed them along the route from the 
starting point wo Sulzer’s Harlem River 
park, where a mass meeting was held, ad- 
dressed by eminent orators, 


An Hour’s Honeymoon. 

HUNTINGDON, Pa., Sept. 26. — Jesse 
Morningstar and Mary E. Bowser of 
Juniata were married yesterday after- 
noon. An hour afterward, while the 
bride was on her husband's lap reading 
the marriage certificate, one of the guests 
handed Jesse a loaded gun. In doing so, 
the weapon was accidentally discharged, 
and the eftire load entered Morningstar’s 
head, causing instant death. 


Sensation In Durrant Case. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 26.—The defense 
in the case of Theodore Durrant opened 
yesterday. Attorney Deuprey, in his 
opening address, made the sensational 
charge that Rey. J. G. Gibson, pastor of 
the Emanuel Baptist church, in which 
the tragedy occurred, was the murderer of 
Blanche Lamont.

Christian Endeavor (flicers Regin 
Journeys to Conventions, 


Good Citizenship and Evan- 
gelistic Work 


Belng Carried Out on the Plans Inaugura‘ed 
at the Boston Convention. 


Boston, Sept. 27.--President Clark of 
the United Society of Christian Endeavor 
today begun his fall and winter’s work of 
traveling over the country, addressing 
conventions. General Secretary Baer also 
started out today for the west. Dr. Clark 
isto attend one of the largest of provin- 
cial or state meetings, that of the Ontarlo 
convention at Bradford. Dr. Clark’s next 
large convention will be at Huntingdon, 
Que., Oct. &. 5 

From there he will go to Illinols, one of 
the greatest of all Christian Endeavor 
unions, where he addresses the state con- 
vention at Bloomington Oct. 8-5. The 
southside branch of the Chicago union 
has arranged for a big mass meeting on 
Oct. 7, to be addressed by the founder of 
the society. 

Brom that place Dr. Clark will hurry 
eastward in order to reacn the Massachu- 
setts state convention at Pittsfleld, Oct. 
8-9, where he is to deliver an address and 
conduct the consecration service. 

On Oct. 18 he will go down to Syracuse 
to speak on Christian Endeavor before the 
Congregational council. 

Three duys later he will address the 
meeting of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions at Brooklyn On tne same subject, 
His later itinerary is not yet fully mapped 
out, 

Good Results Accomplished, 

Speaking of his work just prior to his 
departure from this city, Dr. Clark stated 
that the two interests for which Boston 
stands pre-eminent, good citizenship and 
evangelistic work, are affecting almost 
every large gathering of Christian En- 
deavorers. Several of the state conven- 
tions have conducted noonday meetings in 
shops and factories, similar to those held 
in Boston, and in every case the greatest 
success has attended them. 

The good citizenship meeting that was 
planned for Boston Common on the Sat- 
urday of the convention, but that had to 
be held in the tents on account of rain, is 
being duplicated in smaller degree in 
many of the Christian Endeavor conven- 
tions, state and county.

A BUSINESS GOVERNOR. 


Culberson Says Prize Fight Cannot 


Core Off In Texas, 


Issues a Call For Special Ses- 
sion of Legislature 


To Enact a Law Which Courts Will Be Unable 
to Wrangle Over. 


AusTIN, Sept. 27. — Governor Culber- 
son last night issued a call for a special 
extra session of the legislature for Oct. 1, 
to pass a law prohibiting prize-fights. 

The governor issued the proclamation 
at midnight, aftera lengthy consultation 
with his cabinet, and gives as the reason 
for his action that under the present con- 
dition of the law the fight managers are 
liable to pull off the fight while the courts 
are wrangling over it, that the chief 
justice of the court of criminal appeals 
has ruled against the state, and now there 
is a mandagus case pending in the su- 
preme court, that may go in an entirely 
different line, thus causiug a confilct be- 
tween the two highest courte in the state. 
In order to avoid all possible contention, 


he issued the call convening the legisla- 
ture next Tuesday in this city, and sets 


forth the purport of the call as follows. 
Right to the Point. 


Whereas, @ decision of the presiding judge 


ef the court of criminal appeals lately ren- 


dered will embarrass the execution of the 
laws of this state against prize fighting and 
other associated infractions of good order and 


the public peace, now imminent and threat- 
ened, and, 
Whereas, there is no certainty of a determin- 


ation of the soundness of said decision bya 


court of final resort in time for existing emer- 
gencies, and 

Whereas, It is proper, in avoidance of every 
pretext for disregarding the laws, that all con- 
troversy respecting them should be removed 


by legislation and all reasonable pacific means 


resortod toin the first instance to foroe them, 
inasmuch as the present legislature unani- 


mously passed such a prohibitory law on the 
16th and 24th days of April, to become effective 
Ang. !, 1804, as part of the penal code, it should 


require a session of a very few days at a small 


cost, to remove any possibile defect, and put 


the law into iinmediate operation, an extravr- 
dinary occusion has arisen requiring the legis- 
lature to be convened in special sessions. 

Now, therefore, I, Charles A. Culberson, gov- 
ernor of the state of Texas, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by the constitution 


thereof, hereby call a special session of the 
24th legislature, to be convened in the city of 


Austin, beginning at noon, Tuesday, Oct. 1, 
1885, for the following purposes. 
1. To denounce prize fighting and kindred 


practices in clearand unambigtfous terms and 


prohibit the same by appropriate pains and 
penalties, putting the law into immediate 
operation and making necessary provision for 
its enforcement, so that the proposed exhibi- 
tion of this character within this state may be 
prevented, the undoubted will of the people 


upon the subject respected, and this affront 


to moral sense and enlightened progress of 
Texas averted. 

2. To consider and act upon such other mat- 
ters as may be present, pursuant to section 40, 
article 3, of the constitution. 


In the testimony thereof, I have hereunto 
set my seal, and caused the seal of the state to 


be affixed this 26th day of September, A. D., 
1895, C. A CULBERSON, 
Governor of Texas.

HOUSE STRUCK. 


A Hydrant That Was Pot Back Just 
in Time. 


A heavy thunder storm passed over this 
city about 830 Thursday night and did 
considerable damage. 

During the height of the shower a bolt 
struck the house of Hon. E. C. Bumpus on 
President's hill and set fire to it. An alarm 
was sounded from Box 24and was imme- 
diately followed by an alarm from Box 26. 
The department had to come to the scene 
via Adams and Goffe street, and for that 
reason it seemed longer than it in reality 
was. When they arrived the fire was in 
the roof of the L of the house and was 
soon extinguished. 

An examination of the house this morn- 
ing showed that a damage of over $200 had 
been done to the house by lightning and 
fice and that Mrs. Bumpus had a narrow 
escape. 

The bolt struck the house on the peak 
at the northerly end of the main house and 
then went into the studio where the plas- 
tering and casing were knocked off. The 
bol: then suddenly split, one portion of it 
going ou’ at the rear end on to the roof of 
the L and setting fire to it. 

The other part went downward into the 
room occupied by Mrs. Bumpus, where the 
cord was burned on several! pictures which 
fell with a crash. 

At the time the house was struck, Mrs. 
Bumpus was in this room and had her 
head cu of the window closing the blinds. 
It was directly over head that the bolt 
struck. The portion that entered her 
room ran across the top and down each 
side of the window where Mrs. Bumpus 
stood. She received quite a severe shock 
and was stunned fora few moments but 
fortunately not seriously injured. 

Mr. Bumpus was in Boston at the time 
and a telephone dispatch was sent to him. 
He arrived home on one of the late trains, 

This fire brought out what came near 
being a serious blunder on the part of the 
Water Commissioners. There was a hy- 
drant located opposite the residence of 
Mrs. Lane, but when the street was put 
through the estate of Charles Francis 
Adams it brought the bydrant in the 
centre of the entrance to the estate. 
Withont notifying the Chief Engineer the 
Water Department tock up the hydrant 
and carried it off and filled up the hole. 

Wednesday morning Chief Williams was 
in that vicinity arranging for Thursday’s 
trial when he was informed of the above 
facts by a neighbor. He promptly waited 
upon the Water Department and ordered 
them to put the hydrant back, inside of a 
few hours, which they did. 

Had Chief Williams not discovered the 
state of affairs as he did, the result of 
Thursday night’s fire would have been 
more serious. 

The bydrants of the city are in charge of 
the Fire Department and the Water Depart- 
ment or any one else has no authority to 
move them, and this should be a good 
lesson to the Water Department.

The Democratic caucuses for the election 
of representative delegates will be held Oct. 
10. Only one name as Quincy’s repre- 
sentative has been mentioned, Charles F. 
Adams, 2d. It is said that the Repub- 
licans would rather see any other man 
nominated and undoubtedly Mr. Adams 
would po!l a large vote, but many Demo- 
crats are not willing that Mr. Adams 
should be their candidate as they would 
rather sacrifice a representative than be 
without a candidate for the mayoralty.

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Birth was given by 
the Irish national convention yesterday | 
afternoon to an organization which had | 
for its avowed object the independence of 
Ireland, and a republic by a policy of phys- 
ical force. The plan closely resembles | 
that of the old Fenian brotherhood. The) 
introductory to the report of the commit- | 
tee on ways and means and plan of organ- 
ization is here given: 

“The new movement” organization shall be 
known by the style and title of the Irish Na- | 
tional Alliance. It shall have for its object the | 
securing of the independencgw Ireland by any 
means within its power, con«istent with the 
laws and usages of civilized natioas. The quali- 
fications for membership shall be good moral 
character, birth on Irish soil, or descendant | 
from Irish parentage on paternal or mate-nal | 
side or both, and the taking of the following 
pledge of honor: 

“I hereby pledge my word and honor to aid 
by every means within my power, in comform- 
ity with the constitution and bylaws of the 
Irish National Alliance, in securing the inde- 
pendence of Ireland.” 

This organization shall be governed by a 
president, vice president, treasurer and an ex- 
ecutive council of nine members, who shall 
hold office fur two years, or until their suc 
cessors are elected and duly qualified. 

Atwothirds vote of the executive council 
shall be necessary to overrule any motionor 
act of the present Irish National Alliance. 

The president, vice president and one mem- 
ber of the executive council, such member to 
be selected by the executive council, shall be 
in charge of the funds of the organization.

Ireland was on Irish soil. 

Declaration of Principles, 

O'Neill Ryan was greeted with cheers 
when he stepped forward to read the plat- 
form proposed for the consideration of the 
convention. He at once proceeded to read, 
under the title of a “Declaration of Princi- | 
ples,” the following: 

The people of Ireland are a sovereign people 
Ireland is by nature selprated from every 
other country, and liberty*is the birthright of | 
her people. Ireland was known throughout 
Europe as a nation long before the dawn of 
Christianity, and was the home of civilization 
while England was still barbarous. 

England's claims to authority iu Ireland 
originated in force, and have been maintained 
by corruption and coercion. They have never 
ripened intoarighttorule. The title by con- 
quest has never been perfected, inasmuch as | 
the Lrish people have continuously resisted | 
England's power, and endeavored to destroy 
her unlawful supremacy. 

Ireland is deprived of almost every civil ' 
right, which the American people most dearly 
cherish. Unexampled cruelty and brutal | 
vindictiveness have been the distinguishing 
features of English rule in Ireland. England 
has destroyed Ireland's industries and ruined 
her commerce, she has placed upon her statute 
books laws making it a crime to educate an 
Irish child; she burned Ireland's schooluouses 
and destroyed her churches, she has driven 
into exile, or left to perish in her dungeons, 
thousands of men whose only crime was love 
ofIreland. Every measure for the last cen- 
tury looking toward legislative independence 
of the Irish people has either suffered defeat 
in the commons or beenarbitrarily rejected by 
the lords. 

England has violated every treaty and 
broken every pledge, and with almost every 
year of the century she has imposed upon Ire- 
land brutal laws of coercion, and one of the 
most drastic character is now upon her stat- 
ute books 

To the pleas of the people for justice and 
their prayers for mercy, England has re- 
sponded with the scourge and the scaffold, and 
yet today, Ireland enghralled, but enslaved, 

crushed, but not conquered, is in spirit a na- 
tion, 

It has become evident after many years of 
earnest endeavor to obtain a measure of inde- 
pendence from the English government by 
peaceful agitation that appeals to reason for 
justice is futile. It is left, therefore, for the 
men of the Irish race to proclaim again the 
truth recorded by all history, that the liberties 
ofa people and the independence of a nation 
cannot be achieved by debate, but must be 
won upon the fleld of battle, and we declare 
our belief that the men of Ireland, who are be- 
ing driven into exile,or into the graves of 
serfs in their native land by English misgov- 
ernment, are entitled by the laws of God and 
man to use every means in their power to | 
drive from their country the tyrant and 
hsurper, and we believe that Ireland has the 
Fight tomake England's difficulty her oppor- 
tunity, ani to use all possible means tocreate 
that difficulty. 

In view of these facts, the members of this 
convention appeal with confidence to their 
American fellow citizens and all lovers of hb- 
erty to co-operate with them in aiding the peo- 
ple of Ireland in the achievement of the same | 
measure of liberty enjoyed in these United | 
Btates. 


Unfortunates Remembered. 


Distinct from the “declaration of prin- 
ciples,’’ Chairman Ryan also submitted, 
on behalf of the resolution, three other 
resolutions as follows: 


the continued incarceration in English prisons 
of Irish patriots; that we cx 
and against the policy of civilized nations to 
keep in prison men who have acted only in the 
interest of their country and human liberty, 
and that the release of these men is im- 
peratively demanded, not only by the Irish 
people, but by civilization. 

Resolved, that this convention expresses the 
hope that the people of Cuba, who are strug- 
gling for political independence and the estab- 
lishment of a republic, will be succeseful, and 
that we extend to them our heartfelt syni- 
pathy. ; 

Resolved, that this conventi 
the importance to the Irish nation of presery- 
ing the language, literature and music of the 
people, commends the work now being done 
by the Gaelic league and the National Literary 
society in Ireland, and by the Gaelic societies 
of this country, and earnestly trust our 7 
ple will give them hearty co-operation and 
geberous support. 

The “declaration of principles” was 
unanimously adopted by the convention, 
as submitted by the committee. The 
three resolutions were each read separ- 
ately, and were warmly endorsed by the 
convention in s similar manner.

FROM SMALL BEGINNING 


The Home Department of Sunday 
Schools Has Become National. 


Wonderful Growth Reported 
From All Quarters. 


Spread of the Gospel Among Many Who Never 
Attend Church. 


Boston, Sept. 28.—The phenomenal and 
steady increasing growth of the home de- 
partment of Sunday schools in different 
Evangelical churches led to an investiga- 
tion into its origin, history, status and 
prospects by Editor Hazard of The Congre- 
gational Sunday School and Publishing 
Soolety, who has just made his report on 
the subject.’ 

The home-class idea, out of which: the 
home department has grown, had its birth 
in the same year with that of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor movement — 1881. The 
home class was originated to promote the 
study of the Bible outside of the Sunday 
school by individuals and in the home. 
The expansion of the movement, though 
somewhat tardy in coming, has of late 
years become almost as phenomenal as 
that of the Christian Endeavor society. 

What Dr. Clark is tothe Y. P. S.C. E., 
Dr. W. A. Duncan, field secretary of the 
Congregational Sunday School and Pub- 
lishing society, is to the movement for the 
home department of the Sunday school. 
While attending a district Sunday school 
convention in New York state, in the 
spring of 1881, a woman who had a veranda 
class expressed to Dr. Duncan her regret 
that her pastor showed no sympathy with 
herwork. Instantly Dr. Duncan saw large 
possibilities in extending the boundaries 
of the Sunday school to the 

Farthest Keach of the Parish. 

The adoption of the home-class plan by 
the Congregational Sunday school and 
Publishing society in 1835 made it national. 
In New York 1-10th of the churches this 
year are reported as having home de- 
partments, connected with which are 4500 
visitors, who have under care 27,500 home- 
class students. There are many home de- 
partments in England, one with a mem- 
bership of 200 being reported in connection 
with the school at Nottingham, whose 
pastor is Rey. W. Crosbie. 

In Bohemia, through Dr. Dungan again, 
it secured a beginning. It has also been 
heard fromin France. The Austrian laws 
prohibit independent or officially ‘“‘un- 
recognized’”’ meetings, so that the home 
department can accomplish what cannot 
be done through the Sunday school. The 
home department has also found its way 
to India. 

The superintendent of a Sunday school 
in Vermont writes thatin his home de- 
partment there are 36 families, only 10 of 
whioh ever came to church, and 26 of 
which have in all 46 children that would 
be without Sunday school privileges ex- 
cept for this method of reaching them. 
Some of the families live five miles away 
from the school. 

The home department of the Northfield 
Sunday school is organized in 10 classes, 
under the care of a superintendent, who 
hasas associates nine visitors. It num- 
bera about 170. It extends over a region 
eight miles long by six broad,

THE STATE WANTS IT 


The Big Prize Fight, Therefore, Will 
Come Off In Texas, 


Governor Culberson’s Wife 
Expresses Her Opinion. 


She Professes to Know the Sentiment Prevail- 
ing In Lone Star State. 


CuIcaao, Sept. 88.—“If Texas wants a 
prize fight they will have it, I say,” said 
Mrs. Charles A. Culberson before leaving 
Chicago yesterday for Texas. Mrs. Cul- 
berson is the wife of Governor Culberson 
of Texas, and with her mother, Mrs. 
Harris, has been spending the summer in 
the north. 

“‘What’s the use in poor Charles work- 
ing himself to death to prevent something 
the whole state wants?” continued Mrs. 
Culberson. ‘At least 9 men out of every 
10 in Texas want the prize fight, and, after 
all, he was elected to carry out the will of 
the people, and the people want the fight. 
Idon’t care what they say they want, or 
pretend to say, they would, every one of 
them, go to it. 

“Then, think of the money itis going 
to cost to convene the legislature. I don’t 
see, aDY way, why one man should have 
the power to decide what the rest should 
do. One man’s judgment is no better 
than another’s, and I don’t see why one 
judge's opinion is better than those of his 
fellow judges.” 

Down In Dallas. 

_A dispatch from Dallas says that Pres- 
ident Stuart of the Florida Athletic club 
maintains his usual business attitude and 
rests, as he has always done, on the legal 
advice of his attorneys, that he is proceed- 
ing under the law. 

He said last night: 
that the laws of Texas guaranteed protec- 
tion to its citizens who invest their money 
in enterprises not prohibited by law, the 
contract for the building was awarded and 
the building is now half completed.

A Little Flurry is Noted In the Cotton and 
Wheat Markets. 

NEw York, Sept. 23.— Dun’s review 
says: The full statement of about 2800 
commercial failures for the third quarter 
of 1895 will be published next week, and 
will show Habilities of about $80,000,000, 
of which about $11,000,000 have been of 
manufacturing and $17,600,000 of trading 
concerns. 

The speculation in cotton has lifted the 
price 4 during the past week, and quota- 
tions here are so much higher than at Liv- 
erpool that free exports cannot be ex- 
pected. 

But for the extraordinary supplies car- 
ried over from last year, the manufacturer 
here and abroad would be in trouble. 

The wheat market has been excited with- 
out much discoverable reason, and the 
price has advanced over 6 cents for spot 
and 24¢ cents for December deliveries, 

Nothing is clear about the iron and steel 
manufacture, but some of the largest 
Pittsburg conoerns, professing to have or- 
devs for mapy months ahead, are bidding 
for small contracts in eastern markets at 
$1 to $1.50 a ton less than the quoted rate. 

There is alsoa halt in the advance of 
loathy:'r, no higher prices having been re- 
corded this week, though hides are, on the 
whole, a shade stronger. The demand for 
boots and shoes is narrow, and many 
factories have stopped, while others are 
running part time. 

The advance in wool at London sales 
stimulated the speculation here, but prices 
are, on the whole, unchanged, and sales 
have been for the month 84,675,970 pounds. 

Failures for the week have been 216 in 
the United States, against 235 last year, 
and 50 in Canada, against 55 last year.

Suffrage Referendum State Committee. 


An act authorizing persons qualified to 
vote for members of School Committees to 
vote at the next State election upon the 
question of granting municipal suffrage to 
women, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives in General Court as- 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

Secrion 1. All persons qualified to 
vote for school committee shall, at the 
next State election, have an opportunity 
to express their opinion by voting yes or 
po in answer to the following question : 
Is it expedient that municipal suffrage be 
granted to women ? 

Srcr, 2, Equal opportunity shall be 
given to men and women to register prior 
to said election. 

Sxecr. 3. The Secretary of the Common- 
wealth shall, prior to said election, cause to 
be placed on the official ballot the follow- 
ing words: Is it expedient that municipal 
suffrage be granted to women? Yes or 
No. 

And shall also cause other ballots to be 
prepared for women voters, having thereon 
the same words. 

Secr. 4. Ballots prepared as above pro- 
vided shall be furnished by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth to cities and towns 
as are ballots for use in elections of State 
officers, and the ballots shall be counied 
and returned in the same manner as are 
ballots for the election of State officers, 
except that the votes of men and women 
shall be returned separately. 

Sect. 5. This act shall be subject to 
the provisions of chapter four hundred and 
seventeen of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and ninety-three, and acts in 
amendment thereof and in addition thereto, 
so far as the same are applicable. 


RULES FOR REGISTRATION OF WOMEN, 


Under the provisions of Chapter 417, 
Section 14, Acts of 1893, women have the 
right to vote for members of sclool com- 
mittees. The process of registration is 
governed by the same laws as for male 
voters, except that they are not required to 
be assessed. The special qualifications 
and rights for women are : 

1. The wife of a naturalized citizen, if 
foreign born, is naturalized by the act of 
her husband ; but she must produce her 
husband’s naturalization paper. 

2. A woman, foreign born, who bas 
married a native citizen, becomes by right 
thereof entitled to be registered as a native 
voter, 

3. A woman, native born, who becomes 
the wife of an alien, is entitled to be regis 
tered as a native voter. 

(The chairman of the Boston Board of 
Registrars has decided that uader present 
law women can register without payment 
of poll tax, or declaration of property, 
whenever and wherever men can register.)

600,000 Episcopalians on the island, 4(0,- 
000 Presbyterians, 55,000 Methodists, some 
Baptists and about 10,000 Congregational- 
ists. The people generaily were poor and 
ignorant, and whiskey was the greatest 
curse. The 30 Congregational missions 
and 130 out stations were accomplishing 
lots of good. The door of usefulness in 
Ireland was now open, and the people 
seemed hungry for the word of God. He 
solicited financial help for the denomin- 
ation there. 


At the Calvary Baptist church, Rev. C 
A. Parker preached from Acts 26:25. But 
he said, I am not mad, most noble Festus ; 
but speak forth the words of truth and 
soberness. Before these two men Paul 
stands to make his defence. Christian 
earnestness, bold, fearless, faithful. Paul 
was earnest as a persecutor of the church 
of Jesus Christ, earnest at his conversion, 
also at the upbuilding of the church as 
in pulling it down, as a soldier of Jesus he 
meant business and that in the conversion 
of a Roman governor. What a victory for 
Jesus this earnest appeal of Paul before 
two men of nobility. The King said al- 
most thou persuadest me to be a Christian, 
thou art mad. With what fire, earnest- 
ness for the cause of Jesus, did Paul speak. 
And because of deep conviction of his sin- 
ful state, when on his way to Damascus as 
a persecutor of Christians, he realized 
what an awful thing sin was, also whata 
glorious thing redemption through our 
Saviour Jesus Christ. Sin is aggressive so 
should the Christian church be. Men are 
in peril; sin is destroying their souls ; 
Christian be in earnest ; be reconciled to 
God.
